Bill  of  their  own  into  Parliament  very  shortly,  dealing 
cpressly  with  the  sale  of  poisons.  The  Lord  President  of 
:e  Privy  Council  has  intimated  that  after  the  introduction 

hisJ3ill  he  will  be  willing  to  receive  a  deputation  from  the 
laimaccutical  Council  to  hear  their  observations  thereupon. 

is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  will  on 
at  opportunity  abandon  their  unwise  attempt  to  engraft  on 
mere  Poison  Bill  their  schemes  for  facilitating  the  introduc- 
m  of  a  curriculum  and  for  otherwise  modifying  their  affairs, 

that  by  some  means  the  Lord  President  may  be  informed 
at  it  is  only  a  small  section  of  the  trade  which  is  par- 
iilarly  interested  in  these  matters. 

We  understand  that  the  Bill  introduced  into  the  House  of 
'nmions  by  Mr.  Warton  to  deal  with  poisonous  patent 
-Micines,  to  which  we  alluded  last  month,  has  never  had 
y  concrete  existence,  nor  is  it  likelv  to  have  such.  The 
■mber  for  Bridport  is  satisfied  with  the  promise  of  the 
•vemment  to  legislate  on  the  subject. 


The  Medical  Acts  Amendment  Bill  lias  been  read  a  second 
time  in  the  House  of  Lords.  It  is  almost  identical  with  the 
Bill  which  nearly  passed  last  year,  and  dues  not  as  yoi 
contain  the  desired  clause  admitting  pharmacists  to  a  recog- 
nised share  in  the  compilation  of  the  national  Pharmacopoeia. 

A  new  edition  of  the  French  Codex  has  been  published 
during  the  past  month,  and  comes  into  force  on  this  date 
(March  15),  as  the  authoritative  guide  for  all  pharmaciens  on 
French  territory.  This  is  only  the  fourth  Codex  which  has 
been  published  in  this  century. 

Dr.  Koch,  of  Berlin,  who,  with  a  German  scientific  com- 
mission, has  been  studying  the  etiology  of  cholera,  first  in 
Egypt  and  lately  at  Calcutta,  claims  to  have  discovered  the 
special  cholera  bacillus  in  the  intestines  of  cholera  patients, 
and  also  declares  he  has  found  an  identical  bacillus  in  a 
water-tank.  That  mortality  from  cholera  has  been  greatly  re- 
duced in  Calcutta  since  the  introduction  of  a  drinking  water 
supply  in  1870  is  a  fact  in  favour  of  Dr.  Koch's  theory. 

We  report  a  fatal  error  at  the  Gloucester  Infirmary,  caused 
by  a  medical  student  taking  down  a  prescription  from  a  phy- 
sician's dictation  and  writing  "  chloral  "  instead  of  "  syrup  of 
chloral."  At  Bristol  a  chemist's  assistant,  a  foreigner,  dis- 
pensed compound  ipecacuanha  powder  instead  of  compound 
jalap  powder,  and  occasioned  the  death  of  the  patient.  He 
was  prosecuted  for  manslaughter,  but  acquitted  by  the  magis- 
trates. At  Belfast  the  wife  of  a  doctor  obtained  a  consider- 
able quantity  of  nepenthe  from  a  firm  of  chemists,  on  the 
pretence  that  it  was  to  send  to  a  medical  friend  in  India,  and 
poisoned  herself.  At  Oldham  a  man  died  after  taking 
medicine  obtained  from  a  herbalist,  with  symptoms  of  poison- 
ing, but  the  jury  did  not  seem  to  think  it  necessary  to  make 
further  inquiry  into  the  matter. 

Our  legal  reports  contain  further  accounts  of  serious  rob- 
beries from  London  drug  houses.  Two  extensive  disposers  of 
stolen  drugs  will  retire  from  their  nefarious  occupations  for 
five  years,  and  it  is  hoped  that  more  information  respecting 
the  practices  of  the  drug  thieves  will  yet  be  acquired. 

Mr.  Carter  Bell  again  figures  as  the  analyst  in  a  milk  of 
sulphur  case  in  Cheshire,  which  has  been  successfully  defended 
by  the  Chemists  and  Druggists'  Trade  Association.  It  was 
supposed  that  it  would  not  have  been  necessary  to  fight 
again  such  vexatious  and  uncalled-for  proceedings. 

We  are  able  to  give  some  reports  of  the  exhibits  interesting 
to  pharmacists  at  the  International  Exhibitions  at  Calcutta 
and  Nice.  The  former  exhibition  has  resulted  in  a  loss  of 
about  100,000/.  to  the  Indian  Government. 

We  conclude  our  legal  articles  on  trade-marks  and  the  pro- 
tection of  titles,  and  propose  next  month  to  discuss  the  re- 
lations between  employers  and  assistants,  keeping  in  view 
especially  the  affairs  of  chemists  and  druggists. 

Quinine  has  developed  a  little  more  strength  since  our  last, 
but  the  production  seems  quite  equal  to  any  likely  strain  on 
it.  A  great  fire  at  Messrs.  Powers  &:  Weightman's,  in  Phila- 
delphia, on  February  29,  caused  a  temporary  advance,  but 
this  was  lost  when  it  was  found  that  the  probable  destruction 
of  quinine  there  had  been  much  exaggerated. 

A  contributor,  who  has  made  use  of  good  opportunities  to 
acquire  information,  has  favoured  us  with  an  interesting 
article  on  Aloes,  from  a  drug  market  point  of  view.  An 
important  item  in  this  communication  is  the  peculiar  chance 
(as  it  seems)  which  causes  some  West  Indian  aloes  to  change 
colour  after  keeping  to  a  bright  liver,  thereby  doubling  in 
value.  We  believe  there  are  connoisseurs  in  London  who 
make  a  good  thing  by  buying  West  Indian  aloes  for  the  rise 
attendant  on  this  lucky  improvement  in  colour. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  our  Trade  Report  now  contains  in- 
formation specially  written  for  us  in  Xew  York  in  reference 
to  the  American  dru<r  markets.

Qualitative  Analysis. 

THE  subject  of  the  next  exercise  in  qualitative  analysis 
will  be  a  mixture  of  salts.  It  is  to  be  submitted  to  a 
thorough  systematic  examination,  designed  to  detect  all  its 
constituents  and  to  demonstrate  the  absence  of  other  sub- 
stances. A  complete  report  of  the  analysis  is  to  be  submitted, 
giving  a  list  of  the  metals  and  of  the  acidulous  radicals  de- 
tected, and  distinguishing  those  that  may  be  regarded  as 
accidental  impurities. 

Applications  for  portions  of  the  mixture  of  salts  will  be 
received  up  to  March  20,  and  the  samples  will  be  forwarded 
on  the  25th. 

Students'  papers  will  be  received  up  to  April  15.

The  only  impurity  of  any  note  that  it  contained  was  a  trace 
of  chlorine.  Believing  that  it  would  be  of  interest  to  those 
who  have  been  engaged  in  the  analysis  of  the  mixture  to 
know  the  relative  quantities  that  they  have  been  dealing 
with,  we  have  calculated  its  percentage  composition,  which

In  the  analysis  of  this  mixture  the  detection  of  aluminium 
proved  the  most  serious  difficulty,  23  students  having  failed 
to  find  this  metal.  Potassium,  which  was  also  present  in 
rather  small  quantity,  was  not  found  by  17  students.  In 
the  case  of  calcium  and  ammonium  there  were  respectively 
8  failures,  while  all  of  our  correspondents  found  iron.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  that  the  number  of  those  who  failed  to 
rind  1-34  per  cent,  of  aluminium  is  considerably  greater  than 
the  number  of  those  who  did  not  detect  1*9  per  cent,  of  potas- 
sium. The  difficulty  of  separating  and  recognising  aluminium 
compounds  is  greater  than  many  suppose,  as  the  available 
reactions  are  by  no  means  sharp.  Many  of  our  correspon- 
dents would,  no  doubt,  be  glad  to  learn  what  method  gave 
the  best  results,  but  the  papers  before  us  do  not  furnish  any 
very  definite  information  on  this  subject.  It  would  appear 
that  the  skill  of  the  operator  is  a  much  more  important  ele- 
ment in  determining  the  results  than  the  particular  method 
that  is  adopted.  In  this  case  all  the  methods  of  separation 
in  general  use  were  adopted,  and  no  one  of  them  seems  to 
have  given  better  results  than  the  others,  except  that  the 
method  depending  on  fusion  with  an  alkaline  carbonate  and 
nitrate  was  perhaps  the  least  satisfactory.  Had  chromium 
been  present  this  method  would,  no  doubt,  have  given  better 
results.

W.  Duncan, — It  is  unsafe  tc  trust  to  the  examination  of  a  small  quantity 
of  material  for  the  detection  of  the  alkalies  ;  by  so  doing  yon  rim  a  great 
risk  of  overlooking  potassium. 

A.  Barns. — The  aluminium  hydrate  precipitate  could  not  have  been  a 
very  large  one.  When  uncertain  whether  a  reaction  is  to  be  attributed  to 
impurity  in  the  reagents  you  should  make  a  blank  analysis. 

E.  E.  Morrall. — You  seem  to  have  omitted  to  add  ammonia  or  ammonium 
chloride  in  jour  test  for  aluminium. 

/.  B.  Thornley. — There  is  little  doult  that  the  solution  to  which  yo» 
added  ammonium  oxalate  had  not  been  previously  rendered  alkaline. 

G.  F.  Barratt. — Nearly  two  per  cent,  of  potassium,  or  more  than  four  per 
cent,  of  potassium  sulphate,  should  have  given  a-very  appreciable  residue 
after  the  separation  of  the  other  metals,  even  if  you  operated  upon  only 
half  of  the  powder  sent. 

E.  J.  T. — Had  you  made  a  preliminary  examination  in  the  dry  way  your 
error  in  reference  to  tartaric  acid  would  scarcely  have  been  possible. 

A.  E.  Martin. — No  part  of  the  analysis  requires  more  care  than  that 
relating  to  the  alkalies  ;  it  must  not  be  supposed  that  they  are  unimportant. 

L'Eiperance. — The  flame-coloration  that  you  attributed  to  strontium  wa5 
caused  by  calcium.  A  strong  calcium  flame  somewhat  resembles  a  weak 
strontium  flame.  The  dilute  sulphuric  acid  employed  was  evidently  strong 
enough  to  precipitate  calcium  as  sulphate. 

W.  J.  S.— The  only  explanation  that  can  be  given  of  the  reaction  attri- 
buted to  oxalic  acid  is,  that  it  was  due  to  sulphuric  acid  that  had  not  been 
thoroughly  removed  by  the  addition  of  barium  chloride. 

Polarity. — The  method  that  failed  with  you  in  the  examination  for 
aluminium  gave  good  results  in  the  hands  of  other  students.  It  would  be 
well  to  try  to  detect  the  cause  of  the  failure  by  making  analyses  of  a 
mixture  of  alum  and  ferrous  sulphate  in  about  equal  parts.

//.  Trewbij. — To  account  for  your  results  it  must  be  supposed  that  all  the 
alcium  was  precipitated  with  the  iron  group.  Perhaps  you  used  ammonium 
irbonate  in  mistake  for  the  chloride,  or  for  ammonia. 

J,  p.— The  ammonia  was  easily  detected  by  warming  the  solution  with  a 
austic  alkali,  or  better  still  by  moistening  powdered  calcium  hydrate  with 
>me  of  the  solution.  You  lose  a  lot  of  valuable  information  by  omitting 
le  preliminary  examination  in  the  dry  way. 

W.  D.  Loreday. — Tour  very  neat  manner  of  reporting  your  results  leaves 
othing  to  be  desired  ;  in  this  respect  your  paper  is  about  the  test  of  the  lot. 

A,  E.  Deane. — It  does  not  appear  that  you  made  any  regular  examination 
>r  the  alkali  earth  metals.  A  more  systematic  plan  of  analysis  would 
ive  much  more  satisfactory  results.

Cotoneasler. — Your  anticipation  is  unfortunately  realised  ;  there  is  a 

rant  of  thoroughness  about  your  work.  This  is  a  serious  defect  in 
lalytical  work. 

Pericles. — You  seem  to  have  made  your  solutions  too  dilute.  Ammonium 
iloride  considerably  increases  the  solubility  of  calcium  carbonate,  so  that 
the  solution  is  dilute,  and  a  relatively  large  quantity  of  ammonium 
doride  present,  it  is  easy  to  overlook  calcium. 

I F,  J.  Fool. — Your  paper  forcibly  suggests  the  necessity  for  practice  with 
lixturesof  known  composition  before  venturing  on  work  with  mixtures 
unknown  composition.  If  you  make  up  a  few  exercises  on,  say,  two 
j  etals  oi  the  same  group,  and  then  try  to  separate  and  identify  them,  you 
I  ill  not  regret  the  trouble. 

\0.  J.  Walklett. — Much  information  may  be  obtained  from  a  mechanical 
vision  of  the  constituents  of  the  mixture,  but  jou  must  not  carry  this 

lethod  to  such  an  extent  that  nothing  remains  for  the  regular  sjstematic 
alysis.   When  yon  attempt  separate  analysis  of  the  different  parts  such 

|iall  quantities  are  operated  upon  that  minor  constituents  may  very  easily 
overlooked.

The  President  said  the  Committee  thought  it  not 
desirable  to  move  further  until  the  terms  of  the  Govern- 
ment Bill  were  known.  He  had  no  reason  to  believe  that  the 
Government  disapproved  of  the  clauses  in  the  Council's  Bill 
dealing  with  the  organisation  of  the  Society,  but  he  believed 
that  the  Government  did  not  wish  at  present  to  undertake 
more  than  dealing  with  patent  medicines,  and  had  the  idea 
that  the  sale  of  poisons  could  be  dealt  with  in  a  Bill  of  a 
clause  or  two. 

A  long  discussion  took  place  in  committee,  after  which 
Mr.  Schacht  said  the  Council  had  received  a  request  in 
sufficientlv  broad  terms  to  frame  an  amended  Pharmacy  Bill 
as  to  thoroughly  justify  it  in  expressing  its  regret  that  no 
amendment  of"  the  Pharmacy  Act  was  intended  by  the 
Government  more  forcibly  than  was  set  forth  in  the  pro- 
posed letter. 

The  President  pointed  out  that  the  written  communica- 
tions from  the  Privy  Council  had  always  been  limited  to  the 
sale  of  poisons. 

Mr.  Woolley  thought  there  should  be  something  added 
to  the  letter  giving  the  Privy  Council  to  understand  plainly 
that  in  the  opinion  of  that  Council  the  two  questions  must 
be  dealt  with  together. 

Mr.  Schacht  also  pressed  the  point  very  strongly  that  the 
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Council  was  by  the  Pharmacy  Acts  appointed  the  authority 
to  deal  with  questions  affecting  the  sale  of  poisons,  and  it 
seemed  to  him  that  no  Bill  ought  to  be  introduced  in  con- 
nection with  this  subject  without  the  Council  being  consulted. 

Mr.  Hampson  also  thought  the  Council  had  not  been  very 
well  treated  by  the  Government,  and  that  it  could  not  be  too 
clear  in  expressing  its  opinion  that  no  Bill  dealing  with  the 
sale  of  poisons  only,  and  not  with  the  other  deficiencies  in 
the  Pharmacy  Act,  would  have  the  support  of  the  Council. 

Similar  views  having  been  expressed  by  several  other 
members  of  the  Council,  it  was  finally  decided  to  add  the 
following  clause  to  the  letter  to  be  sent  to  the  Privy 
Council : — ■ 

I  am  further  instructed  to  state  for  the  information  of  the  Lord  Pre- 
sident that  the  Council  of  this  Society  fail  to  see  how  it  is  possible 
to  satisfactorily  amend  the  law  in  regard  to  the  sale  of  poisons 
without  at  the  same  time  dealing  with  the  amendment  of  the 
Pharmacy  Acts. 

The  Bye-laws. 

On  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  Bottle  the  Education  Com- 
mittee were  invited  to  examine  the  bye-laws  generally  with 
a  view  of  recommending  any  amendments  which  might  seem 
desirable. 


Hjjarmaceutical  Sonety  of  fnlairtr. 


THE   monthly   meeting   of    the   Council  was   held  on 
March  5. 

Present :  The  President,  Mr.  James  E.  Brunker,  M.A.,  in  the 
chair;  Mr.  H.  N.  Draper,  F.C.S.,  vice-president  ;  Dr.  Collins, 
Dr.  Montgomery,  and  Messrs.  John  Evans,  Grindley,  Hayes, 
Hodgson,  Simpson,  Professor  Tichborhe,  and  Wells. 

A  letter  was  read  from  -Mr.  William  J.  Smyth,  of 
14  Newington  Street,  Belfast,  asking  whether  he  would  be 
admitted  to  examination.  He  had  served  in  an  establish- 
ment analogous  to  that  of  Mr.  Hardy,  decided  last  month. 
Mr.  Smyth  was,  therefore,  informed  that  he  would  be  allowed 
to  come  up  for  examination. 

A  letter  was  read  from  Dr.  R.  Crossett,  of  Cookstown, 
county  of  Tyrone,  asking  whether  the  Matriculation  exami- 
nation of  the  Queen's  College,  Belfast,  which  his  son  had 
passed,  would  be  accepted  in  lieu  of  the  Preliminary  exami- 
nation of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 

The  Eegistrar  having  found  that  this  examination  is 
accepted  by  the  General  Medical  Council,  Dr.  Crossett  was 
to  be  informed  that  the  certificate  would  be  accepted. 

Dr.  Montgomery  moved,  pursuant  to  notice,  that  the 
duties  of  the  visitors  at  the  examinations  should  be  defined. 
His  object  was  to  elicit  the  opinions  of  the  members  of  the 
Council  as  to  whether  the  visitors  should  not  take  a  more 
active  part  than  they  had  hitherto  done  at  the  examinations. 
Should  they  act  as  the  assessors  who  assisted  in  other 
examining  bodies,  and  give  their  opinions  on  any  complica- 
tions that  arose  ?  In  the  Apothecaries'  Hall  examination  the 
assessor  was  present  throughout,  and  when  it  was  over  he 
took  part  with  the  examiners  in  deciding  what  the  marks 
were  to  be.  He  did  not  mean  to  offer  any  positive  proposal 
now. 

President  :  Would  not  the  best  course  be  to  refer  the 
subject  to  the  Committee  of  Examinations  for  them  to  report 
on  it  ?  I  think  the  introduction  of  something  in  the  shape  of 
an  assessor  would  be  very  useful. 

Mr.  Grindley  :  Does  the  President  of  the  English  Society 
take  part  in  the  examinations  1 

President:  The  President  and  another  member  of  the 
Council  of  the  English  Society  are  always  present  at  the 
examinations,  as  well  as  the  Inspector  of  the  Board  of  Trade,* 
who  is  assessor.  The  Lord-Lieutenant  has  power  to  appoint  a 
similar  officer  in  this  country,  but  he  has  never  done  so.  It 
might  be  well  for  the  Committee  to  consider  whether  an 
application  should  not  be  made  to  the  Lord-Lieutenant  on 
the  subject. 

The  Vice-President  said  there  were  other  matters  also  in 
respect  of  which  he  was  sorry  that  their  practice  had  not 
been  assimilated  to  that  of  the  English  Society. 

*  The  Government  visitor  present  at  the  English  examinations  is 
appointed  by  the  Privy  Council,  not  by  the  Board  of  Trade. 


Mr.  Grindley:  Does  the  President  of  the  English  Soci'y 
interfere  in  the  examinations  there  ? 

The  President  :  I  cannot  say  that  he  interferes  in  e 
examinations,  but  he  is  always  present  at  them. 

Dr.  Montgomery  moved  that  the  visitors  of  the  exami  - 
tions  be  requested  to  report  on  the  question  of  the  visitatl 
of  examinations,  and  to  suggest  what  the  functions  of  je 
visitors  should  be. 

Mr.  Evans  seconded  the  motion,  which  was  agreed  to. 

The  Registrar  read  a  report  from  the  Pharmacy  t 
Amendment  Committee,  containing  a  resume  of  the  propo  I 
amendments  and  the  reasons  for  them. 

Mr.  Grindley  said  there  was  a  rule  that  reports  of  c<- 
mittees  should  be  on  the  table  for  a  month  before  they 
discussed.    This  report  involved  vital  changes,  and  it  shol 
not  be  sent  forward  to  the  Chief  Secretary  as  represent; 
the  opinions  of  the  entire  Society  without  full  considerate. 

The  President  said  he  thought  the  Council  would  e 
quite  in  order  in  considering  this  report  now.  There  % 
really  nothing  in  these  recommendations  that  had  t 
received  the  sanction  of  the  Council  already.  The  rert 
was  simply  a  document  for  the  information  of  the  Clf 
Secretary,  based  on  the  opinions  already  expressed  by  s 
Council.  It  was  very  important  that  the  recommendati  i 
should  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Chief  Secretary  as  soors 
possible.  The  English  Bill  was  at  present  in  the  hands  f 
the  Government,  and  might  be  read  any  day.  The  Clf 
Secretary  had  said  that  if  it  were  not  opposed  it  might  e 
taken  up  at  once.  It  was  very  desirable  that  Parliamt 
should  deal  with  the  two  Bills  at  the  same  time. 

Mr.  Grindley  moved  that  the  report  be  printed  and  B 
dilated  amongst  the  members  of  the  Council,  and  that  I 
consideration  of  it  be  taken  up  at  the  next  meeting  of  2 
Council. 

Mr.  Wells  seconded  the  motion,  which  was  agreed  to.  \ 
Mr.  Cornelius  Mannin,  2  Great  Brunswick  Street,  Dub., 

was  elected  a  member  of  the  Society. 

Some  accounts  were  ordered  to  be  paid,  after  which  I 

Council  adjourned.

The  Chemists'  Assistants'  Association  held  their  amnj 
dinner  at  the  Holborn  Restaurant  on  February  20.  Mr.  Sr 
Atkins,  of  Salisbury,  Vice-president  of  the  PharmaceutJ 
Society,  occupied  the  chair,  and  was  faced  by  Mr.;. 
Parkinson,  President  of  the  Association.  The  number  prest 
of  members  and  friends  was  about  150.  The  toast  of  "  'J 
Medical  Profession,"  proposed  by  the  Chairman,  was  respond 
to  in  an  eloquent  and  lengthy  speech  by  Dr.  H.  Macnaughi 
Jones,  who  traced  the  history  of  medicine  "  from  the  nit 
of  time,"  and  especially  during  the  past  40  years,  to  stjj 
the  intimate  relations  between  medicine  and  pharmacy.

Mr.  H.  H.  Millhoi 
proposed  the  toast  of  "  The  Pharmaceutical  Society,"  | 
which  Mr.  Greenish  responded.  The  Chairman  propol 
"  The  Chemists'  Assistants'  Association,"  and  Mr.  Parkins;, 
in  replying,  referred  with  gratitude  to  the  assistance  whp 
had  been  given  them  by  a  number  of  gentlemen.  The  sjj 
scriptions  of  members,  he  said,  supplied  about  half  trj 
income.  They  would  not  rest  satisfied  until  their  associate 
was  quite  self  supporting.  Mr.  Winfrey  proposed  "!!|

and  business  was  not  interrupted. 


BRISTOL. 

A  Chemist's  Assistant  Charged  with  Manslaughter. 
—An  inquest  was  held  at  Bristol  on  March  4  and  6,  before 
Mr.  H.  S.  Wasbrough,  City  Coroner,  into  the  circumstances 
intending  the  death  of  Eliza  Vowles,  a  married  woman 
thirty-three  years  of  age,  residing  at  Bellevue  Crescent, 
Clifton,  whose  death  was  alleged  to  have  been  caused  by 
compound  ipecacuanha  powder  being  made  up  for  her  by  a 
jhemist's  assistant,  instead  of  compound  jalap  powder, 
i  At  the  adjourned  inquest  on  Thursday,  George  Vowles,  a 
jilyman,  living  at  14  Bellevue  Crescent,  Clifton  Wood,  said 
he  deceased  was  his  wife,  and  aged  thirty-three  years, 
for  some  weeks  past  she  had  been  unwell  and  had  been 
i.ttended  by  Mr.  Griffiths.  She  had  been  so  ill  that  once  or 
!wice  her  life  was  despaired  of,  but  during  the  last  two  days 
ler  health  had  improved.  On  Monday  he  went  to  the  drug- 
;ist's  for  a  powder.  He  did  not  take  a  prescription,  but  he 
,sked  the  chemist  if  he  had  the  prescription  of  Mrs.  Vowles' 
iowders,  which  were  procured-  about  a  fortnight  ago.  The 
tssistant  said  he  would  look  in  the  book  and  see,  and  he 
vent  away  apparently  to  do  so.  He  waited  whilst  the 
lowder  was  being  made  up.  The  assistant  asked  how  many 
iowders  his  wife  had  had,  and  what  she  paid  for  them,  and 
ie  replied  that  she  had  purchased  three  at  twopence  each. 
>n  this  occasion  two  powders  were  made  up  for  him,  and  he 
ook  them  away.  He  did  not  administer  the  powders,  but  a 
riend  named  Mrs.  Maynard  did  so.  A  powder  was  given 
nmediately  after  he  went  home.  Only  one  powder  was 
aken.  He  left  home  about  five  o'clock,  but  at  eight  he  was 
snt  for,  the  messenger  saying  his  wife  was  much  worse. 
Ie  went  for  Mr.  Griffiths,  and  requested  him  to  go  and  see 
is  (witness's)  wife.  The  doctor  complied,  and  waited  with 
ie  deceased  for  some  length  of  time.  At  about  quarter 
Bab  ten  o'clock  another  medical  man  attended,  and  witness 
!as  sent  to  the  Infirmary  for  the  stomach-pump.  Someone 
imained  with  his  wife  all  night,  but  she  did  not  recover, 
3ath  taking  place  at  half-past  seven  o'clock  that  morning, 
he  medical  man  remained  in  constant  attendance  with  his 
ife. 

Mr.  L.  M.  Griffiths,  surgeon,  said  he  had  attended  the 
Jceased  at  intervals  for  consumption  for  some  years,  and 
tterly  aggravated  symptoms  of  that  disease  had  appeared, 
'ithin  the  last  fortnight  she  had  been  seriously  ill,  and 
itness  hardly  expected  her  to  live.  He  prescribed  a  powder 
|  compound  jalap,  and  recently  he  believed  her  health  was 
|iproving.  He  described  the  condition  in  which  he  found 
hceased  after  she  had  taken  the  last  powder,  and  concluded 
le  was  suffering  from  opium-poisoning.  He  proceeded  to 
|e  chemist  and  saw  the  assistant  who  had  given  the  powders, 
jid  asked  the  assistant  what  he  had  given,  and  he  replied 
at  he  had  supplied  compound  ipecacuanha  powders.  That 
wder  contained  opium  to  the  extent  of  4  grains.  Whilst 
!  was  there  the  assistant  referred  to  the  book  and  found 
at  he  had  given  compound  ipecacuanha  instead  of  com- 
und  jalap.  He  immediately  went  for  Dr.  Shaw,  and'  they, 
ter  obtaining  a  stomach-pump  from  the  Infirmary,  applied 
They  first  gave  the  deceased  an  emetic,  but  finding  that 
d  no  effect  they  used  the  stomach-pump.  Subsequently 
ler  remedies  were  used,  and,  with  the  exception  of  one 
ort  interval,  he  remained  with  her  until  her  death. 
The  Coroner :  Is  a  dose  of  4  grains  of  opium  sufficient  to 
stroy  life  ?  ^ 

Witness :  Not  in  ordinary  cases,  but  there  were  several 
usons  why  the  deceased  was  very  susceptible  to  the  influence 
poison. 

^f«f  makin£  a  post-mortem  examination,  Mr.  Griffiths 
d  there  was  evidence  in  the  upper  part  of  the  lungs  of 
isumptive  disease,  but  it  was  not  active.  The  other  organs 
re  much  congested,  but  otherwise  healthy.  He  considered 
congestion  to  be  due  to  the  opium.    He  attributed  death 


to  an  overdose  of  opium,  which  acted  with  unusual  force 
upon  the  deceased,  who  was  a  person  in  exceedingly  weak 
health. 

Mr.  Keevill,  chemist,  said  his  assistant  was  a  very  careful 
man,  and  had  had  considerable  experience.  Winn  Mr. 
Vowles  came  for  the  powders  he  (Mr.  Keevill)  was  nut  of  tin- 
shop;  but  he  had  since  gone  into  the  matter,  ami  found 
that  his  assistant  was  going  to  make  some  compound  ipeca- 
cuanha pills  that  same  evening.  When  Mr.  Vowles  came  for 
the  powders  lie  referred  to  the  books,  and  found  the;  pre- 
scription. Directly  underneath  Mrs.  Vowles' prescript  inn  was 
one  for  ipecacuanha  powders ;  it  was  of  the  same  amount, 
and  the  price  was  also  the  same,  and  that  was  how  his 
assistant  came  to  make  the  mistake.  Mr.  Keevill  produced 
the  book  in  which  the  prescriptions  were  entered. 

The  coroner,  in  summing  up  the  case,  said  the  question  the 
jury  would  have  to  decide  lay  in  a  small  compass.  The  chief 
point  was  whether  due  care  was  used  by  the  assistant  in  dis- 
pensing the  medicine.  If  they  thought  sufficient  care  was 
not  used,  then  the  assistant  was  guilty  of  culpable  negli- 
gence. If,  through  the  carelessness  of  anyone,  her  life  was 
shortened,  then  it  was  criminal  negligence.  He  advised  them, 
to  dismiss  the  case  of  consumption,  for  if  the  woman  could 
not  have  lived  long,  yet  through  the  carelessness  of  someone 
she  died,  then  it  amounted  to  the  same  thing ;  the  law  was. 
quite  clear  upon  that  point.  He  quoted  a  case  to  explain  the 
point,  in  which  a  woman  sent  to  a  chemist  for  a  pennyworth 
of  paregoric  for  a  sick  child.  The  message  was  properly 
delivered,  but  by  the  side  of  the  bottle  containing  the  pare- 
goric was  one  containing  laudanum.  The  apprentice,  in 
mistake,  took  down  the  bottle  of  laudanum  and  gave  it  for 
the  paregoric.  It  was  taken  home  and  some  given  to  the 
child,  who  died  from  the  effects  of  it.  The  apprentice  in  this- 
case  was  committed  for  manslaughter.  He  thought  that  case 
and  the  present  one  were  very  similar.  If  they  thought  that 
when  the  jalap  powders  were  sent  for  and  ipecacuanha 
powders  sent  back,  the  assistant  exercised  due  and  ordinary 
care,  he  would  be  free  from  blame  ;  if  not,  he  was  guilty  of 
criminal  negligence.  It  was  most  important  to  the  public- 
that  all  prescriptions  should  be  dispensed  accurately,  because 
their  lives  were  in  the  hands  of  dispensers. 

The  jury,  after  a  short  consultation,  announced  that  their 
verdict  was  "  Gross  negligence  on  the  part  of  the  assistant." 

The  Coroner :  You  know  that  amounts  to  manslaughter  ? 

The  Foreman  :  Yes. 


The  assistant,  who  is  a  German  named  Wac-Taw  Thomas 
Klomowski,  was  charged  next  day  at  the  Bristol  Police  Court 
that  he  did  kill  and  slay  Eliza  Vowles.  After  some  evidence 
had  been  taken,  the  prisoner  was  remanded  till  the  next 
day,  March  8,  bail  being  allowed.  At  the  next  hearing  the 
evidence  of  the  husband  and  the  surgeon  was  taken,  this 
being  similar  to  that  which  had  been  given  at  the  inquest. 

In  reply  to  Mr.  Clifton  (who  appeared  for  the  defendant) 
Mr.  Griffiths  said :  The  deceased  was  very  delicate,  and  the 
chest  disease  she  was  suffering  from  was  of  long  standing. 
It  included  disease  of  the  lungs  and  bronchial  tubes. 

Q. — The  amount  of  opium  in  the  one  powder  would  pro- 
bably have  had  no  prejudicial  effect  on  a  healthy  person  ? 

A. — It  might  have  made  one  exceedingly  uncomfortable. 

Not  a  fatal  effect  ? — Probably  not. 

The  witness,  upon  referring  to  the  prescription-book  kept 
at  Mr.  Keevill's  shop,  said  the  dose  in  the  ipecacuanha  pre- 
scription was  10  grains,  to  be  taken  at  bedtime. 

Mr.  Clifton :  You  would  not  say  that  is  an  improper  pre- 
scription from  a  medical  man  1 — Certainly  not. 

There  is  no  harm  in  it  ? — Not  in  the  ordinary  way. 

Robert  Keevill,  chemist,  carrying  on  business  at  York 
Buildings,  Clifton,  and  residing  at  West  View,  Clifton  Wood, 
stated  that  the  defendant  was  one  of  his  assistants,  and  had 
been  in  his  employ  for  six  months.  He  had  been  in  an 
English  pharmacy  for  some  months  previous  to  that  time,  and 
also  in  a  Germany  pharmacy.  During  the  time  the  defendant 
had  been  in  his  service  he  had  always  acted  correctly  in  dis- 
pensing prescriptions.  The  handwriting  of  the  copy  of  the 
prescription  in  the  book  was  that  of  one  of  his  other 
assistants  ;  it  was  for  Mrs.  Vowles.  There  was  a  prescription 
for  powder  of  ipecacuanha  immediately  below  that  for 
another  customer  ;  a  different  name  being  entered.  The 
handwriting  on  the  packet  produced  was  that  of  the  defen- 
dant.    He  had  a  conversation  with  the  defendant  about  the 
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case  on  the  morning  after  the  death  of  Mrs.  Vpwles,  in  the 
■course  of  which  he  (witness)  asked  what  he  had  supplied, 
.and  he  said  powder  of  ipecacuanha.  He  then  referred  him 
to  the  prescription  written  in  the  book,  and  he  said  that  he 
was  thinking  of  powder  of  ipecacuanha  when  he  dispensed 
the  prescription,  as  he  was  making  up  pills  with  that  powder. 
After  reading  the  prescription  and  directions  he  returned  to 
Mr.  Vowles  and  said,  "  I  can  supply  you  with  the  powders/' 
He  then  returned  to  the  prescription-book,  and  his  eye  fell 
•on  the  prescription  below  the  right  one.  Witness  asked  him 
if  he  was  acquainted  with  the  strength  of  the  ipecacuanha 
powder  and  the  quantity  of  the  opiate,  and  defendant  replied, 
One  grain  in  ten."  Witness  said,  "  You  recollect  the  usual 
■close  of  the  ipecacuanha  powder,"  and  defendant  said,  "  Yes ; 
five  to  fifteen  grains."  Witness  said,  "  Did  it  strike  you  it 
was  a  large  dose  to  send  out  in  each  powder  1 "  The  defen- 
dant answered,  "It  did  not,  because  the  prescription  was 
written  to  be  divided  into  three  powders  to  be  taken  as 
-directed,  and  the  directions  might  have  been  that  each 
powder  should  be  divided  into  half  a  dozen."  Witness  might 
lemark  that  it  was  a  usual  thing  for  powders  to  be  divided 
into  several  doses  after  they  were  made  up,  and  before  being 
"taken. 

By  Mr.  Sparke  Evans  (a  magistrate) :  The  defendant  was  a 
German  Pole.  He  was  perfectly  sober  in  his  habits.  He 
■examined  the  young  man  as  to  his  qualifications  and  was 
perfectly  satisfied. 

By  Mr.  Clifton:  Defendant  was  strongly  recommended  to 
Mm.  by  friends.'  After  he  came  with  witness  he  watched  him 
carefully  for  the  first  two  months,  and  felt  satisfied  he  was 
thoroughly  trustworthy.  He  never  found  any  inaccuracy 
in  what  defendant  did,  and  he  looked  upon  him  as  a  very 
promising  young  man.  Opposite  the  ipecacuanha  prescrip- 
tion in  witness's  book  the  figure  2d.  aprjeared.  Defendant 
told  him,  in  answer  to  a  question,  that  Mr.  Vowles  came  for 
the  powder,  and  that  the  latter  said  he  had  previously  paid 
2d.  for  the  same  powders.  Defendant  informed  witness  that 
he  referred  again  to  the  book  and  saw  2d.  against  the  pre- 
■scription  for  ipecacuanha.  He  had  no  doubt,  from  the  whole 
•of  his  observance  of  the  defendant  while  in  his  employ,  that 
he  was  a  most  trustworthy  chemist  and  dispenser. 

Q. — There  is  no  line  indicating  where  one  prescription 
■begins  and  another  ends  1 

A. — No ;  they  are  numbered. 

Mr.  Gore  (magistrates'  clerk),  referring  to  the  book :  There 
•are  ten  lines  of  writing  between  that  in  which  the  words 
"compound  ipecacuanha"  occur  and  the  powder  prescription. 

Mr.  Keevill  said  that  was  so,  but  the  two  prescriptions 
followed  each  other. 

Mr.  F.  W.  Stoddart,  public  analyst  of  Bristol,  said  that  he 
had  analysed  the  ipecacuanha  powder  produced,  and  found 
that  it  contained  43  grains,  of  which  one-tenth  was  opium, 
one-tenth  ipecacuanha,  and  eight-tenths  sulphate  of  potash. 

Mr.  Clifton,  on  behalf  of  the  defendant,  felt  he  was  per- 
fectly justified  in  asking  the  Bench  to  dismiss  the  charge 
against  his  client.  He  was  a  stranger  to  the  land,  and  he 
represented  him  through  the  Consul  of  the  German  Empire, 
■who  was  present  at  the  trial,  and  who  could  vouch  for  his 
respectability  if  needed.  Defendant  was  a  young  man  of  the 
greatest  possible  respectability,  and  before  Mr.  Keevil,  the 
chemist,  took  him  into  his  employ  he  examined  him  as  to  his 
•qualifications  :  he  produced  the  highest  testimonials  of  ability 
and  character.  They  could  not  help  sympathising  with  Mr. 
Vowles  in  the  loss  of  his  wife,  but  they  must  also  sympathise 
with  the  unfortunate  defendant  in  the  position  in  which  he 
was  placed.  He  wished  to  point  out  that  the  view  of  the  case 
presented  to  the  jury  by  the  coroner  was  not  strictly  accurate. 
In  his  charge  to  the  jury  he  quoted  a  case  in  which  laudanum 
had  been  supplied  for  paregoric  in  certain  circumstances,  and 
which  mistake  proved  fatal.  He  could  understand  negligence 
in  a  case  like  that,  but  there  was  no  such  negligence,  he 
maintained,  in  the  prisoner's  case.  Mr.  Clifton  then  repeated 
the  circumstances  of  the  present  case,  and  laid  great  stress 
upon  the  fact  that  Mrs.  Vowles'  prescription  was  underneath 
another  prescription  in  the  book,  remarking  that  there  was 
no  doubt  the  defendant  was  thinking  of  ipecacuanha  at  the 
time.  His  whole  conduct  showed  that  he  was  not  guilty  of 
negligence — he  candidly  admitted  that  a  mistake  had  been 
made  ;  but  before  the  Bench  convicted  the  defendant  they 
must  be  satisfied  that  he  had  been  guilty  of  gross  negligence. 
In  support  of  this  contention  Mr.  Clifton  quoted  several  cases 


which,  he  argued,  were  parallel  to  that  before  the  magi 
trates.  Whilst  admitting  that  defendant  had  made  a  mistak 
and  that  death  had  been  accelerated  by  the  mistake,  st 
there  was  an  entire  absence  of  gross  negligence,  and,  ther 
fore,  he  maintained  that  defendant  should  be  dismissed. 

The  magistrates  retired  to  consider  their  decision,  and  aft 
a  brief  absence  returned  into  court,  when  Mr.  Lucas  state1 
that  they  had  carefully  considered  the  case,  and  they  thoug 
there  was  no  doubt  the  defendant  had  made  a  mistake 
taking  the  one  prescription  for  the  other,  and  that  death  w: 
accelerated  by  the  medicine.  They  failed  to  see  there  w, 
any  gross  negligence  in  the  case.  If  the  act  had  been  dor 
with  an  utter  absence  of  care,  they  would  consider  it  cv 
pable ;  but  care  was  taken,  and  this  was  an  error.  Tin 
thought,  therefore,  it  was  not  a  case  of  manslaughter. 

The  defendant  was  then  discharged. 

CANTERBURY. 

Death  from  an  Over-dose  of  Chlorodyke. 

An  inquest  was  held  at  the  Infantry  Canteen  on  February  2 
before  the  City  Coroner  (Dr.  T.  S.  Johnson),  touching  tl 
death  of  Sergeant  James  Furnish,  a  pensioner,  aged  42,  wl 
had  charge  of  the  canteen. 

The  wife  of  the  deceased  stated  that  her  husband  had  f 
some  time  been  troubled  with  sleeplessness,  and  had  taki 
chlorodyne  as  a  remedy.  On  the  Thursday  night  he  took 
dose,  and  about  5.30  on  Friday  morning  his  breathii 
became  so  heavy  that  it  awoke  witness.  She  attempted 
arouse  the  deceased,  but  could  not  do  so.  She  applied  a  w 
towel  to  his  head,  and  afterwards  sent  for  Capt.  Colley.  Tl 
deceased  seems  to  have  continued  in  a  drowsy  state,  and  v 
Friday  afternoon  Dr.  Hackett,  Army  Medical  Departmei 
was  called  to  see  him,  and  found  him  breathing  very  heavil 
and  almost  insensible.  The  action  of  his  heart  and  pulse  w 
quite  imperceptible.  The  symptoms  corresponded  with  tho; 
produced  by  poisoning  by  chlorodyne. 

Dr.  Hackett,  in  reply  to  the  Coroner,  said :  Chlorody; 
consists  not.  only  of  morphia  and  opium,  but  of  prussic  ac1 
and  chloroform.  The  failure  of  the  heart's  action  was  due  j 
the  prussic  acid. 

The  Coroner :  How  could  you  tell  prussic  acid  was  given 
the  shape  of  chlorodyne  ? 

Witness  :  I  was  given  this  bottle  by  deceased's  wife.  It 
an  ounce  bottle,  and  has  been  half  emptied.    It  contain 
chlorodyne.    She  said  deceased  had  taken  the  chlorody/ 
about  12.30  that  (Friday)  morning.    I  treated  deceased  f| 
narcotic  poisoning,  and  he  seemed  to  get  well  about  4  P. 
I  again  saw  him  at  7  p.m.,  and  afterwards  at  11  p.m.  1| 
spoke  to  me  quite  rationally.    I  went  away  after  telling  t  ■ 
quarter-master  sergeant  to  call  me  if  anything  should  happd 
He  came  to  me  about  10  minutes  past  2  this  morning,  ai 
said  deceased  was  in  a  fit.    I  told  him  to  go  back,  and  said 
would  follow  him  in  a  minute.    Before  I  could  get  there  ! 
returned  and  said  the  deceased  had  expired.    Death  w] 
caused  by  an  over-dose  of  chlorodyne. 

The  Foreman  :  Is  chlorodyne  sold  as  a  poison  ? 

The  Coroner:  It  is  sold  as  a  prepared  article.  It  is  j 
poison,  like  many  drugs,  if  taken  in  excess. 

A  Juror  :  It  ought  to  be  labelled  "  poison."  For  my  pa 
I  have  often  seen  it  advertised,  and  I  had  no  idea  that  it  w 
dangerous. 

The  Coroner :  I  agree  with  you  that  it  would  be  verymiij 
better  for  the  bottles  to  be  labelled. 

The  Juror :  Do  you  think  half  this  bottle  of  chlorody | 
would  kill  an  ordinary  man  ? 

Dr.  Hackett :  Not  a  healthy  person. 

The  Coroner  :  Deceased  probably  had  a  heart  affection,  j 

The  Juror:  Thousands  of  people  are  under  the  impressii 
that  these  medicines  are  harmless. 

The  Coroner  :  I  think  it  would  be  well  to  let  it  be  kno^j 
that  chlorodyne  is  capable  of  producing  death  in  very  maj 
instances  when  it  is  not  taken  at  the  recommendation  of  sob 
proper  medical  man. 

The  Foreman :  So  far  we  have  not  the  slightest  eviden; 
that  the  man  did  it  intentionally.  It  was  simply  j 
over-dose. 

It  appeared  that  the  dose  for  an  adult  is  40  drops,  and  tl 
deceased  took  240  drops. 

The  jury  returned  a  verdict  that  deceased  died  from  j 
over-dose  of  chlorodyne  accidentally  taken. 
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BELFAST. 

POISONING  Case. — The  Belfast  Northern  Whir/  of  March  12 
Imtains  an  account  of  a  suicide' in  that  city  which  deserves 
I  iteration.    It  is  stated  that  the  coroner's  inquest  was  con- 
jucted  in  a  private  house  in  the  absence  of  the  press,  as  no 
,  timation  whatever  was  given  regarding  the  nature  of  the 
iquiry  or  its  results.    The  information  published  is  not, 
lerefore,  a  regular  report.    It  is  stated  that  Mrs.  Thomson, 
liose  death  was  the  subject  of  inquiry,  was  the  wife  of 
Lrgeon-General  Thomson,  to  whom  she  had  been  married 
Venty-nine  years.    They  had  resided  for  about  twenty  years 
liroad.    He  stated  that  his  wife  always  enjoyed  good  health, 
tit  was  afflicted  with  monomania.    She  was  jealous  of  him, 
it  there  were  no  earthly  grounds  for  her  suspicions.  On 
e  previous  Friday  evening  he  had  reason  to  believe  she  had 
ken  something  poisonous.    More  than  one  doctor  was  sent 
r  and  came.    Great  difficulty  was  experienced  in  obtaining 
stomach-pump.    The  lady  died  about  eleven  that  night, 
was  ascertained  at  the  inquest  that  deceased  had  partaken 
chloral ;  and  it  further  appeared  that  in  the  previous  week 
e  drove  in  a  cab  to  the  establishment  of  Messrs.  Grattan&  Co., 
Id  there  purchased  a  quantity  of  naphthine,  the  value  of 
inch,  together,  with  a  small  hypodermic  instrument  for  the 
|rpose  of  injection,  was  21.     She  produced  a  copy  of  a 
judical  work,  and  said  she   wanted  two  bottles  of  .the 
phthine  for  a  friend  in  India,  and  that  it  was  to  be  care- 
Py  packed  in  a  box.    It  seems  that  the  assistant  in  the 
op,  after  some  consultation  with  the  manager,  supplied  the 
ly  with  the  naphthine,  without  obtaining  from  her  any 
■nature,  and  that  she  thereupon  drove  off.    On  the  night 
er  Mrs.  Thomson  died,  her  husband  and  Dr.  Arnold  dis- 
.ered  in  her  wardrobe  one  of  the  two  bottles  in  which 
3  had  received  the  naphthine,  and  subsequently  found 
;  box  in  which  the  bottles  had  been  packed  in  the  base  of 
1  wardrobe.    A  good  deal  of  discussion  took  place  at  the 
i  (iiest  as  to  the  propriety  of  giving  such  a  large  quantity  of 
sonous  liquid  to  a  stranger,  and  the  coroner  sent  for 
.  Yoxall,  the  manager  of  Messrs.  Grattan's  establishment, 
is  gentleman,  on  his  arrival,  pointed  out  that  the  Act  of 
1  ■liament  did  not  require  them  to  obtain  signatures  for  this 
1  ticular fluid.    The  coroner  objected  in  very  strong  terms 
t  such  a  large  quantity  of  it  being  given  to  any  person  who 
\ ?  unknown  to  them,  and  said  that,  although  the  establish- 
ed of  Messrs.  Grattan,  as  they  all  admitted,  was  one  of  the 
f  St  and  best  conducted  of  the  kind  in  the  three  kingdoms, 
I  they  must  be  careful  not  to  allow  a  repetition  of  such  an 
I  urrence.

GLOUCESTER. 

Fatal  Prescription: — An  inquest  was  held  at  the 
icester  Infirmary,  on  February  26  and  28,  which  revealed 
y  unsatisfactory  system  of  prescribing  in  that  institution, 
arried  woman,  named  Annie  Frost,  aged  37,  the  wife  of  a 
r,  was  admitted  to  the  Infirmary  on  January  12  suffering- 
bronchitis.    She  was  placed  under  the  care  of  Dr. 
hbourn,  and,  though  her  improvement  was  not  so  rapid 
as  expected  (said  the  house  surgeon,  Mr.  Bathe),  there 
no  apparent  prospect  of  immediate  death.    The  system 
rescribing  was  thus  described  by  this  witness  : — At  the 
of,  or  near  each  bed  is  kept  a  card,  on  which  the  prescrip- 
and  diet  are  written  down  by,  or  under  the  direction  of, 
nedical  man  having  charge  of  the  case.  The  usual  course 
r  the  medical  man  to  go  round  with  me  and  the  pupil, 
die  directions  are  written  down  either  by  him,  or  me,  or 
pupil.    The  cards  produced  relate  to  the  case  of  the 
ised.    Some  of  the  prescriptions  were  written  by  me, 
by  Dr.  Washbourn,  and  some  by  Mr.  G.  W.  Ancrum,  but 
the  exception  of  the  first  prescription,  which  was  written 
e  before  Dr.  Washbourn  had  charge  of  the  case,  all  the 


prescriptions  written  by  mc  and  Mr.  Ancrum  were  done  at  Dr. 
Washbourn's  dictation.  The  prescription  is  written  down  at 
the  bedside,  but,  as  a  rule,  it  is  not  read  out  after  it  is  written. 
When  the  medical  man  dictates  to  the  house  surgeon  he 
rarely  looks  over  the  card,  but  if  he  dictates  to  a  pupil  he 
generally  does  so.  I  sometimes  look  over  what  the  pupil  has. 
written,  though  I  do  not  consider  it  my  duty  to  do  so. 

On  February  22,  the  patient  not  having  slept  well  for  some 
nights  previously,  Dr.  W'ashbourn  prescribed  a  sleeping 
draught,  to  contain  1  drachm  of  syrup  of  chloral  hydrate  in 
water.  Mr.  Bathe  said  this  was  audibly  dictated,  but  Mr.  ( i.  W. 
Ancrum,  the  pupil  accompanying  the  two  doctors,  a  young 
man  nineteen  years  of  age,  who  had  been  studying  in  the 
Infirmary  since  July  last,  and  who  took  down  the  prescrip- 
tion from  Dr.  Washbourne's  dictation,  said  he  did  not  hear 
the  word  syrup.  He  wrote  down  "Chloral  hydrate  1  drachm, 
water  1  oz.  To  be  taken  at  bed-time."  He  knew  chloral  was 
a  sedative,  but  he  did  not  know  the  difference  between 
syrup  of  chloral  hydrate  and  chloral  hydrate.  Dr.  Wash- 
bourn said  he  ought  to  have  seen  the  prescription  after  it 
had  been  written,  but  supposed  it  was  through  forgetfulness- 
that  he  had  not  done  so.  He  had  always  found  Mr.  Ancrum 
accurate  before. 

The  dispenser,  Mr.  Samuel  Herbert,  a  member  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  had  been  a  dispenser  for  twenty 
years.  He  said :  If  a  prescription  was  manifestly  wrong, 
I  should  be  supposed  to  draw  attention  to  it.  But  my  duty 
is  simply  to  dispense  according  to  the  doctor's  orders.  I 
have  a  knowledge  of  the  properties  of  drugs.  It  is  difficult 
to  say  what  would  be  an  overdose  of  chloral,  because  very 
much  depends  upon  the  condition  of  a  patient.  I  do  not 
become  acquainted  with  the  maladies  of  each  patient  for 
whom  I  dispense.  I  know  chloral  hydrate  is  a  powerful) 
sedative.  I  have  dispensed  it  several  times,  more  particularly 
when  I  was  with  a  surgeon  fourteen  or  fifteen  years  ago,  who 
sometimes  ordered  it  in  large  quantities.  I  do  not  think  I 
have  ever  dispensed  such  a  strong  dose  as  was  given  to  the 
deceased  since  I  left  the  service  of  that  surgeon ;  certainly 
not  since  I  have  been  in  this  Infirmary.  When  the  prescrip- 
tion in  question  was  brought  to  me  I  thought  it  was  a  heavy 
dose,  and  I  at  once  looked  at  the  Jge  of  the  pat  ient  .  It  then> 
did  not  strike  me  that  its  administration  would  be  dangerous. 
If  she  had  been  a  child  I  certainly  should  have  made  inquiries 
before  making  up  the  draught.  The  age  of  the  patient  is 
always  written  upon  the  card.  I  have  on  more  than  one 
occasion  called  attention  to  what  I  considered  excessive 
doses,  and  once  or  twice  they  were  reduced.  The  governing 
body  have  given  me  no  directions  on  the  subject  of  consult- 
ing the  house  surgeon  when  prescriptions  do  not  seem 
correct.  When  on  the  morning  after  the  dose  was  taken,  one 
of  the  nurses  told  me  of  the  death  of  deceased,  I  did  not 
attribute  it  to  the  medicine  until  she  asked,  "  Was  there  any- 
thing extra  strong  in  the  dose  you  gave  her.?  "  I  replied,  "  No, 
but  it  was  a  good  dose."  I  have  known  such  a  dose  adminis- 
tered as  a  sleeping  draught. 

It  appeared  afterwards  that  the  Committee  of  the  In- 
firmary had  recently  made  some  new  rules,  one  of  which  was 
that  all  prescriptions  should  be  initialed  by  the  prescriber, 
but  this  rule  had  not  been  communicated  to  the  medical 
staff.  The  Deputy-Coroner,  Mr.  J.  H..  Jones,  in  summing-up, 
said  the  jury  would  have  to  consider :— (1)  Was  the  death 
occasioned  or  accelerated  by  the  over-dose  of  chloral 
hydrate  ?  (2)  If  her  death  was  occasioned  or  accelerated 
by  the  dose,  was  the  administration  of  that  dose  attributable 
to  the  inattention  or  negligence  of  any  of  the  persons  respon- 
sible for  the  prescription,  or  its  making  up,  or  its  administra- 
tion to  the  deceased  1  (3)  If  there  was  negligence,  did  that 
negligence  amount  to  gross  or  culpable  negligence  on  the 
part  of  any  or  either  of  the  persons  concerned  .'  If  the  jury 
were  of  opinion  that  there  had  been  gross  negligence  they 
would,  of  course,  feel  it  their  duty  to  return  a  verdict  of 
manslaughter.  After  examining  the  evidence,  he  said  he 
thought  "the  jury  would  certainly  exonerate  the  nurses  and 
the  house  surgeon.  With  regard  to  the  dispenser.  Dr. 
Washbourn  and  Mr.  Bathe  had  stated  that  they  considered  if 
there  appeared  to  be  anything  extraordinary  or  peculiar 
about  any  dose  ordered  in  a  prescription,  the  dispenser  ought 
to  mention  it  to  the  house  surgeon :  but  both  agreed  that 
there  was  no  rule  in  the  Infirmary  authorising  this,  and, 
further,  they  admitted  that  it  was  "the  primary  duty  of  the 
dispenser  to*  dispense  the  prescriptions  which  were  ordered. 
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•It  therefore  amounted  to  an  exercise  of  the  dispenser's 
judgment  as  to  whether  he  would  mention  such  a  matter  or 
not,  but  it  did  occur  to  them  that  this  was  a  case  which 
■ought  to  have  been  mentioned.  The  dispenser  told  them 
'that  he  had  made  up  similar  doses  years  ago,  but  not  at  the 
■Gloucester  Infirmary  ;  the  strongest  dose  he  had  made  there 
had  been  one  of  15  grains  of  chloral  hydrate.  On  the  other 
"hand,  he  said  he  did  not  profess  to  know  what  the  effect  of 
the  drug  would  be,  and  that,  after  looking  at  the  age  of 
■deceased,  he  thought  it  would  be  perfectly  correct.  It  was 
a  great  pity  he  did  not  call  the  attention  of  the  house 
surgeon  to  the  dose,  and  he  thought  the  committee  in  making 
their  new  rules  might  well  introduce  a  regulation  providing 
that  he  should  do  so  whenever  an  extraordinary  dose  was 
-ordered.  The  law  affecting  a  person  in  the  dispenser's 
■position  was  this  :  Where  no  duty  is  imposed  on  an  individual, 
it  is  not  a  criminal  offence  to  cause  death  by  omitting  to  do 
any  act  which  might  have  prevented  it.  If  they  saw  a  man 
drowning,  for  instance,  and  they  were  perfectly  capable  of 
resetting  him,  although  no  doubt  they  ought  to  do  so,  they 
would  incur  no  legal  liability  by  not  going  to  save  him.  As 
there  was  no  obligation  upon  the  dispenser  requiring  him  to 
mention  large  doses  of  this  description,  the  jury  could  not 
blame  him  in  any  way  for  not  doing  so.  In  the  rest  of  his 
summing-up  he  discussed  carefully  the  conduct  of  Dr.  Wash- 
bourn  and  Mr.  Ancrum.  After  consulting  for  three-quarters 
of  an  hour  the  jury  found  a  verdict  to  the  effect  that  deceased 
■came  to  her  death  by  an  excessive  dose  of  chloral  hydrate, 
and  they  wished  to  express  their  opinion  that  the  system 
disclosed  as  existing  at  the  Infirmary  of  dictating  prescrip- 
tions without  the  signature  of  a  medical  officer  was  very 
dangerous,  and  should  be  remedied  forthwith.  They  also 
considered  that  in  the  case  of  special  prescriptions  there 
■should  be  communication  between  the  house  surgeon  and  the 
dispenser. 

COVENTRY.

excellent  repast  at  the  Craven  Arms.  Mr.  Francis  Wyley 
presided,  supported  by  Mr.  George  Walker  (of  the  firm  of 
Wyley  &  Co.),  Dr.  Read,  Lieutenant  Jagger,  &c.  Among  the 
toasts  Mr.  G.  Walker  gave  "  Health,  happiness,  and  prosperity 
to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  W.  F.  Wyley,"  making  references  to  the 
esteem  in  which  the  bridegroom  was  held  by  the  Volunteers 
under  his  command  and  by  the  employes  at  Hertford  Street, 
as  evinced  by  the  handsome  presents  received  from  both.

EDINBUEGH. 

Edinburgh  Chemists'  Assistants'  and  Apprentices' 
Association. 

This  Association  has  had  three  meetings  since  our  last 
report.  On  February  14  Mr.  William  Pirie  read  a  paper  on 
"  Mineral  Waters,"  in  which  he  discussed  the  chemical  com- 
position of  the  more  common  waters,  and  contrasted  the 
therapeutic  actions  of  artificial  and  natural  saline  solutions. 
The  paper  was  well  received,  and  a  lengthy  discussion  fol- 
lowed. The  next  meeting  was  on  the  28th,  at  which  Mr. 
Boa  read  a  paper  on  the  "  Cultivation  of  Taste  in  the  Prac- 
tice of  Pharmacy,"  which  will  appear  in  this  journal.  The 
paper  gave  an  opportunity  for  a  lively  discussion,  in  the 
course  of  which  the  essayist's  opinions  were  freely  criti- 
cised, but  the  meeting  went  with  him  in  commending  the 
desirability  of  apprentices  paying  attention  to  the  principles 
laid  down,  from  the  fact  that  thereby  they  would  be  trained 
to  accuracy  and  neatness  in  all  manipulations.  At  the  meet- 
iEg  of  March  5,  Mr.  Boa  presided  in  the  absence  of  the  pre- 
sident, and  the  paper  read  was  on  "  Pharmacopoeial  Natural 
History,"  by  Mr.  J.  B.  Dunlop.     In  this  paper  the  various 


animal  substances  used  in  medicine  were  considered,  fineh 
executed  coloured  drawings  being  used  in  illustration.  1 
the  discussion  which  followed  several  members  gave  their  exp 
rience  in  the  Preservation  of  Leeches,  from  which  it  appea 
that  the  minimum  of  leech  mortality  is  attained  under  tl 
following  conditions : — 1st,  Pure  spring  water  should  only  1 
used,  which  should  be  changed  once  a  week  in  winter  an 
twice  in  summer ;  2nd,  In  putting  the  leeches  into  fresh  wati 
care  should  be  taken  to  ensure  that  it  is  near  the  same  ten 
perature  to  that  which  they  have  just  quitted ;  and  3n 
keeping  them  free  from  the  slimy  matter  which  tends  f 
increase  mortality.  An  effective  method  is  to  place  a  hone; 
comb  sponge  in  the  jar.  Through  this  the  leeches  squeei 
themselves  and  thus  get  rid  of  their  slimy  covering.  Tt 
sponge  should  be  well  washed  from  time  to  time.  After  tl 
discussion  Mr.  A.  H.  Simpson  submitted  a  motion  for  tl 
annual  printing  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Association,  an 
the  matter  was  referred  to  the  committee  for  consideratioi 
Several  queries  were  then  replied  to,  and  a  vote  of  thanks  t 
the  chairman  brought  the  proceedings  to  a  close.

Newcastle  Chemical-works  Co.  (Lim.)  —  This  con 
pany  has  been  entirely  reorganised.  The  effect  of  the  recoi 
struction  was  to  reduce  the  nominal  capital  from  510,OOOZ.  t 
240.000Z.  (exclusive  of  preference  shares),  and  to  diminish  tl 
indebtedness  by  100,968Z.  There  is  a  profit  for  the  year  c 
20,641/.  Out  of  this  the  sum  of  5,480Z.  has  been  spent  in  a 
unsuccessful  attempt  to  obtain  salt  near  the  mouth  of  tl 
Tees,  and  large  improvements  have  been  made  at  the  work 
The  balance  of  3,784Z.  has  been  carried  forward. 

SHEFFIELD. 

Supposed  Case  of  Poisoning. — On  March  3  an  inque 
was  concluded  on  the  body  of  a  child  six  weeks  old,  son  < 
William  Castle,  a  penknife  cutler,  who,  it  was  supposed,  ha 
died  from  the  effects  of  a  medicine  which  had  been  supplk 
from  the  shop  of  Mr.  Wilcock,  a  grocer,  South  Street  Par 
The  inquest  had  been  adjourned  once  to  have  a  post-morte: 
examination  made,  and  another  time  to  have  the  mixtui 
analysed.  Mr.  Wilcock  had  supplied  some  of  the  mixta 
from  which  he  had  sold,  and  the  borough  analyst  found  tt 
characteristic  principles  of  morphia  present,  but  Mr.  Hallari 
who  had  made  the  post-mortem  examination,  declined  to  swet^ 
that  the  child  died  from  the  effects  of  a  narcotic.  The  actu/ 
cause  of  death  was  congestion  of  the  brain  and  lungs.  Ttj 
coroner  said  that  as  Mr.  Hallam  could  not  swear  that  tl 
child  had  died  directly  from  opium,  the  jury  could  only  sa 
that  it  had  died  frcm  congestion  of  the  brain  and  lungs.  B 
thought  that  the  grocer  was  to  blame,  inasmuch  as  though  1 
sold  the  mixture,  he  never  took  the  trouble  to  ascertain  it 
ingredients.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict  in  accordance  wit 
t  le  medical  testimony. 

OLDHAM. 

Curious  Death. — An  inquest  was  held  on  March  7  on  tl 
body  of  J.  W.  Bradbury,  a  pork  butcher,  28  years  of  ag 
According  to  the  wife's  evidence  deceased  had  suffered  fro 
a  cold,  and  got  a  bottle  of  medicine  from  Mr.  Hughes, 
herbalist.  He  took  two  teaspoonfuls  of  medicine,  and  D; 
Broomehead  described  how  he  found  him  the  next  evenin; 
His  countenance  was  swollen  and  congested  ;  his  lips,  moutl, 
and  tongue  were  parched ;  his  eyes  prominent  and  sparklin; 
the  pupils  extremely  dilated  ;  inability  to  swallow  anything 
speech  impaired ;  delirium  of  a  furious  nature ;  spectr;; 
illusions;  pulse  accelerated ;  temperature  slightly  above  no; 
mal ;  violent  stranguary ;  genital  excitement.  There  ml 
partial  insensibility,  and  there  were  symptoms  of  belladonr 
poisoning,  but  he  could  not  positively  state  that  it  was  S1 
The  whole  of  the  symptoms  resembled  nothing  he  had  ever  rea 
or  heard  of.  Towards  the  end  he  lapsed  into  a  state  of  com 
and  the  dilatation  of  the  pupils  became  less  marked.  Tt 
symptoms  became  more  or  less  marked  until  death.  He  di 
not  believe  that  the  medicine  from  Mr.  Hughes  containc 
belladonna.  He  saw  the  deceased  three  times  a  day  fro: 
the  time  he  was  called  in,  but  he  was  insensible  all  the  tim 
When  he  died  he  (witness)  could  not  conscientiously  give 
certificate  as  to  the  cause  of  death.  He  and  some  othi 
medical  gentlemen  tested  the  medicine,  but  they  were  unab 
to  find  any  trace  of  poison  in  it.    He  put  some  of  the  med 
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ne  to  one  of  his  own  eyes,  but  it  did  not  dilate  it.  The 
sease  might  have  arisen  from  some  form  of  kidney  affection, 
would  be  very  unlikely,  if  the  deceased  took  belladonna, 
at  it  could  be  discovered  after  the  lapse  of  so  many  days. 
ie  Coroner  said  it  was  for  the  jury  to  say  whether  they 
mid  order  a  post-mortem  examination  to  be  made  and  have 
c  contents  of  the  organs  analysed  to  see  whether  there  was 
y  trace  of  poison  in  them.  The  jury,  after  a  short  con- 
Itation,  returned  a  verdict  of  death  probably  from  natural 
jses,  stating  that  they  believed  it  would  be  useless  to  have 
)Cst-mortem  examination,  or  to  have  the  medicine  analysed, 
ismuch  as  the  doctor  said  there  was  no  trace  of  poison 
it.

rpiIE  following  cases  were  decided  under  the  Trade-marks 
■*-  Act,  1875  ;  where  not  otherwise  stated,  the  decisions  would, 
be  the  same  under  the  Act  of  1883. 

A  nice  point  was  raised  on  the  application  for  leave  to> 
register  the  word  "  porous  "  as  a  trade-mark  applicable  to- 
Allcock's  porous  plasters,  which  had  been  so  advertised  before 
August  13,  1875.  It  was  admitted  that  the  name  was  not 
strictly  correct,  the  plasters  being  perforated  rather  tham 
porous;  and  therefore  it  was  contended  that  the  word  was. 
not  a  descriptive,  but  a  fancy  name,  and  that,  as  it  was  used 
before  registration  was  required,  it  might  then  be  registered, 
although  it  was  not  within  the  statutory  definition,  and  would 
not  have  been  admissible  as  a  new  mark.  But  Sir  George 
Jessel,  Master  of  the  Rolls,  held  that  the  word  was  a  descrip- 
tive one  ;  that  having  been  originally  intended  to  describe  th& 
plasters,  whether  with  scientific  accuracy  or  not,  its  character- 
could  not  be  altered,  even  though  a  difference  had  been  mada- 
in  the  manufacture  of  the  article  which  rendered  the  namer 
still  less  accurate  than  it  was  at  first,  and  that  registration* 
must  be  refused. 

Another  case  of  refusal  to  register  a  proposed  trade-mark. 
ex  parte  Stephens,  who  applied  for  leave  to  register  as  a 
trade-mark  to  be  used  on  inks  the  word  "  Aeilyton  ";  but  in 
this  case  the  word  in  question  had  not  been  used  as  a  trade- 
mark before  the  date  of  the  passing  of  the  Act  of  1875,  and 
registration  was  refused  on  the  ground  that  the  Act  did  not 
authorise  the  registration  of  a  mere  combination  of  letters, 
newly  adopted.  This  was  the  first  application  of  the  kind1 
under  the  Act  of  1875,  and  it  is  a  case  to  which  the  new  term 
contained  in  the  recent  Act  would  have  been  applicable  if 
then  in  force  ;  it  was  a  fancy  word  not  in  common  use,  such 
as  could  now  be  registered. 

There  have  been  several  cases  of  refusal  to  register  marks 
on  the  ground  of  their  being  common  to  the  trade  in  which  they 
had  been  used.  The  rule  as  to  old  marks  was  that  not  more 
than  three  persons  who  had  used  identical  marks  might  have- 
them  registered  for  the  same  class  of  goods  ;  but  if  more  than 
three  persons  had  used  the  mark  it  was  a  common  mark,  and 
was  not  entitled  to  registration.  Thus,  in  re  Powell,  and  inre> 
Pratt,  a  representation  of  a  willow-pattern  plate  having  been 
used  by  the  former  from  the  year  1864  on  his  Goodall's  York- 
shire Relish,  and  by  the  latter  from  the  year  1868  on  his  Club- 
Sauce,  each  party  having  applied  for  the  registration  of  the 
device  as  his  trade-mark,  and  opposed  the  application  of  the 
other,  it  was  held  that,  inasmuch  as  each  of  the  parties  had 
used  the  mark  independently  and  bond  fide  for  several  years,  it 
should  be  registered  in  both  names. 

The  following  were  held  to  be  common  marks.  In  the 
steel-pen  trade,  the  word  "  selected,"  registered  by  Messrs- 
Mitchell,  the  trade-mark  containing  that  word  was  only- 
allowed  to  remain  on  the  register  with  a  note  that  the  word 
"  selected  "  was  common  to  the  pen  trade  :  and  in  re  Kuhn 
&  Co.  the  figure  of  a  steel  pen  was  held  to  be  common  to  the 
trade,  and  a  note  was  ordered  to  be  appended  to  the  regis- 
tration to  the  effect  that  the  figure  was  not  claimed  per  se, 
but  only  in  combination  with  the  other  parts  of  the  trade- 
mark. The  words  "  Bank  of  England,"  having  been  regis- 
tered by  Messrs.  Hyde  &  Co.  as  a  trade-mark  on  their 
sealing-wax,  on  the  ground  that  thev  had  so  used  it  for 
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more  than  forty  years,  the  registration  was  ordered  to  be 
rescinded  on  proof  that  the  same  words  had  been  used  by 
various  other  sealing-wax  makers  for  different  periods  up  to 
thirty  years  before  the  date  of  the  registration. 

A  singular  case  was  ex  parte  Lawrence  Sc  Co.  They  had 
since  1872  used  a  trade-mark  on  printers'  rollers  manufac- 
tured by  them,  consisting  of  a  printer's  roller  with  the  words, 
'"  The  Durable,"  in  an  oval :  but  had  not  applied  for  registra- 
tion after  the  passing  of  the  Act  of  1875.  During  the 
absence  abroad  "of  the  members  of  the  firm,  and  without 
their  authority,  Marler,  their  manager,  obtained  the  registra- 
tion of  a  mark  substantially  the  same  as  theirs,  in  his  own 
name,  describing  himself  as  a  manufacturer  of  the  same 
articles,  and  giving  the  same  address  as  that  of  his  employers. 
When  this  came  to  the  knowledge  of  Messrs.  Lawrence  &  Co. 
they  applied  for  rectification  of  the  register,  either  by  the 
insertion  of  the  name  of  their  firm  as  the  proprietors  of  the 
registered  trade-mark ;  or,  by  the  existing  entry  being 
expunged,  with  liberty  to  them  to  proceed  de  novo  to  obtain 
the  registration  of  their  trade-mark.  It  was  held  that  relief 
in  the  first  alternative  could  not  be  granted,  since  the 
registration  of  Marler,  having  been  effected  without  instruc- 
tions from  his  employers,  was  not  a  registration  on  their 
behalf,  or  one  of  which  Marler  could  be  treated  as  a  trustee 
for  them ;  but  a  wrongful  act  from  the  beginning,  of  which 
if  they  wished  to  take  the  benefit  they  must  also  take  the 
inconveniences,  so  that  they  could  only  have  utilised  the 
■existing  entry  by  obtaining  an  assignment  from  Marler  :  but 
that  this  was  impossible,  since  he  had  never  carried  on  any 
business,  and  therefore  could  not  assign  the  mark,  which  is 
only  assignable  with  the  goodwill  of  -  the  business  in  which  it 
nad  been  used ;  and  that  the  proper  method  of  rectifying  the 
register  was  the  second  alternative  of  expunging  the  improper 
■entry  and  beginning  anew.  It  showed  a  singular  absence  of 
foresight  to  register  a  trade-mark  wrongfully  when  such  mark 
was  not  assignable  and  therefore  could  not  be  turned  to 
profitable  account. 
-  Eno  v.  Stephens  deserves  niore  detailed  consideration  for 
several  reasons,  which  will  become  apparent  as  we  proceed. 
The  plaintiff  is  the  proprietor  and  manufacturer  of  the  Fruit 
'Salt  which  is  well  known  in  connection  with  his  name,  and 
the  defendant  was  a  chemist.  The  plaintiff  had  registered  a 
trade-mark  containing  the  words  "  Eno's  Fruit  Salt,"  a  bunch 
■of  grapes,  and  other  words  and  devices ;  and  also  other 
marks  containing  the  words  "Fruit  Saline,"  "Fruit  Powder," 
and  devices  not  material  to  our  present  purpose.  The 
■defendant  afterwards  manufactured  certain  preparations 
which  he  called  Fruit  Saline,  Fruit  Salts,  and  Fruit  Powder, 
as  well  as  Vinous  Salts  and  Vinous  Fruit  Salts.  The  plaintiff 
filed  a  bill  in  Chancery  against  the  defendant,  and  obtained 
an  interlocutory  injunction  restraining  the  latter  from  using 
the  names  registered  by  the  plaintiff  or  any  of  them;  and 
the  defendant  having  applied  for  the  registration  of  a  trade- 
mark which  contained  a  bunch  of  grapes  with  a  stem  and 
some  leaves,  the  plaintiff  opposed  the  application  on  the 
.ground  that  the  proposed  trade-mark  so  far  resembled  his 
■own  (though  different  in  some  particulars)  as  to  be  calcu- 
lated to  deceive.  The  defendant's  counsel  maintained  that 
it  was  not  possible  to  mistake  the  defendant's  proposed 
trade-mark  for  that  which  had  been  registered  by  the 
plaintiff,  but  failed  to  impress  the  Court  by  his  arguments, 
for  the  Vice-  Chancellor,  Sir  James  Bacon,  did  not  think  it 
necessary  to  trouble  the  plaintiff's  counsel  to  reply,  but  made 
the  injunction  perpetual,  and  refused  the  application  of  the 
defendant  to  have  his  proposed  trade-mark  registered.  Some 
■of  the  remarks  of  the  learned  Judge  are  worth  reproducing, 
as  they  clearly  and  emphatically  lay  down  the  principle 
which  governs  this  class  of  cases.     He  said  the  case  was 


entirely  without  defence  or  excuse.  The  defendant  stat 
that  nobody  had  been  deceived,  but  his  intention  to  dece:, 
had  not  been  contradicted.  .  This  raised  the  question  whi 
had  been  tried  along  with  the  other — whether  there  way 
title  to  register  the  trade-mark  proposed  by  the  defendai 
which  depended  upon  the  words  of  the  Act  of  Parliame 
"  so  resembling  as  to  be  calculated  to  deceive."  He  (t 
Vice  Chancellor)  was  invited  to  lay  these  two  devices  si 
by  side,  and  to  say  that  the  defendant's  was  not  calculat 
to  deceive.  In  his  judgment,  it  had  been  plainly  calculat 
by  the  defendant,  meant  and  contrived  by  him  to  dece; 
any  person  not  vigilant  enough,  not  only  by  sight,  but  a 
by  ear,  to  detect  the  difference  between  "  Eno's  Fruit  Sal, 
and  "  Vinous  Fruit  ■Salt,"  the  sounds  being  much  alike  in  o; 
mode  of  pronunciation.  Could  any  living  man  doubt  t 
intention  ?  The  world  was  wide,  and  all  things  animate  a 
inanimate  were  open  to  the  defendant  as  a  device  to  dist 
guish  his  goods  from  those  of  other  persons,  except  su 
things  as  had  been  already  appropriated,  and  yet  he  h 
pitched  upon  the  latter  class.  There  was  much  dissimilari 
between  the  two  marks  ;  but  the  registrar  was  bound  to  lo 
at  the  whole  case,  and  was  not  to  be  baffled  by  any  m( 
similarity  or  dissimilarity.  To  his  mind,  there  was  cleai, 
sufficient  resemblance  to  answer  the  strictest  words  of  tlj 
statute,  and  a  resemblance  carefully  and  intentionally  calc 
lated  to  deceive.  The  defendant  appealed,  but  failed  to  g; 
the  injunction  dissolved,  and  was  restrained  from  using  t 
words  "  Fruit  Salt,"  "  Fruit  Saline,"  or  "  Fruit  Powder," 
any  similar  combination  of .  words.  This  decision  was  give 
by  a  very  strong  Court,  consisting  of  Sir  George  Jessi 
Master  of  the  Rolls,  and  the  Lords  Justices  James  ai 
Bramwell,  and  is  not  likely  to  be  overruled  by  any  sub£ 
quent  decision  on  a  similar  case. 

There  have  been  several  cases,  principally  in  the  met 
trades,  in  which  registration  of  old  marks  was  confined 
part  of  a  class.  Thus,  where  two  firms  had  long  used  ide 
tical  marks,  the  one  upon  bar  iron  and  the  other  upon  ti 
plates,  both  of  which  were  included  in  one- class,  both  mar > 
were  allowed  to  be  registered,  the  one  for  bar  iron  only,  ai 
the  other  for  tinplates  only.  When  a  firm  had  admitted  th 
they  were  not  entitled  to  use  a  trade-mark  consisting  of  the 
own  initials  in  Roman  capitals  with  a  crown,  an  applicatk 
by  their  successors  to  have  the  same  initials  in  italic  capito- 
with  a  crown  registered  as  a  trade-mark  was  refused. 

We  have  already  referred  to  the  successful  opposition 
Messrs.  Bass  &  Co.  to  the  registration  by  Messrs.  Worthing^ 
&  Co.  of  a  church  within  a  triangle,  on  the  ground  that, 
coloured  red,  it  would  so  nearly  resemble  the  well-known  rt 
triangle  as  to  render  deception  probable.  Allsopp  v.  Walk' 
was  a  somewhat  similar  case  in  the  same  trade  (brewen 
The  open  hand  which  forms  a  conspicuous  feature  in  tl 
registered  trade-mark  of  the-  plaintiffs  is  visible  in  almo 
every  street.  The  defendants  had  applied  for  the  registratic 
of  a  device  consisting  of  the  hand  of  a  female,  pointir 
horizontally,  with  the  letters  "  W.  &  G."  upon  it,  as  the! 
trade-mark  for  bottled  ale  and  porter,  and  it  was  held  th: 
the  mark  too  nearly  resembled  that  used  by  the  plaintiffs  { 
be  admitted  to  registration  in  the  same  class.  In  Guinness 
Heap  the  plaintiff's  trade-mark  consisted  of  the  won! 
"  Guinness'  Extra  Stout,"  with  a  harp,  and  the  defendant  ws 
restrained  from  selling  beer  in  bottles  bearing  labels  of  tti 
same  shape  as  those  used  by  the  plaintiffs,  and  containing  tli 
words  "  Genuine  Extra  Stout  "  and  a  harp. 

The  practice  of  registration  under  the  Act  is  very  simpli. 
The  first  step  is  to  decide  in  which  class  or  classes  the  tradt 
mark  is  intended  to  be  registered,  and  the  second  to  ascertai 
whether  any  similar  mark  has  been  registered  in  the  sam 
class  or  classes,  it  not  being  necessary  to  make  a  gener;: 
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iarch.  Of  the  fifty  classes  we  can  only  afford  space  to 
icntion  a  few  which  will  be  the  most  likely  to  interest  our 
■aders.  Class  1.— Chemical  substances  used  in  manufac- 
ires,  photography,  •  and  philosophical  research,  and  anti- 
irrosives,  such  as  acids,  alkalies,  artists'  colours,  pigments, 
ineral  dyes,  &c.  Class  2. — Chemical  substances  used  for 
tricultural,  horticultural,  veterinary,  and  sanitary  purposes, 
ich  as  artificial  manure,  cattle  medicines,  deodorisers, 
rmin-destroyers,  &c.  Class  3.— Chemical  substances  pre- 
ircd  for  use  in  medicine  and  pharmacy,  such  as  cod-liver

If  any  person  should  within  two  months  after  the  date  of 
the  first  advertisement  give  notice  to  the  Comptroller  in  the- 
prescribed  form  of  his  opposition  to  the  registration  of  the- 
mark,  such  notice  being  required  to  be  in  duplicate,  one  copy 
thereof  will  be  sent  to  the  applicant ;  and  within  two  months 
after  receipt  thereof  the  applicant  may  send  to  the  Comp 
troller  a  counter-statement  in  duplicate  of  the  grounds  on> 
which  he  relies  in  support  of  his  application,  and  in  default 
thereof  he  will.be  deemed  to  have  abandoned  his  application. 
The  opponent  is  thereupon  advised,  and  must  give  security 
for  costs  within  fourteen  days,  or  his  opposition  will  be- 
treated  as  having  been  withdrawn.  If  the  security  be  given 
the  case  will  stand  for  the  determination  of  the  Court ;  and 
the  applicant  must  within  one  month,  or  such  further  time- 
as  may  be  allowed,  take  such  proceedings  as  may  be  proper 
and  necessary  for  the  determination  of  the  case  by  the  Court, 
or  will  be  deemed  to  have  abandoned  his  application. 

If  no  notice  of  opposition  be  received,  and  the  Comptroller 
is  satisfied  that  the  applicant  is  entitled  to  registration,  the- 
fee  may  be  paid  and  the  registration  will  be  completed  ;  if 
the  fees  should  not  be  paid  within  twelve  months  the  appli- 
cation will  be  treated  as  having  been  abandoned. 

Special  forms  are  provided  for  notice  of  change  of  owner- 
ship of  a  trade-mark.  Registration  is  valid  for  fourteen 
years,  after  which  the  trade-mark  will  be  remove:!  from  the 
register  unless  a  renewal  fee  be  paid  in  due  time. 

The  register  is  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  public  on  pay- 
ment of  the  prescribed  fees,  on  every  week-day  between  the 
hours  of  ten  and  four,  except  on  the  usual  official  or  on 
special  days,  notified  by  a  placard  in  the  Patent  Office. 

General  powers  are  given  to  the  Comptroller  as  to  dis- 
pensing with  evidence,  amendment  of  errors,  enlargement,  of 
time,  granting  certificates,  &c.,  and  the  rules  also  contain 
special  provisions  as  to  applications  to  the  Cutlers'  Company! 
but  we  need  not  examine  these  in  detail. 

Statutory  declarations  may  be  taken  in  the  United  King- 
dom before  any  justice  of  the  peace,  commissioner,  or  other 
officer  authorised  by  law  to  administer  an  oath  for  the  pur- 
pose of  any  legal  proceeding;  in  any  other  part  of  Her 
Majesty's  dominions,  before  any  court,  judge,  justice  of  the 
peace,  or  other  officer  so  authorised  as  aforesaid :  and  else- 
where, before  a  British  minister,  consul  or  vice-consul,  or 
a  notary  public,  or  before  a  judge  or  magistrate.

ALOES. 


DURING  the  past  month,  being  in  town,  and  having  a  few 
hours  to  spare,  I  had  the  pleasure  of  spending  the  time 
at  one  of  the  warehouses  belonging  to  the  East  and  West 
India  Dock  Company,  situated  in  Fenchurch  Street,  where  a 
large  quantity  of  drugs  were  being  shown  for  the  public  sale 
on  the  following  day,  consisting  largely  of  various  sorts  of 
aloes. 

Like  most  other  produce,  the  consumption  of  this  article  has 
largely  increased  during  the  past  quarter  of  a  century,  and 
the  following  particulars  may  not  be  uninteresting  to  hun- 
dreds of  your  readers  who  daily  have  it  under  their  notice, 
hut  have  seldom,  if  ever,  seen  it  as  imported. 

According  to  ancient  history,  this  article  of  the  materia 
medica  was  well  known  to  our  forefathers  at  least  come 
'3,000  years  ago,  and,  although  it  is  only  mentioned  as  a  per- 
fume, there  is  no  reason  to  doubt  that  its  virtue  as  a  drug 
was  also  well  known.  It  is  worthy  of  notice  that,  whereas 
"there  are  now  several  kinds  of  aloes  imported,  the  only 
■description  which  gives  off  that  fine  aromatic  odour  comes 
from  the  East,  and  is  the  sort  which  our  ancestors  were  alone 
familiar  with.  Although  now  used  in  certain  aromatic 
■perfumes  to  a  small  extent,  the  principal  portion  is  consumed 
in  medicine. 

In  the  present  day  it  is  recognised  as  one  of  our  most 
Important  drugs  for  certain  purposes,  forming  the  bulk  of 
many  of  the  liver  and  antibilious  pills  so  extensively  adver- 
tised, thereby  being  the  partial  means  of  building  up  more 
than  one  colossal  fortune.  The  aloe  plant  may  be  seen  at 
Kew  and  many  other  horticultural  gardens  in  this  country. 
In  the  Scilly  Isles  it  nourishes,  and  when  in  bloom  is  one  of 
the  sights  of  the  isles  ;  but  one  has  to  travel  to  warmer  climes 
to  find  the  plant  in  full  growth  and  in  sufficient  number  to 
Tjb  of  service  as  the  source  of  our  commercial  supply. 

There  are  three  kinds  of  aloes  known  to  commerce,  viz., 
the  East  Indian,  West  Indian,  and  Cape,  and  these  may  be 
subdivided  into  seven  distinct  kinds,  viz.,  the  East  Indian, 
ISocotrine  and  Hepatic ;  Zanzibar  Hepatic ;  West  Indian, 
Barbados  and  Curacoa  ;  Cape,  and  Natal. 

The  greater  portion  of  this  drug  is  consigned  direct  to 
London,  and  thence  distributed  to  all  parts  of  the  globe. 

America  obtains  a  few  West  Indian  and  Cape  direct,  but 


draws  her  supplies  of  East  Indian  and  Zanzibar  from  Londo 
The  Continental  requirements,  with  the  exception  of  We 
Indian,  are  also  obtained  through  the  London  market.  Eac 
country  has  its  own  idea  as  to  the  merits  of  the  differe: 
sorts.  Thus,  the  United  Kingdom  consumes  East  India 
the  finer  sorts  of  West  Indian,  and  but  few  Cape  ;  where; 
the  Continent  monopolises  at  least  three-fifths  of  the  supp 
of  Cape,  and  only  a  small  proportion  of  the  finer  description 
The  United  States,  whilst  taking  a  fair  quantity  of  Cape,  a 
also  large  buyers  of  fine  East  Indian  and  Zanzibar. 

I  found  it  impossible  to  get  at  the  exact  quantity  imporft 
into  London,  as  I  was  informed  the  records  are  returned  ; 
so  many  packages,  but  my  informant  kindly  gave  me  an  est 
mate  which,  I  was  assured,  is  not  far  wrong. 

Last  year  about  4,500  packages  of  all  kinds  were  importe 
which  was  equal  to  about  350  tons,  being  about  25  p. 
cent,  more  than  ten  years  previously. 

The  following  particulars  relate  to  the  description,  pac! 
ages,  &c. : — 

East  Indian  (Socotrine)  are  brought  over  in  old  tin-line 
spirit-cases,  containing  about  70  to  80  lbs.  each,  the  substaiK 
being  about  similar  to  putty,  and  when  of  good  quality  a: 
of  a  light-brownish  colour,  with  a  fine  aromatic  flavour,  an 
generally  realise  the  highest  price. 

Hast  Indian  (Hepatic),  usually  imported  in  kegs  of  100  I 
150  lbs.  each,  are  much  paler  than  the  former  kind,  an 
almost  liquid,  being  worth  5  to  15  per  cent,  less  than  tl. 
former. 

Zanzibar  (Hepatic). — These  come  over  in  a  most  curiot 
and  original  way — viz.,  in  monkey-skins ;  and  I  was  gratifie 
by  seeing  several  cases  of  these  fine  aloes  also  packed  i 
saucers  and  plates  of  native  make,  and  in  tin  plate 
bowls,  and  baking-dishes  of  the  cheapest  Birmingham  mam 
facture,  which,  I  was  told,  was  quite  an  exception,  and  ma 
have  been  caused  by  the  present  troubles  in  the  district  froi 
whence  they  came.  The  usual  package — viz.,  the  monke} 
skin — when  filled  with  aloes,  is  sent  from  the  interior  c 
Northern  Central  Africa  down  to  the  coast,  and  there  packer 
into  second-hand  Manchester  cases  of  various  sizes. 

The  monkey-skins  vary  in  size  considerably.  Amongst 
very  fine  parcel  I  noticed  a  skin  which  could  not  have  con 
tained  more  than  2  lbs.  of  aloes,  in  fact,  its  content 
were  by  far  less  valuable  than  the  little  animal  would  hav 
been,  had  it  been  sent  alive  to  this  country ;  whilst  othe 
skins  contained  some  30  to  40  lbs.,  or  even  more.  It  wa 
suggested  to  me  by  a  gentleman  I  met  at  the  warehouse,  am 
who  was  showing  me  these  skins,  that  it  was  a  pity-  tfo 
natives  could  not  find  the  means  of  making  boxes  ;  but  in  ; 
country  where  the  nail  is  yet  unknown  and  the  art  of  joiner 
a  thing  of  the  future,  they  no  doubt  do  their  best  to  suppW 
the  deficiency. 

It  has  since  been  my  pleasure  to  meet  a  gentleman  win 
was  for  some  time  in  Zanzibar,  and  the  reason  he  gav< 
for  the  natives  using  these  skins  was  that  monkeys  are  veri 
plentiful,  easily  killed,  and  of  such  varying  sizes  as  to  suii| 
both  large  and  small  collectors  of  the  juice  of  this  important 
plant.  After  all,  the  natives  only  imitate  the  Spaniards  of  ; 
no  distant  date,  who  stored  their  wines  in  pig-skins  after 
exactly  the  same  fashion. 

This  description  of  aloes  most  resembles  the  socotrine :  the 
colour,  however,  is  paler,  and  the  flavour,  if  anything,  finer 
This  kind  is  practicably  the  only  sort  adulterated,  if  Imaysc 
use  the  term,  as  some  of  the  skins  are  often  filled  with  leave.-, 
stones,  dirt,  and  many  other  substances  quite  foreign  to  thci 
aloe  plant. 

Cape  are  packed  in  large  heavy  cases,  generally  lined  with 
sheepskins  (which,  no  doubt,  are  plentiful  in  the  colony), 
containing  about  4  cwt.    When  of  fine  quality  it  is  a  hard 
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ght,  black  (brownish  tinted),  glossy  substance,  with  an 
Hisive  odour,  and  is  generally  known  as  the  horse  aloe. 

value  (which,  of  course,  varies  according  to  supply)  is 
Ut  one-third  that  of  the  East  Indian  or  Zanzibar.  The 
duotion  of  this  description  is  equal  to  the  whole  of  the 
er  sorts  combined. 

yaps  (Natal). — The  quantity  of  this  kind  collected  is  very 
jited,  being  only  a  few  cases  per  annum.  Like  Cape,  it 
sesses  no  flavour,  but  becomes  a  pale  liver  in  colour  by 
ping,  and,  in  consequence  of  its  colour,  realises  about  half 
nuch  again  as  the  ordinary  Cape. 

Vest  Indian  (Barbados). — This  is  the  most  important  kind, 
least,  so  far  as  the  English  consumer  is  concerned.  The 
ntity  produced  is  large,  say  two-fifths  of  the  whole,  con- 
ing both  of  fine  and  inferior  qualities,  the  variation  in 
lies,  I  am  told,  being  considerable,  the  fine  bringing  prices 
lost  equivalent  to  East  Indian,  whilst  common  sometimes 
i  at  less  than  Cape.  They  are  packed  in  boxes  of  60  to 
J  lbs.,  and  in  gourds  of  10  to  50  lbs.  each,  resembling  Cape 
substance,  but  in  colour  varying  from  a  blackish  brown  to 
Jile  mahogany,  with  an  odour  which  is  neither  offensive  nor 
i  iiatic,  but  quite  peculiar  to  itself.  There  is  also  another 
languishing  feature  more  noticeable  in  this  aloe,  viz.,  that 
tlmproves  by  keeping,  and  I  was  shown  some  boxes  the 
:<  tents  of  which  were  of  a  beautiful  bright  liver,  and  very 
ij  able,  but  which,  when  imported  some  eighteen  months 
jtiously,  were  quite  a  dark  brown,  and  worth  only  about 
I  their  present  value.  I  gathered  that  a  regular  trade 
spne  by  buying  certain  parcels  when  imported  and  storing 
l  a,  but,  as  I  am  not  a  connoisseur  of  this  commodity,  I 
er  to  leave  such  selection  to  others  more  capable  of 
ing,  and  wish  them  every  success  in  their  operations. 
'est  Indian  (Curacoa). — These  are  identical  with  Barbados 
njlescription  and  quality,  but  the  latter  have  always  the 
liierence  when  sold.

jcording  to  some  authors,  aloes  are  often  found  adulte-

Merchants  who  bring  these  goods  to  this  country, 
e  natives  of  Africa  (as  I  have  before  mentioned)  in  fill- 
he  monkey-skins  are  like  the  cunning  Chinese,  willing  to 
,he  price  of  aloes  for  a  large  stone  or  other  refuse  con- 
sntly  placed  in  the  centre  of  the  skin,  but,  except  this 
,  I  could  not  learn  of  any  adulteration  being  practised, 
concluding  my  remarks  I  would  mention  an  aloe  of  the 
e  which  I  have  not  yet  been  able  to  see,  but  of  which  I 
iromised  a  specimen  at  no  distant  date,  viz.,  that  pro- 
)le  in  Madagascar.  The  plant  flourishes  in  abundance  in 
sland,  and  the  natives  collect  it  in  small  quantities  suf- 
t  for  their  own  consumption,  as  is  noted  by  several 
pean  travellers  who  have  written  on  the  products  of  this 
1;  but,  as  yet,  it  is  not  collected  in  sufficient  quantity  to 
an  article  of  export,  although  there  is  no  reason  to 
t  that  in  a  few  years  we  may  draw  a  considerable  supply- 
is  valuable  medicine  from  this  great  semi-civilised  island, 
oruary,  1884.

rpilKRE  is  no  such  place,  either  in  the  British  or  the 
L  Indian  Courts,  which  can  be  properly  termed  the 
medical  section.  Glass  cases  containing  drugs,  chemicals, 
pharmaceutical  preparations,  and  surgical  instruments  and 
appliances  have  been  located  wherever  it  has  been  found 
convenient  to  place  them.  The  consequence  is  that  cases 
containing  nibs  and  steel  pens  are  to  be  seen  placed  side  by  side 
with  those  containing  essences  and  perfumeries,  and  chemical 
and  pharmaceutical  preparations  neatly  arranged  by  the  .side 
of  calico  collars,  biscuits,  and  comfits.  The  effect  of  all  this 
has  been  to  make  many  of  the  fine  articles  lose  much  by 
want  of  contrast,  which  would  not  be  the  case  had  exhibits 
belonging  to  the  same  class  been  placed  side  by  side. 

If  such  be  the  state  of  things  in  the  British  Courts,  it  is 
still  worse  in  the  Indian.  Here  some  of  the  cases  containing 
drugs  and  chemicals  have  been  so  huddled  together  in  the 
numerous  hidden  alleys  and  corners  as  to  defy  the  notice  of 
the  minute  observer. 

In  the  British  Court  are  to  be  met  with  the  products  of 
several  well-known  firms,  and,  and  amongst  these,  those  of 
Messrs.  Ferris  &  Co.,  of  Bristol,  occupy  the  largest  space. 
This  firm  has  exhibited  many  drugs  and  preparations,  and  in 
front  of  the  beautiful  glass  case  containing  them  is  a  show- 
case in  which  is  displayed  a  large  number  of  surgical  instru- 
ments and  appliances.  They  have  published  a  little  pamphlet 
containing  a  catalogue  of  their  exhibits,  but  as  they  confine 
themselves  exclusively  to  supplying  medical  men  and  hos- 
pitals, their  display  is  of  less  interest  to  your  readers.  Mr. 
H.  Holden  Townsend,  son  of  the  senior  partner,  is  represent- 
ing the  firm. 

Messrs.  Evans,  Sons  &  Co.,  of  Liverpool,  and  Evans, 
Lescher  &  Webb,  of  London,  have  a  good  display  of  their 
tinctures,  extracts,  oils,  and  other  drugs.  They  have  a  separate 
case  containing  Savar's  specialties,  of  which  they  are  the 
proprietors  and  manufacturers.  This  case  contains  packets 
of  tooth-powder,  toilet-soaps,  feeding-bottles,  glass  syringes, 
&c.  A  somewhat  new  departure  is  illustrated  in  this  case. 
A  series  of  bottled  goods  are  shown  under  the  title  of 
"  Hawley's  Counter  Adjuncts.''  The  series  includes  remedies 
for  most  of  the  common  complaints,  put  up  in  a  style  and 
with  labels  of  which  the  firm  is  justly  proud.  The  peculiar 
feature  is  that  every  label  bears  the  name  and  address  of  the 
chemist  who  will  sell  them  without  any  other  distinguishing 
mark.  Druggists  can,  therefore,  be  supplied  with  a  full  line 
of  proprietary  articles,  bearing  their  own  names,  put  up  in 
the  best  style,  with  the  advantages  that  accrue  from  making 
on  a  large  scale.  The  system  seems  to  be  well  known  in 
America,  though  it  has  not  been  introduced  here.  The 
display  of  Montserrat  lime-juice  and  preparations  has 
attracted  great  attention.  A  useful  catalogue  of  the  whole 
display  has  been  distributed. 

Messrs.  Hewlett  &;  Son,  of  London,  showy  their  quinine 
and  other  preparations.  Fluid  extracts  and  liquors  are  very 
prominent  among  their  specialties.  A  novelty  is  "  Linimen- 
tum  Alga?,"  prepared  from  Fucus  resiculosus,  for  sprains, 
glandular  swellings,  and  the  like.  It  is  a  clear,  amber- 
coloured,  mucilaginous  liquid,  with  the  characteristic  odour 
of  sea-weed.  Messrs.  Hewlett's  catalogue  is  quite  a  hand- 
some production. 

Mr.  Thomas  Whiffen,  of  London,  has  a  good  display  of 
quinine,  cinchonine,  and  cinchonidine,  of  his  own  manufacture. 
Here  quinine  is  shown  both  in  its  bleached  and  unbleached 
state. 

Messrs.  Howards  &  Sons  have  a  case  containing  their  sul- 
phate of  quinine,  muriate  of  cinchonine,  bicarbonate  of  soda, 
iodide  of  potassium,  and  other  drugs.  Prominent  amongst 
these  is  a  large  wide-mouthed  bottle,  containing  sulphate  of 
quinine,  the  snow-white  feather}"  crystals  of  which  are  here 
seen  to  the  best  advantage.  They  have  also  shown  the 
different  modes  of  labelling  and  sealing  their  1-oz.  bottles  of 
sulphate  of  quinine  for  Indian  and  American  markets.

+hey  have  made  is  in  exhibiting  seme  very  neat  specimens  of 
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the  several  varieties  of  cinchona  bark,  from  the  different 
sources  of  production,  with  short  notes  on  each,  mentioning 
the  quantity  of  quinine  which  each  of  them  yields  and  the 
best  sorts  for  cultivation.

INTERNATIONAL   EXHIBITION   AT  NICE. 


(FROM  A  SPECIAL  CORRESPONDENT.) 

<~PHIS  Exhibition,  International  so-called,  is  now  about  a- 
J_  complete  as  it  will  be,  and  I  have  taken  a  stroll  through 
to  see  what  I  can  find  of  interest  to  your  readers.  The  result 
follows,  but  I  fear  there  is  not  much  to  be  made  of  it  in  the 
shape  of  facts  or  points  for  application  to  British,  American, 
or  Colonial  requirements.  As  I  have  before  stated,  as  a 
lounge  of  some  interest  and  great  beauty,  it  surpasses  all 
previous  attempts;  and  when  the  night  fetes  take  place, 
brilliantly  lighted  by  Edison's  incandescent  lamps,  the  whole 
presents  quite  a  fairy  scene. 

Now  to  business.  The  most  interesting  subject  to  a 
pharmaceutical  visitor  is  the  Grasse  Pavilion,  in  which  are 
sh  o  wn,  as  a  combination-exhibit,  the  various  forms  of  perfumery 
and  other  products  extracted  from  the  thousands  of  acres  of 
flower-cultivation  of  the  Riviera,  the  manufacturing  of  which 
chiefly  centres  in  this  ancient  town. 

Around  the  walls  are  illustrations  of  the  old  and  new  style 
of  manufacturing,  and  those  who  desire  to  take  up  this  busi- 
ness at  home  will  do  well  to  write  to  the  authorities  of 
Grasse  for  the  current  facts  of  the  day. 

In  addition  to  perfumery  the  place  is  noted  for  the  pro- 
duction of  crystallised  fruits  and  flowers,  of  which,  in  flower.-, 
roses  and  violets  are  the  chief :  while  in  fruits  the  district 
produces,  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  fruits  known  to  us  at 
home,  figs,  Japanese  medlars,  mandarin  oranges,  ecc.  Vege- 
tables are  also  tinned  and  bottled,  tomatoes  being  a  chief 
item. 

The  following  are  leading  perfumes  and  flavouring  essences 
which  they  claim  to  produce  : — 

Thyme,  cultivated  and  wild  :  fennel,  peppermint,  myrtle, 
sandal,  lemon,  aspec,  iris,  lavender,  rosmary,  absinthe,  euca- 
lyptus (this  gum-tree,  imported  some  thirty  years  ago  from 
Australia,  grows  luxuriously  throughout  the  Riviera),  sage, 
marjoram,  wallflower,  and  patchouli. 

The  extracts  are  jonquil,  mignonette,  jasmin,  rose,  rose 
geranium,  neroli,  petit  grain,  cassie,  tuberose,  orange,  violet. 

The  distilled  waters  shown  are  only  those  of  orange  and 
rose. 

Pomades  of  mignonette,  cassie,  tuberose,  orange,  violet, 
rose,  jasmin,  jonquil,  and  white  cassie. 

Blocks  of  parafflne  are  shown  containing  orange,  tuberose, 
violet,  rose,  jasmin,  and  cassie. 

In  the  main  building  are  many  exhibits  of  perfumery- 
producers,  amongst  others  : —

Several  perfumery  houses  have  exhibits  of  their  specialties. 
Bourne,  84  rue  des  Petits  Champs,  Paris,  has  a  large  case  of 
soaps,  powders,  toilet-waters,  cosmetiques,  &c. 
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Eugene  Rimmel,  with  his  usual  enterprise,  has  a  stand  in 
the  Central  Avenue,  his  fountains,  of  which  there  are  two, 
want  renewing  ;  they  are  rather  passe.  His  circulars  name 
his  factories  in  London,  Paris,  and.  Nice,  the  latter  for  flower 
distillation,  and  further  give  his  Continental  depots  in  Paris, 
The  Hague,  Amsterdam,  Antwerp,  Liege,  Rome,  and 
Florence.

Colouring  solutions  for  beer,  cheese,  &c,  are  shown  by 
P.  D.  Valsecchi,  Berlin. 

Flavouring  essences  in  considerable  variety  by  Abelous  & 
Co.,  rue  de  Chateau  d'Eau,  Paris. 

W.  F.  Hunt  &  Co.,  Marseilles,  and  Little  Windmill  Street, 
London,  occupy  very  effectively  considerable  wall  space  with 
Hunt's  paper  bottle-caps  and  their  accessories,  articles 
known  to  most  of  your  subscribers.

PHARMACY  IN  CANADA. 


(FROM  OUE  OWN  CORRESPONDENT.) 

Montreal,  February  20. 

TO-MORROW  evening,  at  the  Richelieu  Hotel,  the  first 
celebration  of  the  annual  pharmacists' dinner  takes  place. 
Mr.  Henry  Lyman  has  promised  to  take  the  chair,  and  Mr. 
John  Kerry  the  vice-chair.  It  is  expected  that  about  sixty 
licentiates  of  pharmacy  will  be  present.  The  management  of 
the  affair  is  in  the  hands  of  the  following  committee : — 
Messrs.  Nelson,  Harte,  Lachance,  Dugal,  Covernton,  Baridon, 
and  Gray,  with  Messrs.  John  Kerry,  H.  Lyman,  and  H.  Sugden 
Evans  as  honorary  members,  and  Mr.  John  Ahern,  secretary 
and  treasurer. 

Our  Winter  Carnival  is  a  thing  of  the  past.  The  ice  palace 
built  of  solid  blocks  of  ice  taken  from  the  river  still  stands, 
for  the  benefit  of  those  who  were  not  present  during  Carnival 
week.  Its  ultimate  destination  is  the  ice-house  of  the 
Windsor  Hotel,  to  be  resurrected  in  the  shape  of  gin  cocktails 
and  brandy  smashes  when  the  hot  weather  and  the  British 
Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Science  pay  us  their 
visits.  It  would,  indeed,  be  a  terrible  thing  if  the  scientific 
gentlemen  who  are  to  visit  us  this  summer  were  to  return  to 
England  without  being  able  to  describe  the  true  inwardness 
of  a  Canadian  gin  cocktail.  During  the  Carnival  the  thermo- 
meter ranged  from  15°  below  to  a  few  degrees  above  zero. 
Americans  with  stove-pipe  hats  and  silk  ear-covers  looked 
rather  odd  by  the  side  of  Canadians  in  good  substantial 
fur  caps  and  cloth  overshoes. 

Mr.  Alexander  Manson,  late  junior  partner  in  the  firm  of 
Messrs.  Lymans,  Sons  &  Co.,  has  become  a  member  of  the 
old-established  house  of  Messrs.  Ramsay,  Drake  &  Dodds, 
which  will  in  future  be  conducted  under  the  firm  name  of 
"  Messrs.  Ramsay  k  Son."  This  house  does  one  of  the  oldest 
wholesale  paint  and  oil  businesses  in  the  dominion  of 
Canada. 

I  have  not  kept  my  promise  with  reference  to  the  non- 
secret  remedy  business,  in  consequence  of  the  exhaustive 
article  on  the  same  subject  which  appeared  in  your  last 
number.  Messrs.  Frederick  Stearns  &  Co.,  of  Detroit,  and 
Messrs.  Charles  Wright  &  Co.,  of  the  same  place,  and  both  in 
this  line  of  business,  have  crossed  over  the  line  and  esta- 


blished branches  in  the  town  of  Windsor,  in  the  province  i 
Ontario.  Windsor  is  a  town  of  considerable  importance  c 
the  Canadian  side  of  the  Detroit  River,  immediatelv  opposi 
Detroit. 

In  Toronto  recently,  several  pharmacists  were  fined  f< 
selling  spirituous  liquors  in  a  manner  not  permitted  by  tli 
Act.  If  I  mistake  not,  pharmacists  in  Ontario  may  se 
brandy,  wine,  &c,  in  quantities  of  not  more  than  6  oz.  at  on 
time  for  medicinal  use,  without  any  licence  other  than  the; 
annual  licence  fee  as  chemists  and  druggists.  Each  sale  mu; 
be  registered  in  the  poison  book.  The  licence  law  for  th 
whole  dominion  is  in  a  transition  state  at  this  moment,  th 
Federal  Parliament  having  passed  a  new  law  at  their  las 
session  which  comes  into  force  on  May  1  next.  In  this  ne\ 
law  there  is  a  clause  relating  to  pharmacists,  but  as  ther 
seems  to  be  some  difference  as  to  where  the  Federal  authorit 
ends  and  the  Provincial  begins,  it  is  not  a  little  difficult  t 
know  what  pharmacists  may  or  may  not  do  after  May  1. 


THE    CULTIVATION   OF  TASTE   IN  THE  PRACTIC'J 
OF  PHARMACY. 


A  Paper  read  by  Mr.  Peter  Boa  at  a  Meeting  of  the  Edin 
burgh  Chemists'  Assistants'  and  Apprentices'  Association 
February  28,  1884. 

AFTER  some  general  comments  on  the  taste  displayed  ill 
the  fittings  of  modern  pharmacies,  the  author  said  :— 
The  fitting-up  of  the  chemist's  establishment  is  no  doub 
a  matter  of  considerable  importance,  but  I  consider  thi 
manner  in  which  the  articles  sent  out  from  the  establish 
ment  are  treated  in  the  matter  of  tasteful  furnishing 
deserving  of  even  greater  consideration.    In  the  matter  o 
fittings  and  decorations  the  pharmacist  can  employ  skille< 
workmen  and  trust  to  them  ;  in  the  attainment  of  taste  ii 
the  practice  of  his  business  he  must  rely  upon  himself.  Th< 
fitter  and  decorator  may  surround  him  with  handsome  fur 
nishings  and  leave  him  rejoicing  in  the  possession  of  ai: 
"elegant  pharmacy,"  while  he  himself  may  commit  daih 
outrage  on  the  most  simple  rules  of  good  taste.    The  firs 
comparison  deducible  from  this  is  that  the  workmen  whon 
lie  employed  had  studied  their  business,  while  he  had,  as  yetj 
only  acquired  the  rudiments  of  his.    The  style  and  fittings  o  < 
an  establishment  are  an  unsafe  indication  of  the  taste  of  tbj 
proprietor.    They  are  too  frequently  only  an  index  of  thi| 
development  of  that  faculty  in  the  shoplifter.    The  true  tes 
of  the  extent  to  which  the  proprietor's  taste  has  been  culti 
vated  is  the  way  in  which  work  is  sent  out  from  the  phar 
macy.    I  do  not  come  before  you  as  an  authority  on  thai 
subject,  and  I  do  not  wish  you  to  attach  great  importance  t< 
any  opinions  which  I  may  offer.    I  simply  give  expression  ti 
some  ideas  which  have  from  time  to  time  occurred  to  me  ii 
the  course  of  my  experience.    Many  of  you,  I  doubt  not,  wil 
have  had  similar  ideas  engendered  by  observation,  but  ma 
not  have  had  the  impulse  to  give  them  expression. 

There  are  those  who  affect  to  despise  the  subject,  and  a,s':i 
what  good  is  to  be  gained  by  spending  time  in  discussing 
matter  about  which  there  is  a  want  of  reality.  In  case  ther; 
may  be  any  such  scoffers  present,  I  would  here  make  a  mil 
protest  against  such  views.  If  there  be  a  want  of  realit 
about  it  in  their  minds,  the  greater  the  pity — for  tbertj 
"  Show  how  it  will  add  to  our  gains,"  say  they,  "  and  we  sha 
become  converts  at  once."  Although  I  do  not  relish  the  ide, 
of  encouraging  such  grossly  utilitarian  convictions,  I  woul, 
point  out  that  the  cultivation  of  taste  is  not  incompatibl 
with  the  increase  of  pecuniary  gains,  but  rather  the  reversi 
The  exercise  of  taste  in  the  business  of  a  pharmacist  is  corj 
cerned  with  the  quality  and  kind  of  articles  employed  to  cot 
tain  or  convey  medicines,  and  includes  such  things  as  twin« 
bottles,  sealing-wax,  paper,  and  labels.  Of  the  quality  of  thes 
customers  are  able  to  judge.  They  know  superior  twine  froi 
inferior,  and  they  can  see  at  once  whether  it  matches  tn 
capping-paper.  They  can  recognise  and  appreciate  a  symmetn 
cal  bottle,  and  condemn  an  ugly  one.  If  the  colour  of  th, 
wax  be  bad  it  is  unsightly,  inferior  paper  is  an  abhorrent) 
to  anyone,  and  a  badly  written  or  printed  label  is  easil 
recognised.  Of  the  contents  of  a  bottle  of  medicine  tb[ 
patient  has  no  means  of  forming  an  opinion,  but  he  can  verj 
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irly  estimate  the  style  of  wrapping  it.  If  the  articles 
rployed  for  this  purpose  be  of  inferior  quality,  suspicion  is 
cited ;  if  faultless,  confidence  is  created,  and  confidence 
vays  promotes  business. 

Let  us  now  allude  in  detail  to  some  of  the  articles  on  which 
tistic  judgment  can  be  exercised.  As  the  drugs  which 
)  supply  must  be  of  the  very  best  quality  obtainable, 
everything  used  in  connection  with  them  ought  to  be  first- 
te.  In  the  choice  of  bottles  we  cannot  go  far  astray.  If 
s  deal  with  good  makers,  and  pay  a  reasonable  price,  we 
;  pretty  sure  to  get  presentable  bottles.  Shape  is  very 
ich  a  matter  of  opinion.  Oval  bottles  are  pretty,  but  flats 
■  more  easily  wrapped  neatly,  and  pack  better,  and  are,  I 
link,  less  liable  to  be  smashed  by  pressure,  and  they  look 
iy  well  if  symmetrically  made.  If  the  angles  of  flats  be 
■iirply  defined  they  rather  add  to  the  beauty  of  the  bottles. 

ils,  moreover,  show  defects  more  readily.  In  phials  there 
il lot  much  room  for  selection.  Those  of  medium  height 
a  preferable,  I  think,  both  in  point  of  utility  and  appear- 
ijie,  to  the  short  or  long  varieties.  Actinic  phials  are  very 
ffitty,  and  are  useful  for  certain  purposes.  They  are  open 
tithe  objection,  however,  that  one  cannot  see  through  them 
\|h  the  same  facility  that  one  can  see  through  uncoloured 
fflsS.  When  dispensing  two  different  kinds  of  drops  or  small 
ijvtures  of  the  same  size  for  the  same  patient,  it  is  con-

effective.  With  regard  to  the  matter  on  a  label,  lean  scared; 
say  anything,  because  so  much  depends  on  the  medicine  of 
which  it  is  to  be  descriptive.  [  may.however,  I  think,  safeh 
say  that  the  wording  of  a  label  should  be  concise  and  to  fche 
point,  having  each  idea  following  the  other  in  logical 
sequence.  Any  digression  is  to  be  avoided,  as  it  is  not 
desirable  to  produce  something  which  is  a  compromise  between 
a  label  and  a  handbill,  but  which  is  unsatisfactory  as  either. 
Such  a  label  would  be  a  mistake  from  a  business  point  of 
view,  as  well  as  an  offence  against  good  taste.  For  ordinary 
purposes  it  is  not  good  taste  to  indulge  in  fulsome  laudation 
of  any  preparation  on  the  label  thereof.  It  is  quite  enough 
to  state  the  complaint  for  which  it  is  used,  and  call  it  bv  its 
name,  without  adding  that  it  is  "far-famed"  or  "world- 
renowned."  If  it  be  the  intention  to  push  the  article  as  a 
quack  medicine,  then,  of  course,  the  greater  the  number  of 
prefixed  laudatory  adjectives  the  better.  Modesty  on  the 
part  of  the  promoter  of  a  quack  remedy  does  not  give  good 
results. 

Some  establishments,  for  the  sake  of  uniformity,  as  they 
say,  adopt  a  certain  style  of  dispensing- blanks  "in  various 
sizes,  and  have  all  their  stock  labels  printed  on  one  or  other 
of  these  blanks.  Such  labels  are  never  pleasing  to  the  eye. 
They  have  a  patched-up  look  about  them.  The  printed  part 
in  the  centre  generally  looks  as  though  it  had  been  pasted  on. 
Such  labels  certainly  reduce  the  necessity  for  any  intelligence 
on  the  part  of  the  printers,  and  ensure  the  result  that  all 
the  labels  in  the  establishment  are  uniform  in  ugliness. 

White  paper  and  black  ink  are  all  that  is  required.  Coloured 
ink  is  never  satisfactory  in  connection  with  labels  for 
medicinal  preparations.  Some  chemists  have  their  labels 
printed  in  blue.  When  well  executed  they  are,  perhaps,  free 
from  any  serious  objection.  Any  more  brilliant  colour, 
however,  would  be  sure  to  give  offence. 

The  production  of  good  blank  labels  is  a  more  difficult 
undertaking  than  getting  up  printed  labels.  It  is  not  enough 
to  get  the  name  and  address  printed,  with  a  blank  space 
attached.  Some  have  the  blank  space  above  and  the  name 
and  address  below,  others  have  this  arrangement  reversed, 
while  the  majority,  I  believe,  have  the  blank  space  between 
the  name  and  the  address.  In  this  my  sympathies  arc  with 
the  majority.  Of  the  two  former  I  prefer  the  one  with  the 
name  and  address  above.  It  may  appear  top-heavy  to  a 
certain  extent,  but  to  the  eye  it  never  presents  the  aspect  of 
utter  blankness  which  belongs  to  the  space  at  the  top. 
The  nakedness  of  the  upper  portion  seems  to  be  increased, 
moreover,  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  printing  below. 
One  line  of  printing  at  the  bottom  does  not  expose  the  blank- 
ness so  much  as  two  or  three  lines.  When  we  reverse  the 
arrangement  the  effect  is  the  opposite.  If  the  printing  be  at 
the  top  it  should  be  in  two  or  more  lines:  if  at  the  bottom, 
in  one,  if  possible.  Similarly,  when  the  space  is  in  the 
middle,  the  larger  portion  of  the  printing  should  be  on  the 
upper  part  .  On  round  labels  the  name  and  address  should  be 
so  arranged  into  two  portions  that  each  occupies  exactly  half 
the  circle.  The  printed  matter  on  blank  labels — particularly 
those  used  in  dispensing — should  be  as  simple  as  possible. 
The  name,  designation,  and  address  are  quite  sufficient  to 
meet  all  requirements.  The  addition  of  "  chemist  by 
examination,"  "  late  manager  to  so-and-so,"  is  in  very  bad 
taste.  There  is  not  any  objection  to  such  a  parenthetic 
addition  to  circulars,  but  I  entertain  a  decided  conviction 
that  a  dispensing-label  is  not  an  appropriate  place  for  an 
advertisement.  Some  pharmacists  adorn  their  labels  with  a 
coat-of-arms,  a  mortar,  or  other  device.  While  I  would  not 
entirely  condemn  embellishments  of  this  kind  when 
judiciously  employed,  I  would  say,  without  any  hesitation, 
that  we  can  never  err  in  having  our  labels  without  them. 

When  we  have  obtained  a  satisfactory  dispensing-label,  we 
must  be  careful  to  have  whatever  directions  it  contains  neatly 
written.  If  it  be  clumsily  written  the  beauty  of  the  label  is 
lost.  The  labour  expended  in  perfecting  the  label  is  thrown 
away.  And,  again,  the  perfection  of  the  label  only  serves  to 
more  clearly  indicate  the  demerits  of  the  writing.  Those 
who  are  not  good  writers  need  not  despair,  and  those  who  are 
expert  penmen  need  not  take  to  themselves  too  much  credit 
until  they  hear  all  I  have  to  say  on  this  point.  The  best 
writers  do  not  always  execute  the  neatest  labels.  Sometimes 
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an  inferior  writer  produces  a  very  neat  label.  So  much  of 
the  effectiveness  of  a  label  depends  upon  the  arrangement  of 
the  matter  that,  unless  judgment  be  exercised  in  this  respect, 
the  most  beautiful  penmanship  goes  for  very  little,  and 
greatly-inferior  caligraphy  may  make  a  very  presentable 
appearance  when  the  way  in  which  it  is  adjusted  is  judiciously 
managed.  With  regard  to  the  writing  itself,  it  should  be 
distinct,  easily  read,  compact,  and  free  from  flourishes.  If 
it  be  good  it  can  afford  to  do  without  any  superfluous 
embellishment,  and- if  it  be  bad  no  amount  of  adornment  will 
hide  its  defects.  We  cannot  too  carefully  cultivate  the  art 
of  penmanship.  It  is  a  great  auxiliary  to  the  successful 
prosecution  of  our  business.  I  confess  to  having  a  pre- 
ferential leaning  to  a  good  writer,  although  his  scientific 
knowledge  be  somewhat  shakj'  at  some  points. 

In  writing  a  label  we  must  take  care  to  balance  the 
matter  so  that  its  parts  may  form  a  symmetrical  arrange- 
ment. All  the  lines  must  begin  and  terminate  at  the  same 
distance  from  the  margin.  If  we  write  "  The  Mixture  "  or 
"  The  Powders,"  we  must  take  care  that  it  is  exactly  in  the 
centre.  The  appearance  of  a  label  is  greatly  marred  by 
having  it  nearer  to  one  side  than  the  other.  We  must  also 
be  careful  to  manage  the  adjustment  of  the  matter  so  that  it 
may  fill  the  label  pretty  well.  To  have  a  label  with  two 
lines  of  writing  at  the  top  and  three  left  unoccupied  at  the 
bottom  is  to  sacrifice  its  proportion.  It  is  in  this  connection 
that  a  middling  writer  who  has  an  eye  for  proportion  in  form 
may  surpass  a  good  writer  in  execution  of  a  label.  The  free 
and  easy  writer  too  often  trusts  so  much  to  the  excellence  of 
his  work  that  he  altogether  neglects  the  just  apportionment 
of  its  parts. 

Having  the  label  written,  we  must,  before  putting  it  on 
the  bottle  or  box  for  which  it  is  designed,  see  that  its  outer 
edge  is  nicely  trimmed  from  all  superfluous  white  paper.  It 
is  very  unsightly  to  see  a  piece  of  white  paper  projecting 
from  one  corner,' or  to  see  a  broad  piece  of  white  at  one  side, 
while  the  other  is  cropped  to  the  very  margin.  A  very  small 
margin  of  white  beyond  the  border-line  is  rather  an  improve- 
ment than  otherwise,  provided  it  be  kept  of  the  same  breadth 
at  each  side.  It  may  be  said  that  customers  do  not  observe 
such  trifles.  That  may  be,  but  that  is  not  the  point.  If  we 
let  a  label  leave  our  hands  knowing  that  it  is  not  as  it  should 
be,  we  are  untrue  to  ourselves ;  therefore  we  should  never 
slur  over  even  such  a  trifle. 

Before  putting  a  new  label  on  a  bottle  the  old  one  should 
be  removed.  It  is  a  very  slovenly  proceeding  to  stick  it  over 
the  old  one.  One  day  last  week  I  had  the  labour  of  picking 
Jive  labels  off  one  bottle,  and  all  had  been  affixed  by  the 
same  chemist.  They  were  piled  one  on  top  of  the  other. 
When  more  than  one  label  requires  to  be  put  on  a  bottle 
they  should  be  so  put  on  as  to  convey  te  the  eye  a  due  sense 
of  balance  in  the  adjustment.  In  the  case  of  two,  the  larger 
one  placed  in  the  usual  position,  and  the  smaller  at  the 
bottom,  is  generally  the  most  suitable  arrangement.  When 
three  are  used  they  should  be  placed  at  equal  distances  from 
one  another. 

There  is  not  much  to  say  regarding  the  labelling  of  boxes, 
except,  perhaps,  in  the  case  of  pill-boxes  it  may  be  said  that 
the  labels  should,  if  possible,  be  the  exact  size  of  the  box,  and 
if  they  should  happen  to  be  smaller  a  piece  of  capping-paper 
or  similar  material  should  be  used  to  cover  the  top  of  the  box 
prior  to  affixing  the  label.  It  produces  a  much  more  agree- 
able effect  than  the  appearance  of  a  small  label  in  the  middle 
of  a  white  unfinished  surface. 

Various  as  are  the  tastes  displayed  in  the  choice  of  labels 
they  are  few  compared  to  the  diverse  opinions  which  seem  to 
prevail  regarding  stamps  used  for  prescriptions.  Suppose  we 
get  possession  of  a  prescription  that  has  been  over  England, 
Scotland,  and  Ireland,  and  perhaps  part  of  the  Continent,  we 
may  find  on  it  the  impressions  of  say  a  dozen  different 
chemists'  stamps,  and  of  these  no  two  will  be  alike.  Some 
will  cover,  perhaps,  a  sixth  of  the  prescription.  Some  of 
these  large  stamps  are  excessively  vulgar.  They  have  no 
commendable  feature  except  their  size,  which  would  render 
them  admirably  serviceable  for  stamping  sacks  were  their 
proprietor  a  wool  broker  or  potato  merchant.  To  put  such  a 
stamp  on  a  prescription  is  to  take  an  unwarrantable  liberty 
with  another  person's  property.  The  prescription  is  handed 
to  us  to  be  dispensed,  not  to  be  disfigured  with  a  circular 
advertisement  in  red  ink,  for  large  stamps  are  generally  used 
with  brilliant  ink.     If  we  stamp  the  prescription  we  do  it 


subject  to  the  permission  of  the  owner.  I  have  had  exp< 
rience  of  a  person  who  when  he  wanted  a  prescription  dis 
pensed  handed  it  in  with  this  request :  "  I  want  you  to  mak 
up  this  for  me,  and  be  careful  not  to  soil  the  prescriptioi 
You  may  put  your  number  in  the  corner,  but  I  will  not  ha\ 
you  disfigure  my  paper  with  your  stamp."  Our  stamp,  then 
fore,  should  be  modest.  A  small  neat  embossing  stamp  is,  ' 
think,  preferable  to  one  used  with  ink.  The  use  of  a  staro 
with  ink  produces  an  impression  that  is  at  once  observable  o 
the  white  paper,  and  if  it  be  not  a  nicely-arranged  aD 
symmetrical  stamp  it  produces  a  disagreeable  effect  on  tl 
eye,  whereas  in  the  case  of  an  embossed  stamp  the  impressic 
is  quite  distinct,  and  yet,  though  it  be  not  put  on  exact! 
straight,  it  does  not  strike  one  so  readily  that  there  is  an- 
thing  wrong  with  it.  There  is  something  strong  and  genuii 
about  the  appearance  of  the  clearly-defined  characters  of  i 
embossed  impression,  while  even  the  best  of  ink  impressioi 
have  a  kind  of  factitious  stuck-on  look  about  them.  Some  ■ 
the  latter,  I  am  ready  to  admit,  when  they  are  symmetrical 
arranged,  of  small  or  medium  size,  and  carefully  used,  a 
very  presentable.  Regarding  paper  I  would  merely  say  th 
it  should  be  of  good  quality.  Inferior  varieties  of  whi 
paper  in  particular  should  be  avoided. 

In  our  choice  of  corks  we  ought  to  exercise  great  cai 
Bad  corks  are  fertile  sources  of  annoyance.    Unless  the  woi  i 
from  which  they  are  made  be  sound  and  flexible  the  resui:  i 
are  sure  to  be  vexatious.    Nothing  rouses  the  wrath  of 
patient  so  much  as  to  have  a  cork  snap  off  short  on  a  lei 
with  the  bottle  at  the  first  attempt  to  withdraw  it. 

Even  in  so  small  a  matter  as  the  use  of  corks  there  is  roc  j 
for  the  exercise  of  taste.    If  we  set  three  novices  to  cortj  I 
bottle  each,  and  watch  their  proceedings,  we  may  gi 
material  for  reflection.    The  result  will  not  unlikely  be  tl; 
the  first  will  select  a  cork  much  too  small  for  the  bottle,  aj 
drive  it  in  till  it  becomes  tight  just  at  the  vanishing-poi 
leaving-a  long  unconfined  point  penetrating  into  the  inter! 
of  the  bottle  ;  the  second  will  choose  a  cork  of  too  largi 
size,  and  get  the  point  only  inserted,  leaving  as  much  outsi 
the  bottle  as  the  first  had  inside ;  the  third  will  select  a  c( 
which  will  fit  properly  when  about  one-half  is  inside  the  nt 
of  the  bottle  and  the  other  out.    All  three  probably  arrive 
their  results  without  going  through  any  process  of  "reasonii 
Their  object  is  to  secure  the  contents  of  the  bottle,  and  t 
they  attain  in  different  ways.    The  reason  that  one  of  th 
accomplishes  his  object  as  it  ought  to  be  done  is  probai, 
because  his  eye  has  a  nicer  perception  of  just  proportion,  i\ 
he  adjusts  the  cork  in  the  way  he  does  because  it  plea" 
his  eye. 

A  just  appreciation  of  the  appropriate  relation  of  one  th 
to  another  in  quality,  colour,  or  form  is  the  basis  of 
genuine  taste.    And  this  is  the  sense  which  is  most  valua 
to  the  pharmacist,  and  deserves  his  most  careful  cultivati 
I  believe  that  no  man  lives  who  does  not  possess  some  oft 
appreciative  faculty  as  a  natural  gift.    It  maybe  parti; 
inactive,  or  latent,  but  is  never  entirely  absent.  *  He  who  i 
it  largely  is  fortunate;  but  he  who  is  comparatively  mc  • 
rately  endowed  may  improve  his  possession  by  assiduous  it  I 
careful  cultivation,  and  any  labour  expended  in  this  way  1  I 
be  amply  repaid  by  the  results.    If  he  cast  his  bread  u  i  I  : 
the  waters  it  will  return  unto  him  after  many  days,  andi  I  I 
the  Americans  say,  "  buttered,  too."

It  seems  to  me,  therefore,  that,  as  an  auxiliary  to  the 
ioient  practice  of  our  calling,  the  cultivation  of  taste  is  not 
worthy  of  attention. 


UNCOMMON  DRUGS. 


IE  following  notes  were  recently  read  at  a  meeting  of 
the  Chemists'  Assistants'  Association  by  Mr.  J.  O.  Braith- 
te  in  a  report  on  materia  medica,  samples  of  the  various 
gs  named  being  submitted.  The  author  explained  that 
had  obtained  his  information  in  the  laboratory  of  Messrs.

^^Jpl'e  hard  nut-like  seeds  were  recently  offered  as  a 
V   drj."   It  is  difficult  to  imagine  what  medicinal  virtue 
oul  be  supposed  to  reside  in  them.    They  are  the  seeds  of 
eisa  (,  JPPjies  of  palm,  Attalia  fvnifera.    The  testa  is  extremely 
-* ■arcpnd  very  thick.    The  nut  is  employed  in  turnery  for 
uitffp  SUch  Stna11  articles  as  door  and  tool  handles,  also  for 
arvlg.    As  the  name  "funifera"  implies,  this  palm  also 
iel<  a  valuable  fibre  of  great  strength,  which  is  used  to 


m.ake  ropes.  The  albuminous  kernels  of  an  allied  species  of 
Attalia  are  eaten  in  the  countries  where  it  grows.  That  of 
the  specimen  we  have  here  is  by  no  means  unpalatable, 
abounding  in  a  bland  oil,  and  having  an  agreeable  nutty 
flavour. 

Physic  Nuts. 

The  next  specimen  was  offered  for  sale  as  croton  seed.  It. 
is  the  seed  of  a  plant  closely  allied  to  the  croton-oil  plant, 
viz.,  Jatropha  curcas,  or  Curcas  pwrga/ns,  the  physio  nut  of 
the  tropics.  The  genus  Jatropha  is  closely  allied  to  croton 
on  one  hand,  and  Rieinus  on  the  other. 

This  Jatropha  is  largely  grown  in  the  tropics,  where  it  is 
used  as  a  purgative,  the  dose  being  from  three  to  four  seeds ; 
an  over-dose  causes  a  burning  sensation  in  the  epigastrium 
and  a  determination  of  blood  to  the  head,  accompanied  by 
violent  purging.  The  negroes  employ  copious  draughts  of 
cold  water  to  alleviate  the  effects.  Dr.  Christison  found  that 
15  drops  of  the  oil  from  this  seed  are  equal  in  pugative 
action  to  1  oz.  of  castor  oil.  Its  therapeutic  power  is,  there- 
fore, intermediate  between  croton  and  castor  oil.  The  utility 
of  the  plant  is  not  limited  to  the  medicinal  action  of  its  seeds. 
A  decoction  of  the  leaves  is  used  in  a  similar  manner  to  that 
of  Rieinus,  to  excite  secretion  of  the  lacteal  glands.  The  oil 
is  also  largely  used  as  an  illuminating  agent  and  for  dressing 
cloth.  It  has  been  proposed  to  use  the  juice  of  the  plant  as 
a  marking  ink  for  linen  ;  when  first  applied  to  linen  fabric  it 
turns  from  dark  brown  to  black,  and  the  stain  is  almost 
indelible. 

Another  plant  closely  allied  to  this  is  the  Jatropha  Jfanihot, 
the  source  of  our  tapioca. 

The  True  Source  of  Socotrine  Aloes. 

This  somewhat  insignificant-looking  fruit  is,  to  me,  of  con- 
siderable interest.  I  rescued  it  from  a  steampan  in  which 
socotrine  aloes  was  being  boiled.  Mr.  Holmes  has  identified 
it  as  immature  fruit  of  Aloe  Perryi.  Until  recently  the 
source  of  socotrine  aloes  was  unknown ;  but  Dr.  Bayley 
Balfour  has  cleared  up  the  matter,  and  proved  that  the 
species  yielding  the  commercial  article  is  new  to  science.  He 
has  called  it  A.  Perryi.  This  new  and  interesting  plant  is 
now  growing  in  the  Economic  House  at  Kew,  side  by  side 
with  Aloe  svccotrina,the  species  which  was  formerly  supposed 
to  yield  the  drug.  The  plant  is,  of  course,  a  young  one,  but 
its  characteristic  points  are  already  well  marked,  and  distin- 
guish it  from  A.  succotrina  at  a  glance.  Aloe  Perryi  has 
thick  fleshy  unspotted  lanceolate  leaves,  which  spring  directly 
from  the  level  of  the  earth.  Aloe  succotrina  has  narrow 
rounded  ensiform  leaves,  slightly  spotted. 

Considerable  uncertainty  exists  in  the  popular  mind  as  to 
the  limit  of  the  term  aloe,  and  it  is  generally  applied  to  any 
exotic  endogen  with  thick  or  evergreen  leaves.  For  instance, 
we  frequently  hear  both  the  New  Zealand  flax  and  the 
American  yuccas  called  aloes  by  the  visitors  to  our  Botanic 
Gardens.  Many  of  you  will  doubtless  remember  the  admirable 
resume  of  the  genus  Aloina3  which  Mr.  Baker  gave  at  one  of 
the  evening  meetings  about  a  year  ago.  He  pointed  out  that 
the  genus  Aloe  may  be  at  once  distinguished  by  having  its 
stamens  exserted,  or  equal  in  length  to  the  perianth,  which 
is  gamophyllous ;  that  the  Yuccoida;  have  never  fleshy,  but 
fibrous,  leaves,  and  that  the  perianth  is  polyphyllous.  The 
three  other  allied  genera,  Gasteria,  Haworthia,  and  Apicra, 
have  their  stamens  included. 

Costus  Boot. 

The  next  drug  is  a  sample  of  genuine  Costus  Root. 
Although  but  little  finds  its  way  to  this  country  it  is  a  staple 
article  of  commerce  of  the  East.  Like  most  of  the  drugs  sold 
in  Oriental  bazaars,  the  botanical  source  was  long  doubtful ; 
it  has  been  determined,  however,  that  it  is  the  root  of  a  com- 
posite plant,  Aplotaxis  auriculata.  It  is  cultivated  in  Kashmir, 
whence  it  is  distributed  over  the  whole  of  India  and  China. 
The  quantity  produced  in  one  year  exceeds  two  million  pounds. 
The  root  is  dug  up  when  the  sap  begins  to  descend,  and  is 
carefully  dried  in  the  sun.  It  has  a  peculiar  odour,  with  a 
warm  aromatic  taste.  Although  great  curative  properties  are 
attributed  to  it  in  the  East,  it  appears  to  be  a  simple  carmi- 
native and  stimulant.  China  absorbs  the  greater  part  of 
this  root  for  use  as  incense.  There,  under  the  name  of 
"  pac  hak,"  it  is  burned  in  enormous  quantities  in  every  "  joss 
house,"  and  in  that  abode  of  ritual,  no  ceremony,  civil  or  reli- 
gious, is  complete  without  the  smouldering  Costus. 
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Falsified  Drugs  on  the  Maeket. 

I  have  now  to  mention  a  few  substitutions,  and  one  or  two 
cases  of  deliberate  adulteration,  by  the  producers.  The  first 
is  a  specimen  of  bark  which  was  offered  for  sale  as  cinchona, 
and  failing  to  find  a  purchaser  in  that  role,  was  afterwards 
put  up  as  angustura.  A  glance  will  show  that  it  is  neither. 
It  is,  however,  the  bark  of  a  tree  closely  allied  to  the  cin- 
chonas, viz.,  Stenostomum  acutatum,  the  false  quinine  bark. 
Its  chemical  properties  do  not  appear  to  have  been  investi- 
gated. I  now  call  attention  to  two  grossly  sophisticated 
samples  of  "  scammony  gum."  The  first  is  soft,  of  about  the 
consistence  of  pill  mass,  but  has  the  peculiar  smell  of  scam- 
mony very  markedly.  It  contains  but  1  per  cent,  of  ether- 
soluble  resin,  and  is  composed  almost  entirely  of  mucila- 
ginous and  extractive  matter.  It  is  probably  an  extract  pre- 
pared from  the  root  after  the  removal  of  the  resin. 

The  second  sample  is  much  harder,  breaks  with  a  con- 
choidal  fracture,  and  has  little  or  no  smell.  This  contains 
even  less  than  the  preceding,  since  ether  dissolves  only 
0-6  per  cent,  of  resinous  matter.  It  is  partially  soluble  in 
cold  water,  entirely  so  in  hot ;  the  latter  solution  gelatinises 
on  cooling.  This  sample  of  scammony  consists  of  a  mixture 
of  mucilaginous  matter  and  starch. 

The  next  two  samples  of  saffron  are  both  sophisticated. 
In  fact,  the  first  consists  entirely  of  the  florets  of  the  mari- 
gold carefully  manipulated  and  dyed,  so  that  the  fraud  might 
easily  succeed  upon  a  careless  purchaser.  The  true  nature 
of  the  imposture  is  at  once  made  evident  upon  macerating 
the  "  saffron "  in  water.  I  have  here  some  of  these  florets 
dried  and  mounted.  They  even  show  the  characteristic 
forked  stigma,  and  I  have  come  across  one  or  two  tubular- 
disc  florets  as  well.  The  sediment  which  fell,  on  standing, 
from  this  infusion  was  almost  entirely  composed  of  pollen 
grains  of  the  shape  peculiar  to  the  composites.  The  dye 
used  is  said  to  be  dinitrocresylate  of  sodium.  It  is  possible 
that  it  may  be  used  to  heighten  the  colour  of  inferior  saffron 
as  well  as  to  dye  the  florets  or  stamens  of  other  plants. 
Since  it  is  soluble  in  benzole,  whereas  polychroit,  the  colour- 
ing matter  of  saffron,  is  insoluble,  its  presence  in  a  sample 
may  be  easily  detected.  If  10  grains  are  infused  in  1  oz.  of 
hot  water  for  half  an  hour,  then  strained,  and  shaken  with 
2  or  3  drachms  of  benzole,  the  latter  should  separate  out 
almost  colourless  on  standing. 

The  other  sample  is  genuine  saffron,  but  it  has  undergone 
the  process  of  "  dressing "  to  increase  its  weight.  The 
mineral  matter  used  in  this  case  is  sulphate  of  lime.  This 
fraud  may  be  easily  detected  by  the  "  infusion  "  method. 

A  small-leaved  herb,  looking  somewhat  like  a  dried  heath, 
was  imported  from  the  Cape,  and  was  offered  as  a  new  kind 
of  buchu.  It  is  closely  allied  to  the  Barosma,  being  the 
Agathosma  melaleucoides.  You  will  notice  that  it  exhales  a 
peculiar  aromatic  odour,  which  has  earned  for  it  the  name 
"  Agathosma "  (sweet  smelling),  not  that  I  consider  that 
Barosma  deserves  its  name,  for  freshly-imported  buchu  is  far 
from  "  heavy "  smelling.  It  appears  that  the  Hottentot 
ladies  are  of  this  opinion.  It  is  said  that  they  rub  themselves 
with  the  leaves  of  the  plant,  and  that,  excepting  this  fragrant 
odour,  they  wear  little  else.  The  genus  Barosma  is  dis- 
tinguished from  Agathosma  by  the  following  characters. 
Leaves  generally  opposite,  flat,  and  flowers  axillary,  whereas 
in  Agathosma  the  leaves  are  rarely  opposite,  and  the  flowers 
never  axillary.  There  are  over  one  hundred  species  of 
Agathosma  native  to  the  Cape.  The  natives  use  them  in 
infusions,  as  diuretics,  and  expectorants. 

Blackboy  Gum. 

I  have  only  one  more  specimen  of  vegetable  drugs  to  bring 
before  you.  This  is  a  sample  of  the  gum  resin  of  Xanthorrea 
hastllis,  a  plant  of  the  natural  order  Liliacas.  It  is  used  as 
an  application  to  wounds  in  Australia,  where  it  is  known  as 
"  Blackboy  Gum."  It  somewhat  resembles  very  yellow 
benzoin  in  appearance,  and  is  said  to  contain  cinnamic  and 
benzoic  acids.  The  inflorescence  of  the  plant  is  curious,  and 
deserves  notice.  It  consists  of  a  very  long,  closely-aggregated 
spike  of  perianths,  so  closely  crowded  together  on  a  long 
primary  axis  that  the  arrangement  looks  like  a  huge 
bulrush. 

Turtle  Oil. 

I  have  one  specimen  from  the  animal  kingdom.  It  is 
turtle  oil,  a  product  of  various  species  of  Chelonia.    In  the 


tropics  it  is  largely  used  in  wasting  diseases  where  cod 
liver  oil  is  exhibited  in  this  country.    In  some  parts  it  i 
even  preferred  to  cod-liver  oil,  and  is  said  to  be  more  easil 
digested.    This  sample  was  obtained  from  the  Seychelle 
Islands,  and  is  produced,  I  believe,  by  Chelonia  riridis.  ] 
has  a  peculiar  odour,  and  a  taste  something  like  rancid  be< 
"  dripping."    I  believe  the  oil  is  chiefly  obtained  from  tli 
female  turtles  which  come  on  shore  to  deposit  their  egg 
They  are  either  despatched  by  blows  with  a  club,  or  ai 
turned  over  on  their  backs,  for  when  once  in  this  positic 
they  cannot  right  themselves — hence  the  nautical  expressic 
of  "  turning  turtle."    As  many  as  fifty  turtles  may  thus  1 
captured  by  two  or  three  persons  in  a  few  hours.    A  larj 
turtle  will  yield  about  30  pints  of  oil,  which  is  used  as  i 
article  of  food  and  as  an  illuminating  agent,  as  well  as  f 
medicinal  purposes.    The  flesh  of  the  turtle  is  salted  ai 
dried  in  the  same  manner  as  we  salt  cod  or  dry  herrings,  j  j 
this  state  it  is  largely  consumed  by  the  natives,  and  export 
to  neighbouring  countries. 

Tellurium  in  Bismuth. 

Lastly,  I  have  specimens  of  subcarbonate  and  subnitr, 
of  bismuth,  both  containing  traces  of  tellurium.  The  samj 
of  subnitrate  contains  about  0-076  per  cent.,  the  subcarbon; 
about  0'05  per  cent. 

As  complaints  with  bismuth  are  not  infrequent,  it  may 
useful  to  recapitulate  the  method  by  which  this  unpleas. 
impurity  may  be  detected.  A  fair  quantity  (I  use  50  gran 
to  approximately  estimate  the  tellurium  present)  is  dissoi 
in  excess  of  hydrochloric  acid,  and,  if  the  salt  is  the  s 
nitrate,  heat  until  all  the  nitric  acid  is  driven  off,  restor 
the  hydrochloric  acid  which  evaporates.  To  this  acid  liq 
add  an  equal  volume  or  more  of  a  saturated  solution  of  i 
phite  of  sodium,  and  allow  it  to  stand  for  at  least  twenty-!' 
hours.  If  tellurium  is  present  it  will  slowly  be  redm, 
appearing  first  as  a  reddish  cloud,  and  finally  as  a  black 
cipitate.  This  precipitate  may  be  collected  on  a  tared  fil, 
dried  at  a,  low  temperature,  and  weighed.  The  tests  for 
element  are  that  it  sublimes,  giving  a  reddish  sublimate  I 
burns  with  a  blue  flame,  evolving  a  most  peculiar  od. 
Fused  with  an  alkali  it  gives  a  reddish  brown  compoi , 
which  evolves  a  fetid  and  unmistakable  odour  with  hy- 
chloric  acid.  Three  milligrammes  of  this  precipitate  gavi 
markedly  unpleasant  onionlike  taste  in  the  mouth  for  sjf 
hours  after  taking  the  dose. 

Zinc  is  the  only  metal  which  is  precipitated  by  nas  i 
S02  under  similar  circumstances,  so  that  its  absence  from  e 
sample  must  be  ensured  before  applying  the  above  test.

In  conjunction  with  the  bile  and  succus  entericus  it  facili- 
tates the  absorption  of  the  fats  when  emulsified  by  moisten- 
ing  the  walls  of  the  intestines  with  an  alkaline  fluid.  Fur  it 
is  proved  that  fatty  matter  passes  more  readily  through  an 
animal  membrane  moistened  by  alkaline  fluid  than  when 
moistened  with  distilled  water. 

Succus  entericus  is  a  fluid  secreted  by  the  numerous  small 
tubular  glands  that  open  everywhere  on  to  the  surface  of  the 
intestine  (Bommer's  glands  and  Lieberkuhn's  glands).  It  is 
difficult  to  isolate,  and  therefore  our  information  on  this  is 
not  very  perfect.  It  appears  to  convert  proteids  into  pep- 
tones, starch  into  dextrin  and  dextrose,  cane  sugar  into  grape 
sugar. 

In  the  stomach  and  small  intestine  the  nitrogenous  parts 
of  the  food  are  converted  into  peptones  by  the  gastric  juice 
and  pancreatic  secretion.  They  are  then  dissolved,  and  arc 
readily  absorbed  through  the  walls  of  the  liningmembrane  of  the 
intestinal  canal  into  the  blood-vessels,  owing  to  the  peptones 
being  highly  diffusible.  By  the  blood-vessels  they  are  carried 
directly  to  the  liver,  where  they  undergo  a  further  process  of 
elaboration,  and  are  passed  on  into  the  general  blood-current 
to  fulfil  their  duty  of  maintaining  the  body. 

The  amyloids,  starches,  and  allied  substances  arc  converted 
into  grape  sngar  by  the  saliva  and  pancreatic  secretion,  and 
dissolved ;  are  also  readily  absorbed  by  the  blood-vessels, 
carried  to  the  liver,  converted  by  the  liver  into  a  substance 
called  "  glycogen,"  which  is  stored  in  the  liver  till  required, 
then  reconverted  into  grape  sugar,  and  discharged  little  by 
little  into  the  general  blood-current.  In  various  organs  and 
tissues  of  the  body  it  undergoes  combustion  with  oxygen, 
thus  maintaining  the  temperature  of  the  body. 

The  fatty  constituents  of  food  are  reduced  to  an  emulsion 
by  the  action  of  the  bile  and  pancreatic  juice.  In  this  state 
they  pass  into  the  lacteals,  thence  through  a  series  of 
lymphatic  glands  to  the  thoracic  duct,  undergoing  a  further 
process  of  elaboration,  and  are  discharged  into  the  general 
blood-current. 

When  the  food  passes  out  of  the  small  intestines  it  has 
many  of  the  characters  of  the  faeces  in  colour  and  odour, 
but  being  alkaline  in  reaction,  and  more  or  less  fluid.  In 
the  large  intestines  the  process  of  absorption  is  continued  till 
the  contents  assume  the  solid  consistence,  and  become 
moulded  to  the  shape  of  the  bowels.  The  fluid  nature  of  the 
evacuations  after  some  purgatives  is  due  to  their  being 
hurried  along  the  large  intestine  before  the  fluids  are 
absorbed :  in  other  cases  it  is  owing  partly  to  this  and  partly 
to  an  exudation  of  fluid  from  the  blood-vessels  into  the 
intestine. 

The  fasces  constitute  the  refuse  of  the  food  material,  which 
passes  away  from  the  boweL  They  amount  to  about  8  oz. 
daily,  and  consist  of  about  two-thirds  water,  the  remainder 
being  insoluble  residue  of  food,  starch  grains,  woody  tissues, 
particles  of  cartilage  and  fibrous  tissues,  phosphate  of 
magnesium,  phosphate  of  lime,  and  traces  of  iron,  soda, 
lime,  and  silica.  The  colour  is  due  to  a  certain  amount  of 
bile. 

There  are  also  certain  matters  excreted,  such  as  excretin, 
stercorin.  The  odour  depends  upon  two  substances, 
napthilamine  and  indol,  formed,  being  the  products  of  an 
advanced  degree  of  the  action  of  trypsin,  a  ferment  of  the 
pancreatic  secretion,  upon  proteids  (albuminoids). 

The  movement  of  the  food  along  the  intestines  is  effected 
by  the  wave-like  contraction  of  the  muscular  walls,  and, 
when  these  are  unnaturally  violent,  they  j^roduce  audible 
sounds,  named  "  borborygine."

Do  not  pitch  it  into  the 
waste  basket,  or  hand  it  to  the  office  boy  to  kindle  fires  with, 
as  the  most  disastrous  results  will  follow,  inasmuch  as  the 
catalogue  is  dipped  in  a  solution  of  dynamite,  the  most 
powerful  explosive  known.  Hang  it  up  in  a  cool,  dry  place 
over  your  desk,  and,  after  a  few  days'  exposure  to  the  air,  its 
dangerous  properties  will  disappear,  and  it  can  be  burned  like 
any  other  catalogue.  P.S. — Most  firms  do  their  heavy  lying

Falsification  of  Saffron. 

A  FEW  days  ago  my  attention  was  drawn  to  a  yellow  powder 
at  the  bottom  of  a  shop-bottle  containing  saffron.  The 
abundance  of  the  powder  in  proportion  to  the  saffron, 
together  with  its  weight,  induced  me  to  make  a  thorough 
examination  of  it,  and  as  I  have  not  met  with  similar  results 
(possibly  owing  to  defective  indices)  my  notes  may  be  of 
interest.  For  the  purpose  of  comparison,  10  grains  of  a  very 
fine  sample  of  saffron,  recently  purchased,  were  incinerated 
in  a  platinum  crucible.  The  ash  obtained  weighed  '5  grain, 
equalling  5  per  cent.  The  process  was  repeated,  with  an 
exactly  similar  result.  This  corresponds  with  the  statement 
in  the  Pharmacopoeia,  which  gives  "  5  to  6  per  cent."  as  the 
ash  of  genuine  saffron.  Ten  grains  were  then  placed  under 
a  bell-jar  and  allowed  to  dry  at  the  ordinary  temperature 
until  the  weight  became  constant ;  the  loss  was  found  to  be 
■25  grain,  thus  bringing  up  the  ash  of  a  thoroughly  dry 
specimen  to  5-12  per  cent. 

The  suspected  saffron  was  very  dry,  but  there  was  nothing 
in  the  colour  to  indicate  the  presence  of  mineral  matter ; 
there  was  no  effervescence  perceptible  on  the  addition  of 
HC1,  either  in  the  saffron  or  the  powder,  proving  absence  of 
CaCo3 ;  10  grains  of  the  saffron,  freed  as  much  as  possible 
from  powder  by  shaking  and  rubbing,  yielded  2  grains, 
equalling  20  per  cent.,  of  ash,  showing  14  88  per  cent,  of 
adulteration,  even  when  freed  from  all  loose  powder,  as  com- 
pared with  a  dry  specimen  of  pure  saffron. 

Ten  grains  of  the  loose  powder  (containing  a  small  quan- 
tity of  saffron)  were  then  incinerated,  and  yielded  6-5  grains 
of  ash,  the  bulk  of  which  was  insoluble  in  boiling  HN03,  and 
gave  the  characteristic  flames  of  barium.  An  attempt  to 
ascertain  the  exact  nature  of  the  ash  from  a  further  10  grains 
of  powder  was  frustrated  by  an  unfortunate  accident,  resulting 
in  the  loss  of  the  whole. 

The  remaining  saffron  and  powder  were  then  incinerated, 
and  the  ash  analysed,  with  results  as  given  below.  This 
ash,  of  course,  contains  a  proportion  of  normal  ash,  but  the 
source  of  adulteration  is  proved  beyond  doubt.

It  is,  of  course,  impossible  to  accurately  estimate  the 
amount  of  adulteration,  but  I  think  it  may  safely  be  set ; 
down  at  from  25  to  30  per  cent.  I  regret  that  I  did  not  first 
of  all  make  a  microscopical  examination,  for,  although  a  i 
large  quantity  of  the  powder  must  have  fallen  off,  still  suffi- 
cient was  left  on  to  have  been  indicated  by  the  microscope. 
Both  these  samples  were  from  houses  of  the  highest  stand- 
ing, and  in  each  case  the  top  market  price  was  paid,  the 
adulterated  specimen  costing  50s.  some  few  months  back, 
and  the  pure  46s.  per  lb.  in  January.  Another  proof  is  thus 
afforded  that  neither  the  price  paid  nor  the  reputation  of  the 
wholesale  house  is  at  all  times  a  sufficient  guarantee  of 
genuineness.

A  New  Test  foe  Adulteration  of  Olive  Oil. 

The  Pliarm.  Record  of  New  York  quotes  from  French, 
journals  as  follows  : — 

"  In  view  of  the  fact  that  cotton-seed  oil  is  one  of  the  prin- 
cipal adulterants  of  olive  oil,  an  effort  is  made  to  find  some; 
test  that  will  detect  the  presence  of  the  former  in  the  latter. 
Professor  Bechi,  of  Florence,  Italy,  gives  the  following  colour 
test  as  one  of  delicacy  and  reliability : — 

"  The  test  is  a  1-per-cent.  alcoholic  solution  of  nitrate  of 
silver,  using  absolute  alcolwl.  Place  5  c.c.  of  the  suspected 
oil  in  a  glass  flask,  add  to  it  25  c.c.  of  absolute  alcohol  and

5  c.c.  of  the  test  solution  of  nitrate  of  silver,  made  as  state 
above.  The  flask  is  heated  in  a  water-bath  at  84°  C.  (direc 
flame  heat  must  not  be  used).  If  there  be  any  cotton-see 
oil  present  it  will  begin  to  darken,  the  most  minute  quantit 
serving  to  discolour,  and  the  tint  assumed  will  depend  upe 
the  amount  of  cotton-seed  oil  present. 

"  The  test  depends  upon  the  fact  that  cotton-seed  oil  wi 
reduce  the  nitrate  of  silver,  but  olive  oil  will  not.  This  redu 
tion  will  also  be  caused  by  rape-seed  oil  (colza  oil),  but  pui 
olive  oil,  he  asserts,  will  remain  without  discoloration  und 
this  test."

The  Causes  of  Some  Boiler  Explosions. 

The  Chemxltcr  Zeitung,  January  6,  1884,  gives  an  interest"] 
sketch  of  the  causes  of  some  boiler  explosions  which  occurre 
during  1882,  from  which  it  appears  that  out  of  11  case 
referred  to  in  the  report,  4  were  due  to  corrosion  of  tb 
boiler-plates  by  the  sulphurous  acid  of  the  gases  from  th 
fire,  and  1  each  was  due  to  obstruction,  too  high  tension  < 
steam  in  a  boiler  of  improper  construction,  want  of  wate 
negligence  on  the  part  of  the  attendant,  careless  make  wit 
negligence  of  the  attendant,  and  finally,  improper  material. 


The  Relative  Drying  Capacities  of  Fused  Calciu 
Chloride  and  Commercial  Sulphuric  AciD.t 

Dr.  E.  Fleischer  has  found  that  fused  calcium  chloride 
but  a  poor  siccative  for  an  exsiccator.  An  hygrometer  place 
in  an  exsiccator  charged  with  fused  calcium  chloride,  wluc 
at  the  beginning  of  the  experiment  showed  62  per  cent.  ( 
moisture,  indicated  after  two  hours  31  per  cent.,  after  a  f urthi 
two  hours  25  per  Cent.,  and  after  a  further  six  hours  21  pi 
cent.

18  per  cent.,  and  within  a  total  space  of  one  hour  and  te 
minutes  the  whole  of  the  moisture  in  the  exsiccator  wsi 
absorbed. 


Determination  of  Calcium  and  Sulphuric  Acid] 
in  Citric  and  Tartaric  AciDs.f 
Professor  R.  Otto,  of  Brunswick,  finds  that  in  dete; 
mining  calcium  and  sulphuric  acid  in  citric  and  tartar 
acids  regard  must  be  had  to  the  presence  or  absence  of  sal; 
of  ammonia,  since  in  the  case  of  calcium  the  presence  ( 
ammonium  salts  hinders  its  detection  in  citric  acid,  and  assis 
its  detection  in  tartaric  acid. 

As  regards  the  detection  of  sulphuric  acid,  the  reactic 
with  barium  nitrate  in  solutions  of  both  citric  and  tartar 
acids  is  much  sharper  in  the  absence  of  salts  of  ammonium.

Apothcker  Rudolph  Eck  claims  to  have  discovered  a 
itable  process  whereby  the  essential  oils  above  mentioned 
ay  be  obtained  in  a  perfectly  pure  state,  and  completely 
>e  from  prussic  acid,  with  a  loss  of  36  per  cent,  of  crude  oil. 
Ten  parts  of  crude  oil  are  mixed  with  6  parts  of  slaked 
ne  and  3  parts  of  ferrous  sulphate,  and  a  very  powerful 
of  steam,  at  a  temperature  of  140°  C,  passed  into  the 
xture. 

The  opciation  should  be  carried  out  as  quickly  as  possible 
reduce  the  products  of  decomposition  to  a  minimum,  for 
i  ticli  reason  the  steam  must  be  under  pressure.

Blue  or  Yellow^Gi.ass'Bottles  for  I'm  arm  aceftical 
Preparations. 

Dr.  P.  Molnar,  Apothcker,  Buda-Pest,  has  put  to  spectro- 
scopic proof  the  question  that  lias  been  long  debuted,  whet  her 
the  blue  glass  bottles  so  constantly  used  in  pharmacies  pro- 
tect their  contents  from  the  chemical  action  of  light.  Be 
found  that  the  blue  or  cobalt  glass  allowed  to  pass  part  of 
the  red  rays  of  sunlight,  and  all  the  blue  and  violet.  The 
yellowish-brown  bottle-glass  permitted  the  passage  of  the  red 
and  orange  rays  only,  the  green,  blue,  and  violet  rays  being 
completely  stopped.  A  second  experiment  was  made  with 
chloride  of  silver  paper.  A  piece  of  paper  was  taken,  a  third 
covered  with  cobalt  glass,  a  third  with  the  brown  glass,  a 
third  left  unprotected,  and  the  whole  exposed  to  the  sun- 
light. After  ten  minutes  it  was  found  that  the  part  covered 
by  the  blue  glass  was  almost  as  much  darkened  as  that  left, 
uncovered,  while  the  discoloration  had  not  yet  begun  under 
the  brown  glass.  It  is  well  known  that  blue,  violet,  and 
ultra-violet  rays  are  the  most  active  chemically,  and  these 
experiments  show  that  the  blue  glass  bottles  now  in  use  are 
best  adapted  for  promoting  chemical  action  in  their  contents. 
The  details  are  published  in  the  Gyogysz.  Hetilap.

THE    PRIVY    COUNCIL,    AND  THE 
PHARMACY  BILL. 

After  just  a  year's  consideration,  or,  at  least,  possession, 
the  views  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council,  as  formulated 
their  draft  Bill  for  the  amendment  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts 
Lords  of  ■  the  Privy  Council  have  announced  their  intend 
concerning  it.  On  February  13  the  secretary  of  the  Pli 
maceutical  Council  wrote  to  ask  their  Lordships  to  grant 
interview  in  reference  to  the  Bill,  and  almost  by  return 
post  received  an  answer,  saying,  in  effect,  though  with 
usual  official  politeness,  that  the  Lord  President  had 
intention  of  assuming  responsibility  for  the  extraordin 
Bill  which  the  Council  had  submitted  to  him  in  response 
his  suggestion  that  they  should  formulate  their  views 
respect  of  the  sale  of  poisons.  That,  having  found  the  pb 
maceutical  advice  so  impracticable,  he  would  not  trou 
them  for  any  more  of  it,  but  would  produce  his  own  Bill,; 
then,  if  they  cared  to  do  so,  they  might  come  in  deputat 
and  make  their  observations. 

The  answer  of  the  Lord  President  of  the  Privy  C'oun 
which  we  have  ventured  thus  to  interpret,  is  natural!, 
bitter  humiliation  to  the  gentlemen  who  only  a  year  i 
plumed  themselves  on  being,  as  one  of  them  expressed 
".the  co-ordinate  power  with  the  Government  in  impos 
fresh  legislation.''  That  they  fully  deserve  the  rebuff 
however,  abundantly  evident  to  everybody  outside  of  th 
own  immediate  circle.  We  have  several  times  pointed  i 
that  by  their  unreasonable  introduction  of  a  number  of  clan 
intended  to  carry  out  their  various  academic  fancies,  tl 
were  imperilling  the  golden  opportunity  which  had  bi 
presented  to  them.  There  cannot  now  be  much  doubt  tl 
if  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  had  last  year  responded 
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the  request  of  the  Privy  Council  in  ;i  simple  business-like 
manner,  the  Bill  would  have  been  introduced  into  Parliament 
last  session,  and  would  have  very  likely  run  through  its 
various  stages  with  but  little,  if  any,  friction.  The  eagerness 
to  improve  the  occasion  for  the  benefit  of  Bloomsbury 
Square  destroyed  the  chance,  and  left  the  Council  in  the 
position  of  the  dog  in  the  fable  who  dropped  Ins  one  piece  of 
substantial  meat  for  the  chance  of  getting  a  second  piece, 
which  he  thought  he  saw  within  his  reach. 

En  point  of  fact,  the  statesmanship  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council  has  broken  down.  If  their  policy  had  haply  suc- 
ceeded, their  self-congratulations  would  have  been  warm  and 
loud.  Their  policy  has  failed,  however,  and  they  must  be 
willing  to  accept  the  consequent  mortification  and  disgrace. 
Spiteful  allusions  to  Her  Majesty's  Government  as  "  amateur 
legislators,"  and  glorification  of  the  Council  as  the  only 
genuine  authorities,  such  as  are  indulged  in  by  the  Council's 
own  organ,  may  be  satisfactory  to,  themselves,  but  are  not 
[much  calculated  to  impress  outsiders. 

One  other  matter  deserves  notice.  When  Mr.  Carteighe 
says  that  he  has  no  reason  to  believe  that  the  Government 
lisapproves  of  the  clauses  dealing  with  the  organisation  of 
he  Society,  his  language  approaches  within  a  measurable 
listance  of  inaccuracy.  It  is  perfectly  well  known  that  the 
•epresentative  of  the  Privy  Council,  Dr.  Greenhow,  distinctly 
ipposes  those  clauses,  and  of  course  the  Privy  Council  looks 
lit  pharmaceutical  matters  through  his  spectacles. 

We  are  not  particularly  grieved  to  part  company  with  the 
(Council's  aborted  Bill.    For  the  sake  of  general  union  the 
riticism  of  it  has  been  gentler  than  it  deserved,  but  it  has 
lot  been  much  liked,  and  its  clause  creating  a  schedule  of 
loisonous  articles  was  calculated  to  inflict  serious  injury  on 
|  he  trade  in  the  future.    The  Government  Bill  will  no  doubt 
e  drafted  without  any  special  regard  for  pharmaceutical 
iterests  directly  ;  but  it  will  no  doubt  be  on  the  lines  of  the 
revious  Sale  of  Poisons  Acts.    One  of  the  chief  objects  of 
le  Bill  will  be  to  provide  against  the  sale  of  poisons  dis- 
iiised  as  patent  medicines.    The  Bill,  if  it  do  anything,  must 
ctend  the  monopoly  of  pharmacists,  and  it  is  very  likely  some 
larantees  of  safety  in  respect  to  the  storage  and  dispensing 
,.  poisonous  preparations  will  be  demanded.    In  our  opinion 
larmacists  will  be  wise  in  working  heartily  with  the  Govern- 
ent  in  this  direction,  with  the  view  of  making  such  provi- 
:  )ns  as  workable  as  possible.  One  point  must  be  insisted  on, 
mely,  the  rectification  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  where  it  was 
own  to  be  defective  by  the  decision  in  the  House  of  Lords, 
would  be  absurd  to  propose  more  restrictions,  and  yet  leave 
wer  to  evade  all  provisions  by  the  simple  device  of  getting 
;  «'en  persons  to  subscribe  a  shilling  each  towards  a  limited 
•  inpany. 


THE    BANKRUPTCY   ACT,  1883. 

'  E  modified  form  taken  by  the  announcements  in  the 
zette  suggests  a  few  words  to  recall  the  course  of  the 
]  'Ceedings  under  the  Bankruptcy  Act,  1883.  In  the  |first 
1;  ce  a  petition  is  presented  to  the  Court  by  either  a  creditor 
I  the  debtor.  If  a  creditor  presents  it  the  alleged  debtor 
1  a  chance  of  proving  that  it  is  frivolous.  If  he  does  this 
t  proceedings  fall  through.  If  he  fails  to  do  this,  or  if  he 
I  sents  the  petition  himself,  a  "  receiving  order  "  is  granted 
vring  the  estate  in  the  hands  of  the  official  receiver.  A 
•dje  is  fixed  for  his  public  examination,  when  he  must  be 
■  e  mined  on  oath  by  the  official  receiver  as  to  the  conduct  of 
h,  business ;  also  by  the  trustee,  if  appointed ;  while  any 
I  litor  who  has  proved,  or  the  Court,  may  join  in  the 
■c^aiination.  A  meeting  of  creditors  is  also  called,  at  which 
•Hi-  be  passed  a  resolution  to  entertain  a  proposal  for  com- 
/P  tion,  or  scheme  of  arrangement. 


If  the  creditors  at  the  first  meeting  fail  to  form  a  quorum, 
or  resolve  on  bankruptcy,  or  pass  no  resolution,  or  if  no 
composition  or  scheme  is  agreed  on  within  the  prescribed 
time,  the  debtor  is  adjudged  bankrupt.  Thi-  meeting  maj 
be  held  before  the  public  examination,  so  thai  a  debtor  maj 
be  adjudged  a  bankrupt  before  he  has  been  examined.  The 
public  examination  must  not,  be  finally  closed  till  the  first, 
meeting  has  been  held. 

One  (lazcttc  in  February  contained  two  notices,  interesting 
from  the  long  period  covered  by  the  proceedings  they  re  - 
ferred to.  In  one  case  a  dividend  of  20a.  in  the  pound  and 
interest  is  announced  in  the  estate  of  a  drysalter  and  mer- 
chant who  was  made  a  bankrupt  in  1847.  The  simple  interest 
at  5  per  cent,  for  the  thirty-seven  years  would  amount  to  33x. 
on  each  sovereign,  but  very  few  of  the  original  creditors  will' 
be  alive  to  receive  it.  The  other  case  was  that  of  a  firm  of 
corn  factors  and  dealers  who  were  made  bankrupts  in  1825, 
just  under  sixty  years  ago.  Here  the  sixth  dividend  is  an- 
nounced of  l.v.  \§\<1. ;  no  hint  is  given  that  it  is  final,  so  the 
proceedings  must  still  be  going  on. 

Still  another  and  far  less  creditable  case  is  that  of  a 
gentleman,  made  bankrupt  in  1875,  where  a  first  and  final 
dividend  is  just  declared  of  3^/.  in  each  pound. 

A  most  remarkable  result  of  the  new  Act  is  that  the 
number  of  failures  has  dropped  suddenly  to  an  eighth  of 
those  that  occurred  last  year.  Whether  this  improvement 
will  be  permanent,  or  whether  it  is  caused  by  want  of  fami- 
liarity with  the  new  proceedings  and  the  consequent  dread 
of  them,  only  time  will  prove.  If  it  is  to  be  the  normal  con- 
dition of  things,  then  the  year  1883  will  have  seen  the  birth  of 
the  most  remarkable  modern  change  in  methods  of  business. 


THE    QUININE  MARKET. 

Whatever  may  be  the  true  history  of  the  late  unlamented 
quinine  syndicate,  it  is  certain  that  the  trade  and  the  public 
generally  are  to  be  congratulated  on  its  untimely  dissolution. 
When  the  manufacture  of  a  staple  of  commerce  is  in  a  few 
hands  there  is  always  a  temptation  towards  combination 
with  a  view  of  establishing  an  artificial  rate  of  profit.  On 
this  occasion  it  is  doubtful  whether  the  ring  had  been  com- 
pletely formed,  but  certainly  some  negotiations  had  been 
entered  into,  and  a  good  deal  of  money  had  been  sunk  in  the 
effort  to  buy  up  a  large  proportion  of  the  floating  stock  so  as 
to  pave  the  way  for  the  standard  price.  It  seems,  likely, 
however,  that  the  promoters  of  the  scheme,  who  are  under- 
stood to  have  been  some  of  the  foreign  makers,  had  under- 
estimated the  quantity  of  quinine  held  in  second  hands  both 
in  Kurope  and  America.  Over-production  had  been  going  on 
for  some  time,  and  at  each  fresh  fall  small  speculators  came 
in  and  stocked  themselves.  Agents  for  the  syndicate,  how- 
ever, bought  largely,  both  here  and  in  New  York,  and  in 
many  quarters  the  permanence  of  the  agreement  was  confi- 
dently asserted.  In  our  own  trade  report,  however,  doubts 
as  to  this  permanence  were  freely  expressed,  and  the  tumble 
came  sooner  than  was  anticipated.  The  bark  growers  and 
dealers  naturally  objected  to  an  arrangement  which  would 
have  checked  consumption,  and  in  the  profits  on  which  they 
would  have  had  no  share.  It  is  possible  that  their  discontent, 
which  was  not  to  be  despised,  had  some  influence,  and  it 
seems  to  be  understood  that  the  makers,  even  if  they  had  all 
given  their  conditional  adhesion  to  the  plan,  consented  to  it 
with  varying  degrees  of  cordiality.  Whether  the  disagree- 
ment came  about  on  principle  or  policy  has  not  been  proved, 
but  it  occurred  coincidently  with  the  attempt  to  unload  some 
of  the  superfluous  stock  controlled  by  the  syndicate.  For 
some  reason,  which  is  more  their  own  business  than  anyone 
else's,  Messrs.  Howards  saw  fit  to  strike  at  this  moment,  and 
they  did  so  most  effectively.    By  a  sudden  reduction  of 
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Is.  Gd.  per  oz.  just  after  an  auction"  of  ;  10,000  oz.  of  a  foreign 
make  had  been  announced,  they  no  doubt  reduced  the  pro- 
ceeds of  that  auction  by  something  between  500Z.  and  1,000/., 
and,  of  course,  they  shattered  the  combination  at  the  same 
moment.  The  quinine  put  up  sold  at  5s.  to  5s.  3d.  per  oz., 
and  afterwards,  for  a  few  weeks,  large  quantities  of  foreign 
were  sold,  and,  to  a  great  extent,  stocked,  at  5s.  and  under. 
A  somewhat  stronger  feeling  has  been  growing  since,  and  a 
legitimate  advance  had  been  established  when  the  news 
came  of  the  destruction  of  Messrs.  Powers  &  Weightman's 
works,  in  Philadelphia,  with  a  consequent  sudden  rise  in  the 
price  of  quinine.  In  this  rise  the  hand  of  the  speculator  was 
very  visible,  and  again  Messrs.  Howards  seem  to  have  checked 
an  upward  movement  here  by  refusing  to  be  influenced  in 
their  quotations  by  the  news. 

It  is  certainly  not  desirable,  after  such  great  efforts  have 
been  made  to  provide  an  abundant  supply  of  cinchonas,  that 
the  advantage  should  be  intercepted  by  some  six  .or  seven 
intermediaries  ;  and  though  these  cornerings  may  occasionally 
secure  a  fortune,  they  are  universally  recognised  to  be  un- 
healthy excrescences  on  trade  generally. 


ELECTRIC  LIGHTING. 

Those  who  are  interested  in  the  progress  of  electric  lighting 
and  its  applications  will  do  well  to  consult  two  admirable 
papers  on  the  subject  lately  read  before  the  Society  of  Arts, 
which  are  the  complement  the  one  to  the  other.  The  first  is 
by  Professor  Silvanus  Thompson,  on  "  Kecent  Progress  in 
Dynamo-electric  Machines. " ;  and  the  second  on  the  direct 
question  of  the  "  Progress  of  Electric  Lighting,"  by  W.  H. 
Preece.  These  contributions  to  the  literature  of  practical 
science  are  especially,  valuable,  as  in  both  cases  they  were 
from  men  who,  beyond  doubt,  are  capable  of  conveying 
reliable  information ;  and  in  these  essays  we  get  at  the  truth 
of  the  matter,  for  they  contain  not  the  slightest  indication  of 
a  wish  to  advocate  any  particular  views  or  to  praise  any  pet 
system.  On  the  contrary,  we  are  presented  not  only  with  a 
record  of  success,  but  of  failure  ;  and  the  probable  reason 
for  the  latter.  The  changes  wrought  during  the  past  fifteen 
months  are  remarkable,  and  the  advance  made  is  still  more 
striking,  as  it  has  been  achieved  in  the  face  of  great  com- 
mercial depression  by  those  whose  knowledge  and  experience 
give  them  a  deliberate  faith  in  the  future,  and  whose  efforts 
are  directed  towards  no  uncertain  end.  This  progress, 
remarks  Professor  Thompson,  is  of  the  good  and  substantial 
kind,  that  owes  nothing  to  the  excited  rush  of  Stock  Exchange 
speculations,  and  not  having  been  nurtured  at  an  un- 
healthy fever-heat,  is  destined  to  be  of  permanent  value. 

Mr.  Preece  brought  out  a  somewhat  similar  view.  Dealing 
with  commercial  applications  he  had  to  chronicle  how  pro- 
gress was  fettered  and  discredit  brought  on  the  new  system 
of  illumination  by  bubble  companies  and  the  mania  of 
speculation,  yet,  in  spite  of  such  depressing  influences,  electric 
lighting  was  a  pronounced  success.  What,  he  said,  had  proved 
a  disastrous  failure  was  electrical  company-mongering,  and 
electric-lighting  finance.  The  money-making  world  had  been 
too  eager  to  reap  the  benefit  of  the  patient  student,  the 
ingenious  inventor,  and  the  observing  engineer.  Strong 
language  was  used  by  Mr.  Preece.  The  system,  from  a  financial 
point  of  view,  had  been  disgraced  by  the  commission  of  every 
possible  crime  that  commercial  immorality  could  invent 
and  every  foolish  act  to  which  insane  speculative  mania 
could  lay  itself  open.  The  ravenous  promoter,  the  thought- 
less investor,  and  the  disappointed  speculator  had  in  turn 
appeared  upon  the  scene.  Notwithstanding,  both  in  a 
scientific  and  in  a  practical  sense,  the  new  system  had 
advanced.    In  what  a  variety  of  instances  this  had  been  the 


case,  the  object  of  his  carefully-compiled  record  was  t 
show. 

Sensible  remarks  were  made  upon  the  danger  of  entrustin 
the  lighting  of  private  dwellings  to  inexperienced  operator 
and  it  was  shown  that  dangers  which  certainly  exist  may  i 
certainly  be  overcome.  Gas,  oil,  or  candles  involve  the  us 
of  matches  and  "  are  always  in  a  condition  of  potenti: 
danger."  In  England  alone,  in  1881,  these  agents  were  to  I 
credited  with  2,041  explosions  attended  by  fatal  consequence 
The  problem  of  isolated  house  lighting,  in  the  author's  opinio: 
will  be  solved,  when  reliable,  effective,  and  economical  secom 
ary^batteries  have  been  obtained.  The  Holborn  Viaduct,  tl 
Thames  Embankment,  Waterloo  Bridge,  many  parts  of  tl. 
City — as  Ludgate  Hill,  St.  Paul's  Churchyard,  and  Cheapsid 
many  theatres,  beginning  with  the  Savoy  ;  the  chief  railw; 
stations  and  the  Law  Courts,  are  amongst  the  successes  •" 
electric  lighting.  It  was  further  stated  that  the  cost 
supplying  electricity  now  is  far  less  than  was  the  cost 
supplying  gas  in  the  early  days  of  its  introduction. 

Mr.  Preece  had  a  good  word  to  say  for  gas,  and  on  tl 
next  available  occasion  he  promised  to  give  a  chance  to  th 
mode  of  illumination.  Then  he  would  make  it  his  busine- 
to  see  what  could  be  said  in  its  favour  as  against  elect: 
lighting.  He  himself  was  a  gas  shareholder  and  was 
afraid  of  his  investment.  He  believed  that  gas  would  I 
used  as  a  motive-power  and  as  a  store  of  energy  chiefly  i I 
the  production  of  electricity. 


ARSENICAL-FLY  PAPERS, 

The  Liverpool  poisoning  cases  have  called  attention  to  t- 
sale  of  arsenical  fly-papers.  The  Registered  Chemists'  Trat 
Association  of  Liverpool  have  circularised  their 1  membe.. 
stating  that  "  it  is  believed  that  the  sale  of  these  pape.. 
except  under  restrictions  provided  in  the  Arsenic  Act,  i 
illegal.  The  local  authorities,  it  is  expected,  willital 
immediate  steps  to  put  down  such  sales."  If  sellers  of  -tho- 
papers  can  be  made  amenable  to  the  law,  surely  the  sale  ':■ 
arsenical  wall-papers,  fabrics,  and  the  like  can  be  stopp.' 
with  equal  ease. 

We  do  not  ^etsee  how  fly-papers  can  be  brought  unci 
the  Arsenic  Act.  The  interpretation  clause  says  "  the  wd 
'  arsenic '  shall  include  arsenious  acid  and  the  arsenitj- 
arsenic  acid  and  the  arseniates,  and  all  other  colour!?' 
poisonous  preparations  of  arsenic."  Fly-paper  is  oertaii? 
not  a  colourless  preparation  of  arsenic,  so,  like  orpiment  al- 
realgar,  it  is  excluded  by  implication  from  the  operation" 
the  Act. 

But  in  the  first  part  of  the' Poisons'  Schedule  to-  1 
Pharmacy  Act   occurs  the  category,    "  Arsenic-  and 
Preparations."    It  is  open  to  argument  whether  arseni 
fly-papers  are  preparations  of  arsenic.    It  might  be  urg 
that  the  paper  is  merely  a  form  of  dilution,  like*  15- 
admixture  in  vermin-killers.    On  the  other  hand,  it  seemst 
first  sight  ridiculous  to  call  them  preparations,  while  l!' 
Pharmacy  Act  certainly  does  not  give  that  word  any>extencl 
meaning. 

If  it  is  finally  settled  that  fly-papers  do  come  under  1 
operation  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  only  chemists  will  be  able 
sell  them,  and  then  only  to  known  persons  or  in  presence, 
known  witnesses ;  the  name  and  address  of  the  purchar 
must  be  entered  in  the  poison  register,  and  each  paper  .m  t 
be  labelled  poison,  and  hava  the  name  and  address  of  the  sell. 
The  practical  effect  will  be  to  drive  such  papers- out  ofn 
market,  and  the  only  parties  which  will  profit  will  be  | 
flies,  till  some  efficient  substitute  is  devised. 

This  is  not  the  only  consequence.  If  fly-papers  h 
only  be  sold  by  chemists  under  these  restrictions,  so  m 
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also  arsenical  wall-papers,  arsenical  fabrics,  arsenical  toys, 
and  arsenical  pigments,  which  means  that  they  will  not  be 
sold  at  all.  It  might  be  worth  while,  as  we  have  already 
suggested,  for  the  Committee  on  Arsenic  in  Domestic 
Materials  appointed  by  the  National  Health  Society  to  test 
the  question.  They  could  proceed  for  a  penalty  of  51.  under 
the  17th  section  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  for  every  sale  of  any 
arsenical  material.  If  they  failed  to  secure  a  conviction 
they  would  get  a  good  advertisement,  and  would  do  some- 
thing to  call  attention  to  a  subject  which  deserves  thorough 
ventilation. 

THE   ROYAL  ARMS. 

l^pfE  London,  Gazette  of  February  22  contained  the  follow- 
ing :— "  Board  of  Green  Cloth,  Buckingham  Palace,  Feb.  19, 
1884.— Notice  is  hereby  given,  that  by  Section  106  of  the 
Patent,  Design,  and  Trade-marks  Act,  1883  (46  and  47  Vic, 
cap.  57),  a  penalty  of  twenty  pounds  is  incurred  by  any  per- 
sons who,  without  proper  authority,  assume  the  Koyal  Arms 
,  with  a  view  to  lead  other  persons  to  believe  that  they  are 
employed  under  any  department  of  Her  Majesty's  Household. 
—Sydney,  Lord  Steward." 

Before  the  Act  was  passed  some  steps  were  taken  by  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council  with  a  view  of  insuring  that  the 
clause  referring  to  the  employment  of  the  Eoyal  arms  should 
not  interfere  with  its  use  on  labels.  A  certain  modification 
was  made,  but  not  by  any  means  a  satisfactory  one.  No  doubt 
it  will  be  difficult  to  prove  the  motive  of  any  person  who  may 
;have  used  the  arms  to  have  been  an  intent  to  deceive;  but 
lit  will  not  be  less  difficult  for  an  accused  person  to  prove  the 
absence  of  such  a  motive.    Anyhow,  it  would  seed  to  be  the 

■  [wisest  plan  for  the  chemists  to  let  the  Koyal  Arms  severely 
jilone.  Tradesmen  have  given  the(old  badge  a  more  extensive 
gratuitous  advertisement  than  its  innate  picturesqueness  or 
sense  deserves,  generally  out  of  a  simple  feeling  of  loyalty  ; 
rat  this  expression  of  their  attachment  to  the  throne  having 
oeen  so  ungratefully  received,  it  will  not  be  difficult  for  them 
;o  find  some  more  graceful  method  of  displaying  their 
trtistic  tendencies. 


COMBINATION    IN    THE  CAUSTIC-

neitaB       manv  months  ago  the  manufacturers   of  bleaching- 
powder  met,  and  combined  to  limit  their  output.    Till  that 
;    ime  they  were  engaged  metaphorically  in   cutting  one 
pother's  throats.    The  great  prosperity  of  a  few  years  back 
tlnticed  so  many  firms  into  the  trade,  that  when  business 
,  ;Ontracted  the  possible  production  far  exceeded  the  con- 
lumption.    The  plant  was  enormously  expensive — to  let  it  lie 
He  meant  constant  loss ;  so  that  the  least  of  the  two  evils 
;  teemed  to  be  an  endeavour  to  underbid  each  other.  Through- 
nt  1882  the  price  of  bleaching-powder  was  4s.  Qd.  and  5s.  a 
«'t.  Manufacturers  were  losing  5s.  on  every  ton  they  turned 
at.   The  price  is  now  10s.  6d.  and  lis.  a  cwt.,  and  manufac- 
Jirers  are  making  a  profit  51.  or  61.  on  every  ton. 
On  March  1st  a  very  important  meeting  of  the  caustic-soda 
"     lanufacturers  was  held  at  Liverpool.    It  was  attended  by 
tea    inkers  representing  nine-tenths  of  the  total  output.  The 
m   Utput  of  caustic  soda  for  1882  was  .  stated  to  be  between 
Proa  500  tons  and  5,000  tons ;  that  for  1883  at  2,500  tons  to 
y    000  tons.    It  was  agreed  to  form  a  combination  to  uphold 
•      ices  by  limiting  the  output,  each    manufacturer  being 
* '  ;  lowed  to  produce  a  certain  definite  quantity.    The  resolution 
™     is  to  take  immediate  effect  from  the  date  of  meeting.

THE    NEW    FRENCH  CODEX. 

During  the  past  month  the  new  edition  of  the  "  Codex 
Medicamentarius,"  or  French  Pharmacopoeia,  has  been 
published,  and  a  decree  appeared  in  the  Journal  OJiiciel  of 
February  16  rendering  its  employment  obligatory  on  all 
pharmaciens  in  French  territory  from  and  after  this  date 
(March  15). 

The  compilation  of  a  Codex  was  prescribed  in  the  celebrated 
law  of  "  Germinal,  An  XI."  (1803),  which  to  this  day  regu- 
lates the  practice  of  pharmacy  in  France.  From  then  until 
1818,  however,  the  Pharmacopeia  of  1748  continued  in  use. 
In  1818  appeared  the  first  Codex  under  the  new  law ;  the 
second  was  published  in  1837  ;  the  third  in  1867,  this  being 
the  edition  which  is  to-day  deposed. 

The  Commission  charged  with  the  production  of  the  new 
Codex  was  appointed  in  February,  1880,  and  consisted  of 
twenty-two  members.  M.  Gavarret,  the  Medical  Inspector- 
General,  was  president,  M.  Chatin,  the  Director  of  the  Paris 
School  of  Pharmacy,  vice-president.  These,  with  six  professors 
from  the  Faculty  of  Medicine,  and  six  from  the  Paris  School 
of  Pharmacy,  two  representatives  of  the  Education  Depart- 
ment, and  six  representatives  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
form  the  Commission.  M.  Chatin,  Director  of  the  School  of 
Pharmacy,  Professors  Bouchardat  and  Eegnauld,  of  the 
Faculty  of  Medicine,  and  M.  Schaeuffele,  a  member  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  are  the  only  members  of  this  Com- 
mission who  served  also  on  its  predecessor. 

The  preface  to  the  new  Codex,  signed  by  the  President  of 
the  Commission,  compares  favourably  with  that  prefixed  to 
the  Codex  of  1866,  which  bore  the  signature  of  M.  Dumas, 
which,  besides  being  of  inordinate  length,  was  just  a  little 
bombastic  in  tone,  and  rather  more  suited  for  a  magazine 
article  than  for  the  introduction  of  an  official  work.  M. 
Gavarret,  although  also  persuaded  of  the  importance  of  his 
labours,  indulges  in  rather  less  glorification  of  it,  and  limits 
himself  to  a  great  extent  to  the  much  more  useful  business  of 
summarising  the  work  that  has  been  actually  done. 

The  sections  into  which  the  Codex  is  divided  are :  (a) 
Notions  PreUnihiaires,  including  weights  and  measures  and 
several  tables ;  (b)  1st  part :  Substances  obtained  directly 
from  animals  and  vegetables  (Materia  Medica) ;  (c)  2nd  part : 
Chemical  pharmacy  ;  (d)  3rd  part :  Galenical  pharmacy  ;  (p) 
4th  part :  Veterinary  pharmacy  ;  (/)  Extracts  from  the  laws 
and  regulations  concerning  the  practice  of  pharmacy  ;  and 
(ff)  Indexes.  To  facilitate  reference  the  edges  of  the  leaves 
are  coloured  blue  for  the  chemical  and  red  for  the  galenical 
section,  and,  the  rest  being  left  white,  the  national  colours 
are  presented. 

Reserving  for  a  future  article  a  more  detailed  notice  of  the 
new  Codex,  we  shall  limit  ourselves  now  to  an  indication  of 
the  more  salient  features  of  this  important  work.  First,  we 
note  the  addition  of  the  section  of  Veterinary  Pharmacy. 
This  is  new.  The  section  contains  formulas  for  an  aloetic 
ball,  two  soothing  drinks,  several  tar  applications,  collyria, 
liniments,  blisters,  and  powders. 

In  all  sections  alphabetical  arrangement  has  been  strictly 
adhered  to. 

About  100  articles  have  been  expunged  from  the  materia 
medica,  a  great  number  of  these  being  merely  varieties  of 
the  same  drugs.  None  of  any  capital  importance  can  be 
mentioned,  and  a  good  many  more  might  have  been  swept 
out  without  any  serious  loss.  The  only  removal  we  observe 
worthy  of  note  is  socotrine  aloes,  and  it  is  explained  that 
this,  formerly  the  most  esteemed  of  the  African  aloes,  now 
only  comes  into  commerce  accidentally.  Frogs  are  no  longer 
included.  Balm  of  Gilead,  indigo,  and  palm  oil  are  also 
among  the  missing.    Among  the  new  drugs  introduced  may 
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be  named  eucalyptus,  jaborandi,  podophyllum,  sugar  of 
milk,  &c.  Coca  is  named  in  the  preface  as  a  novelty,  but  it 
appears  in  our  copy  of  the  1866  Codex. 

Under  the  chemical  section,  salicylic  acid ;  salicylates  of 
soda,  of  lithia,  and  the  basic  salt  of  quinine  ;  eserine,  with  its 
sulphate  and  hydrobromate ;  bromide,  carbonate,  citrate  of 
lithia ;  chloral ;  iodoform  ;  narceine ;  and  pilocarpine,  with 
its  nitrate  and  hydrochlorate,  are  among  the  additions ; 
while  ethiops  martial  and  ethiops  mineral,  and  a  few  other 
such  old  acquaintances,  are  dismissed. 

The  modifications  in  the  galenical  formulas  and  the  new 
ones  introduced  will  be  better  discussed  in  the  more  com- 
plete analysis  of  the  Codex  which  we  reserve  for  next  month. 
A  number  of  these  formulas  have  been  based  on  the  reports 
which  have  been  published  by  the  Society  of  Pharmacy  since 
the  issue  of  the  last  Codex. 

Artificial  mineral  waters,  as  a  class,  are  now  omitted, 
though  some  aerated  and  non-aerated  saline  solutions  are 
allowed  to  appear.  The  very  useful  section  in  the  old  Codex 
in  which  a  number  of  the  popular  formulas  of  foreign 
Pharmacopoeias  were  given  is  no  longer  added. 


BOYCOTTING    THE  WHOLESALERS. 

We  have  several  times  alluded  to  the  spirited  attacks  made 
on  the  underselling  opponents  of  the  druggists  of  New  York 
by  Mr.  Seabury,  of  that  city.  From  "  the  ragged  end  of 
pharmacy ,:'  as  he  says  himself,  he  has  seen  with  indignation 
the  approaching  ruin  of  pharmacists  by  the  "  scalpers,"  and 
he  has  worked  with  a  good  deal  of  energy  and  with  some 
self-sacrifice  to  rouse  up  those  most  interested  to  protect 
themselves.  His  original  plan  was  for  the  legitimist  phar- 
macists to  undersell  the  "  scalpers  "  till  they  had  ruined  or 
converted  them  ;  but  this  proposal  does  not  seem  to  be  the 
leading  idea  of  the  campaign  as  it  is  now  being  carried  on. 

On  February  14  an  influential  meeting  of  the  New  York 
druggists,  numbering  over  200,  was  held,  as  a  result  of  the 
agitation  started  by  Mr.  Seabury,  and  plans  drawn  up  by  an 
organising  committee  were  submitted.  First  a  preamble  was 
agreed  to.  This  recited  that  the  "  desperate  practice  of 
offering  preparations  below  the  cost  of  production "  had 
reduced  the  quality  of  therapeutic  preparations,  had  defeated 
the  object  of  the  local  pharmacy  laws,  had  also  defeated  and 
antagonised  the  treatment  and  skill  of  the  physician,  and 
had  generated  distrust. 

To  remedy  this  state  of  things  the  enforcement  and 
amendment  of  the  Pharmacy  Law  were  demanded,  but  no 
one  seemed  to  look  for  much  benefit  from  legislative  quarters. 
It  is  to  the  credit  of  the  New  York  druggists  that  they 
appreciated  the  necessity  of  helping  themselves. 

About  half  of  the  druggists  in  attendance  had  previously 
signified  their  willingness  to  organise,  fifty  more  signed  on 
invitation  of  the  chairman,  and  the  others  present  were 
estimated  as  friendly  to  the  movement.  As  an  uidication  of 
the  way  they  should  go,  Mr.  Seabury  read  a  letter  from  the 
president  of  an  association  of  druggists  at  Cincinnati.  That 
city  enjoys  the  services  of  over  200  druggists.  Before  1880 
prices  were  cut  there,  and  things  were  getting  bad  for  phar- 
macy ;  but  by  persuasion  and  hard  work  all  these  druggists 
had  been  induced  to  join  the  Association,  guaranteeing  to 
maintain  a  certain  fixed  rate  of  charges,  and  to  pay  a  fine  of 
#75  in  case  of  violation.  Since  May  1, 1880,  when  the  agree- 
ment came  into  force,  only  two  cases  of  violation  of  the  terms 
had  been  heard  of — both  were  unintentional,  and  in  both 
cases  the  fines  were  paid  !  The  Cincinnati  agreement,  which 
has  produced  such  marvellous  results,  was  not  given  at  the 
meeting,  but  we  presume  that  adopted  by  the  New  York 
druggists  was  of  a  similar  nature.    With  almost  too  easy 


unanimity  the  scheme  drawn  up  was  ratified.  First  a 
association,  with  president,  secretary,  and  executive  con] 
mitttee,  was  created.  Then  the  articles  of  agreement  set  fort 
below  were  submitted. 

We,  the  undersigned  pharmacists  and  druggists  of  New  York,  herel 
agree  and  bind  ourselves  to  adhere  in  good  faith  to  the  scale  of  prices  r 
proprietary  medicines  and  preparations  which  shall  be  adopted  by  the  Nej 
York  Druggists'  Union,  and  to  insist  that  the  business  of  selling  sue 
articles  to  the  consumer  belongs  to  pharmacists  and  druggists,  and  to  the 
only. 

We  also  agree  and  bind  ourselves  not  to  buy  any  goods  from  any  hou 
which  sells  to  a  dealer  who  violates  the  aforesaid  scale  of  prices.  Keith 
will  we  buy  from  any  house  or  firm,  local  or  foreign,  which,  after  havii, 
been  notified,  continues  to  sell  to  such  dealer  or  dealers. 

We  further  agree  that  we  will  not  purchase  goods  of  any  wholesale  drr- 
gist,  dealer,  or  manufacturer  who  supplies  any  dealer  who  is  known  to 
underselling  Union  rates,  or  who  supplies  unorganised  druggists 
tradespeople. 

We  further  agree  not  to  buy  any  article  manufactured  by  parties  w  • 
violate  the  afore-mentioned  scale  of  rates,  or  any  article  or  articles  in  t 
sale  of  which  they  are  known  to  be  interested;  and,  further,  that  \ 
will  do  all  in  our  power  to  discourage  and  prevent  the  sale  of  su 
articles. 

We,  the  undersigned,  also  agree  that  we  will  not  sell  any  mercha 
pharmacist,  or  druggist,  any  articlcof  which  he  is  known  to  be  cutting  t 
prices. 

It  is  further  agreed  that,  in  case  any  of  the  signers  of  these  articles 
agreement  shall  violate  the  scale  of  prices  adopted  by  the  New  York  Dri 
gists'  Union,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  such  person  shall,  upon  convict 
forfeit  the  sum  of  twenty-five'dollars  ($25),  payable  to  the  Treasurer  of  i 
Union. 

Clearly  old  Ireland  deserves  the  glory  of  suggesting  t 
scheme.  Its  head  and  front,  lungs  and  life,  are  simply-, 
system  of  Boycotting.  There  was  a  little  discussion  abc 
the  amount  of  the  penalty,  and  another  little  one  about  is- 
date  when  the  regulations  should  come  into  force,  but  fl 
enthusiastic  members  as  usual  carried  all  before  them.  It 
51.  penalty  was  adopted,  and  March  1  was  fixed  as  the  di; 
when  the  Boycotting  was  t^o  begin.  There  were  represi- 
tatives  of  the  two  chief  wholesale  drug  firms — Schieffli,. 
and  McKesson  &  Bobbins — present,  who  had  mellifluour 
expressed  their  hearty  sympathy  with  the  trade,  but  w> 
were,  perhaps,  hardly  prepared  for  such  an  immediate  opp- 
tunity  of  showing  their  affection  practically.  They  asll 
for  one  or  two  explanations,  but  the  meeting  told  them  l 
effect,  that  their  resolutions  meant  just  what  was  expressL 
Committees  were  formed  charged  with  arranging  details,  :i 
bringing  in  the  remaining  800  or  900  druggists  of  the  c:,. 
and  the  meeting  broke  up  confident  of  victory. 


MILK    OF  SULPHUR. 

It  will  be  seen  from  our  legal  reports  that  the  Chemists  id 
Druggists'  Trade  Association  has  again  been  called  upoio- 
defend  a  chemist  charged  with  having  sold  as  "  Milkif 
Sulphur :'  an  article  which  was  milk  of  sulphur  and  which  is 
nothing  else.  It  contained  lime ;  but  it  has  been  proved  or 
and  over  again  by  evidence  which  cannot  be  gainsaid,  that  r  k 
of  sulphur  must  contain  lime,  and,  indeed,  would  not  be  rk 
of  sulphur  if  it  did  not  contain  lime.  The  particular  featur  )f 
this  case  to  which  we  wish  to  direct  attention  is  that  ie 
analyst  on  whose  certificate  the  prosecution  was  undertau 
was  Mr.  Carter  Bell,  who  showed  in  his  evidence  thatie 
perfectly  remembered  a  case,  corresponding  exactly  with  is 
one,  which  had  been  decided  on  an  appeal  to  the  Quasr 
Sessions  of  the  same  county  as  that  in  which  this  ie 
was  tried  in  favour  of  the  defendant.  Mr.  Carter  ill 
was  the  analyst  in  both  cases.  Mr.  Carter  Bell,  it  se<fs, 
was  not  satisfied  with  the  former  decision.  That  ism 
interesting  historical  fact,  but  it  does  seem  somevat 
ludicrous  that  police  inspectors,  superintendents,  magistr;;s,. 
and  all  sorts  of  officials  should  be  led  a  fool's  dance  bec;se 
of  Mr.  Carter  Bell's  peculiar  views  on  the  great  milbf- 
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sulphur  question.  Of  course  we  know  that  it  is  no  legally- 
defined  portion  of  Mr.  Carter  Bell's  duties  to  advise  with  the 
prosecutors  as  to  the  cases  which  they  should  undertake. 
His  strict  duty  begins  and  ends  with  analysing  and  reporting 
upon  samples  submitted  to  him.  But  the  police  authorities, 
who  are  his  employers,  might  fairly  expect  from  him  a  hint 
that  they  were  advancing  to  certain  defeat.  Surely  they  do 
not  want  to  waste  the  time  and  money  of  the  public  in 
fantastic  attempts  to  change  the  meaning  of  old-established 
English  terms.  The  ratepayers  of  Cheshire,  it  seems  to  us, 
have  the  first  ground  for  complaint,  on  account  of  the  silly 
waste  of  public  money  ;  next  come  the  public  analysts,  who 
are  as  a  body  brought]  into  disrepute  by  merely  vexatious 
prosecutions  such  as  these ;  and,  lastly,  chemists  and 
druggists,  who,  apart  from  the  annoyance  incurred,  are 
not,  however,  otherwise  seriously  damaged  by  the  repeti- 
tion of  a  charge  which  can  be  so  promptly  and  completely 
answered. 


ROBBERIES    FROM  WHOLESALE 
DRUGGISTS. 

In  our  legal  reports  this  month  will  be  found  some  of  the 
details  of  two  series  of  robberies  of  drugs  and  chemicals. 
The  cases  were  beard  at  the  Central   Criminal  Court  on 

i 

successive  days,  and  the  coincidence  naturall}'  directs  atten- 
tion to  a  subject  which  must  be  regarded  very  seriously, 
especially  by  the  wholesale  drug  trade. 

The  plan  of  operation  was  very  similar  in  both  cases.  A 
dishonest  servant  takes  from  stock  goods  of  more  or  less 
value,  which  cannot  easily  be  identified,  hands  them  to  an 
outside  confederate,  who  passes  them  on  to  an  apparently 
respectable  commission  agent,  by  whom  they  are  sold  as  job 
lots,  at  very  low  prices,  to  more  or  less  scrupulous  wholesale 
houses.  In  one  case,  in  which  Messrs.  Burgoyne,  Burbidges  & 
Co.  were  the  sufferers,  the  goods  stolen  were  patent  medi- 
cines. They  were  traced  to  a  general  dealer,  who  was  paid 
5s.  a  dozen  for  all  sizes  by  a  commission  agent,  who  sold  them 
to  a  dealer  at  7s.  3d.  a  dozen  for  the  small  size  (worth  8s.  6d- 
at  the  best  wholesale  rates)  and  17s.  6d.  for  the  large  (worth 
22s.  6d.  at  the  best  terms).  The  latter  gentleman  seems  to 
have  had  some  suspicions  about  the  transactions,  as  he  more 

'  than  once  asked  if  everything  was  right.  His  purchases  in 
nine  months  amounted  to  230Z.,  all  the  goods,  presumably) 
coming  from  the  one  firm  of  Messrs.  Burgoyne,  and  repre- 
senting considerably  more  in  real  value. 

The  case  of  the  robberies  from  Messrs.  May  &  Baker  has 
been  previously  reported.  On  this  occasion  the  intermediary 
receiver  was  tried  for  offences  committed  in  1879,  when  he 
absconded,  and  had  not  been  heard  of  till  recently.  Trans- 
actions here  were  on  a  grander  scale.  Three  men  between 
them  managed  to  carry  off  in  quantities,  not  missed  from  the 
large  stocks,  sometimes  as  much  as  5  cwt.  a  week  of  mercurials 
and  bismuth  preparations,  worth  some  3s.  to  4s.  per  lb.  They 

!  were  sold  to  a  man  named  Clarke,  or  "  Old  Uncle,"  at.  lOd. 
and  Is.  a  lb.,  and  at  this  low  rate  the  thieves  pocketed  some- 
times 51.  a  week  each.  Where  the  chemicals  went  has  not 
yet  been  discovered,  or  at  any  rate  has  not  been  made  public. 
Allusions  were  made  to  other  robberies  during  the  trial,  to 
thefts  of  pepsine  from  Messrs.  Morson  &  Sons,  of  a  bottle  of 
quicksilver  from  Messrs.  Hearon,  Squire  &  Francis,  of  a  quan- 
tity of  virgin  scammony  from  unknown  owners,  of  ten  bottles 
of  quicksilver  from  Messrs.  May  &  Baker  in  1874  or  1875. 

The  English  drug  trade  is  not  the  only  sufferer.  We  hear  of 
robberies  in  New  York  on  at  least  an  equally  wholesale  scale. 
The  thieves  proceed  on  the  same  lines  as  here,  but  the  system 
seems  more  thoroughly  organised.  The  Oil,  Paint,  and  Drug 
Reporter  says  there  are  four  "  fences "  who  dispose  of  the 
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stolen  goods,  two  in  New  York,  one  in  Brooklyn,  and  one  in 
Williamsburg.  The  thieves  are  very  enterprising,  and  one 
incident  is  worth  relating.  At  a  warehouse  door,  ready  for 
shipment,  stood  a  huge  box  which  contained  many  valuable 
orders,  for  a  Western  house.  During  the  morning  a  truck 
backed  up  ;  the  driver  with  some  difficulty  placed  the  box  on 
board,  in  the  presence  of  a  member  of  the  firm,  and  drove  off. 
Subsequent  investigation  revealed  that  it  had  been  stolen 
while  the  proceeding  was  watched  by  a  member  of  the  firm, 
who  thought  that  the  truckman  belonged  to  the  establish- 
ment. 

That  particular  case  is  not  a  representative  one.  Members 
of  firms  here,  unless  they  are  very  sleepy  partners,  generally 
know  their  own  employes.  The  difficulty  to  be  dealt  with  is 
a  more  subtle  one.  With  a  multifarious  stock,  a  good  deal 
of  which  is  almost  as  good  as  current  coin  for  purchasing 
purposes,  it  is  obviously  impossible  to  devise  a  system  which 
will  afford  entire  security.  Stock  books  elaborately  kept 
will  show  at  certain  intervals  whether  robberies  are  going 
on  or  not,  and  this  check,  of  course,  ought  not  to  be 
neglected.  Once  let  it  be  ascertained  that  stock  is 
unaccountably  shrinking,  the  detection  of  the  thief  is  not 
far  off.  And  this  fact  shows  that  the  best  preventive  remedy 
must  consist  of  a  little  greater  infusion  of  suspiciousness 
into  the  nature  of  the  employers,  resulting  in  a  more  minute 
supervision. 

Obviously  these  robberies  are  only  possible  when  there  are 
dishonest  go-betweens  who  will  take  the  goods  from  the 
actual  thief.  Any  attempt  on  the  part  of  the  latter  to  dispose 
of  his  plunder  first-hand  must  speedily  arouse  suspicion  and 
lead  to  detection.  Some  correspondents  have  suggested 
that  our  "  Exchange  Column  "  is  calculated  to  play  into  the 
hands  of  dishonesty.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  this  has  not  proved 
to  be  the  case.  It  would  be  far  too  risky  for  thieves  to  use 
that  method  of  disposing  of  their  goods.  They  know  better 
than  to  work  in  the  full  light,  or  to  make  confidants  of  us. 
Not  long  ago  some  goods  were  stolen  from  Messrs.  Evans  &  Co., 
of  Liverpool,  and  the  thieves  tried  to  deal  direct  with  retail 
chemists.  In  two  or  three  cases  the  latter  gave  prompt 
information  to  the  police,  and  the  game  was  stopped  at  once. 

The  wholesale  druggists  of  London,  we  believe,  have  an 
association  among  themselves  for  mutual  protection.  Have 
they  done  everything  that  can  be  done  to  discover  the 
receiving-houses  of  their  goods,  and  to  have  these  closely 
watched  ?  Jf  they  take  really  energetic  steps  to  do  that  they 
would  do  a  great  deal  towards  protecting  their  own  property 
and  preserving  the  characters  and  freedom  of  the  more 
easily  tempted  of  their  assistants. 


We  understand  that  a  certain  London  chemist  has  visited 
some  mineral-water  makers,  and  other  tradesmen,  and  has  in 
some  cases  obtained  sums  of  money  on  the  promise  to  reveal  his 
wonderful  process  of  dissolving  essential  oils  in  water,  and 
some  other  alleged  discoveries.  We  hope  it  may  save  loss  to 
some  of  our  readers  if  we  state  that,  as  far  as  we  know,  those 
who  have  unfortunately  parted  are  thoroughly  dissatisfied  with 
the  information  furnished,  and  that  some  of  them  are 
threatening  the  "  chemist "  with  an  action  for  the  recovery 
of  their  money.

The  Dutch  pharmaciens  are  more  serious  than  those  of 
any  other  nation  in  their  hostility  to  what  they  expressively 
term  "  Kwakzalvery."  They  propose  (says  the  Pharm.  Post, 
of  Vienna)  to  exhibit  at  their  annual  meeting  this  year  a 
collection  of  quack  absurdities  in  the  way  of  circulars, 
advertisements,  and  illustrations,  with  a  view,  we  suppose,  of 
convicting  the  accused  by  his  own  evidence.  They  have 
already  a  notable  collection  of  such  absurdities,  and  will  be 
glad  to  receive  further  contributions.  Patent-medicine  pro- 
prietors will  kindly  oblige. 
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We  are  authorised  to  invite  any  firm  who  has  any  product 
which  might  be  interesting  to  homoeopathic  practitioners  and 
homoeopathic  patrons  to  offer  the  same  for  exhibition  at  a 
conversazione  to  be  held  at  the  London  Homoeopathic  Hos- 
pital, Great  Ormond  Street,  on  April  5  next.  The  occasion  is 
the  opening  of  a  new  wing  to  the  hospital,  and  the  committee 
hope  to  be  visited  by  some  500  to  1,000'persons.

We  were  under  the  impression  that  a  rather  superabun- 
dance of  inventive  energy  had  been  been  displayed  within 
the  past  few  years  in  the  production  of  temperance  drinks. 
But  it  is  difficult  to  satisfy  some  people.  According  to  the 
British  Medical  Journal,  "a  project  is  on  foot  to  offer  a 
prize  or  prizes  for  a  cheap  and  palatable  non-intoxicating 
beverage,  under  the  auspices  of  a  committee  comprising  the 
Earl  of  Lichfield,  Viscountess  Ossington,  the  Hon.  Mrs. 
Meynell  Ingram,  Dr.  Norman  Kerr,  Mr.  S.  Morley,  M.P.,  Mr. 
Stafford  Howard,  M.P.,  Prebendary  Grier,  and  others.  It  is 
hoped  that  funds  will  be  provided  sufficient  to  offer  two  hand- 
some prizes  of  700?.  and  300?.  respectively.  A  well-known 
analyst  has  been  consulted,  and  has  reported  favourably  on 
the  test-conditions  to  be  fulfilled  by  each  competing  beverage." 
The  curious  fact  that  just  seven  names  are  mentioned  might 
have  led  us  to  suppose  that  a  limited  company  was  in  process 
of  formation,  and  that  the  "  project"  was  a  skilful  means  of 
launching  a  new  "  done "  or  "  zone  "  with  sufficient  eclat. 
The  Medical  Press  has  written  to  Dr.  Norman  Kerr  for  further 
particulars,  and  that  gentleman  replies  that  "  the  project  is 
not  yet  matured.  As  soon  as  the  necessary  funds  have  been 
raised,  the  conditions  of  the  competition  will  be  advertised."

The  Oil,  Paint,  and  Drug  Reporter  of  New  York,  which 
caters  for  the  wholesale  trade  of  the  United  States,  has  a 
picturesque  article  entitled  "  New  York,,  the  Coming  Drug 
Market  of  the .  World."  Glorification  -of  New  York  and 
depreciation  of  London  seems  to  be  an  article  in  strong 
demand  in  American  markets,  and  if  it  sells  a  journal  why 
should  anyone  complain  ?  It  hurts  no  one.  An  importer 
has  told  one  of  this  journal's  reporters  that  he  could  keep  a 
stock  of  goods  floating  backwards  and  forwards  on  the 
Atlantic  ocean  cheaper  than  he  can  keep  them  in  London 
warehouses.  This  is  probably  correct,  but  we  do  not  see 
what  it  proves.  He  could  keep  them  at  the  bottom  of  the 
Atlantic  ocean  cheaper  than  on  the  ship.  There  are  many 
little  country  towns  in  England  where  rents  are  lower  than  in 
London.  But  people  do  not  immediately  argue  that  London 
must  therefore,  sooner  or  later,  bow  to  them.  For  all  that, 
it  may  be  a  question  whether  the  charges  in  London  ware- 
houses are  not  too  high.  They  are  continually  complained 
of,  they  yield  the  wharf-owners  handsome  fortunes  whether 
trade  is  good  or  bad  with  the  importers,  and  no  doubt  they 
do  divert  some  business.  New  York  must  grow  as  a  market 
as  America  grows,  but  great  changes  will  have  to  take  place 
before  that  city  takes  the  place  of  London  as  the  drug 
market  of  the  world. 


The  revised  edition  of  the  list  of  retail  prices  published  by 
the  Midland  Counties  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Association 
has  just  reached  us.  In  addition  to  the  usual  matter  of  a 
price  list,  it  contains  a  scheme  for  dividing  up  shop  and  ware- 
house into  localities,  and  columns  for  indicating  the  exact 
place  where  each  article  is  kept. 

We  have  received  from  Messrs.  J.  U.  &  C.  G.  Lloyd  the 
prospectus  of  a  work  which  promises  to  be  both  interesting 
and  valuable.

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THE  PHARMACY  ACT. 

At  Oldham  Police  Court,  on  February  27,  John  Wood,  drug- 
gist, Manchester  Street,  was  charged  with  a  breach  of  the 
Pharmacy  Act.  Mr.  S.  Porter  (of  Messrs.  Glaisyer  &  Porter), 
solicitor,  Birmingham,  appeared  for  the  prosecution  on  behalf 
of  the  Chemists  and  Druggists'  Trade  Association.  Mr. 
Hodgkinson  was  for  the  defendant. 

Mr.  Porter,  having  quoted  a  part  of  the  Act,  stated  that 
on  the  14th  instant  Mr.  A.  S.  Wright,  assistant  secretary 
to  the  Association,  went  to  the  shop  of  defendant, 
125  Manchester  Street,  and,  amongst  other  things,  asked 
for  some  poison  mentioned  in  the  second  part  of  the  schedule 
of  the  Act.  The  poison  was  oxalic  acid.  It  was  supplied  in 
a  paper  with  a  label  on  it,  on  which  was  only  the  word 
"  poison  " ;  but  it  had  not  the  name  of  the  seller,  &c,  nor  the 
particular  name  of  the  poison,  and,  therefore,  was  in  contra- 
vention of  the  17th  section.  These  cases  were  of  great 
importance. to  the  public,  because  they  could  hardly  take  up 
a  paper  without  reading  some  account  of  accidental  poisoning, 
and  often  in  these  cases  if  the  poison  was  properly  labelled 
the  life  of  the  person  would  have  been  saved.  The  object  of 
the  Association  was  to  bring  these  cases  before  the  public, 
and  to  warn  these  reckless  traders  that  they  cannot  with 
impunity  controvert  the  Act  of  Parliament. 

Alfred  S.  Wright,  having  proved  this  statement,  said,  in 
answer  to  Mr.  Hodgkinson,  that  he  asked  for  linseed  meal 
and  rotten-stone,  and  these  were  supplied.  He  asked  for  two 
pennyworth  of  laudanum,  but  Wood  told  him  he  did  not  keep 
it.  He  did  not  ask  for  soft  soap.  Mr.  Hodgkinson  :  Did  he 
say  anything  ?  Did  he  tell  you  to  be  careful  with  it,  for  it 
was  poison?  Witness:  He  did;  and  I  replied,  "  Oh,  yes,  I 
know ;  I  have  had  plenty  of  it.  Had  you  to  ask  three  times 
before  he  supplied  you  with  the  acid  ?  No,  I  had  not.  Did 
he  tell  you  he  was  a  wholesale  dealer  1  No.  Did  you  see 
the  sign  over  the  door  that  he  was  a  wholesale  dealer  ?  No ; 
but  I  saw  a  ticket  on  the  door  that  paints  were  made  up  and 
sold.  I  know  a  wholesale  dealer  is  not  under  the  section  if 
he  sells  in  large  quantities.  Mr.  Hodgkinson  handed  him  a 
trade  bill,  and  asked  if  it  did  not  appear  according  to  that 
that  the  defendant  was  a  wholesale  dealer,  and  witness  said 
it  did,  but  defendant  did  not  tell  him  that  when  supplying 
him  with  the  oxalic  acid.  Defendant  did  not  seem  in  a  hurry- 
to  catch  a  train.  Mr.  Hodgkinson  :  Did  you  say  you  wanted 
it  for  polishing  paste  1  No :  he  asked  me  if  it  was  for  clean- 
ing harness,  and  I  said  it  was  for  cleaning  brass.  Mr. 
Hodgkinson:  So  he  did  not  supply  you  readily  and  at 
once  ?    Yes,  he  did.    He  said  that  as  he  was  wrapping  it  up. 

Mr.  J.  Pendleton,  rate-collecter,  was  then  called,  and 
proved  that  defendant  was  rated  for  the  shop. 

Mr.  Hodgkinson  said  they  would  admit  that.  This,  he 
went  on  to  say,  was  a  very  paltry- transaction.  The  com- 
plainant came  into  the  shop  of  the  defendant,  and  asked  for 
several  poisons  for  the  purpose  of  entrapping  him.  He  asked 
for  laudanum,  and  that  was  not  supplied ;  and  then  he  asked 
for  oxalic  acid,  saying  it  was  wanted  to  clean  brass. 

Mr.  Porter  protested  that  that  statement  was  not  borne 
out  by  the  evidence. 

The  Clerk  asked  if  Mr.  Hodgkinson  was  going  to  call  evi- 
dence, and  that  gentleman  replied  that  he  would  call  the  defen- 
dant. The  Clerk  :  But  you  cannot  do  that  under  the  Act.  Mr. 
Hodgkinson  thought  he  could,  but  if  the  Clerk  was  against 
him  he,  at  least,  had  a  perfect  right  to  say  what  the  defen- 
dant would  have  said  if  allowed  to  give  evidence.  The  Clerk : 
You  cannot  do  either.  It  has  been  ruled  that  way  by  the 
judges.  Mr.  Hodgkinson  :  It  has  been  decided  that  I  can ; 
it  was  done  in  O'Donnell's  case.  The  Clerk :  That  was  by 
special  favour,  but  the  judges  decided  the  other  way. 
Mr.  Porter:  There  have  been  scores  of  cases  before  the 
magistrates,  and  the  defendant  has  never  been  called.  Mr. 


W.  Chadwick  (one  of  the  magistrates) :  I  should  like  to 
ask  whether  the  magistrates  are  to  adjudicate  upon  a  case 
where  the  evidence  is  given  only  for  the  prosecution,  without 
any  evidence  being  obtained  for  the  defendant  1  The  Clerk 
said  that  that  was  not  so  ;  and  he  then  turned  and  consulted 
with  the  Bench.  Mr.  Hodgkinson  then  said  that  after  the 
ruling  of  the  Clerk  he  should  withdraw  from  the  case,  and 
let  the  defendant  make  his  own  defence.  He  knew  that  he 
(Mr.  Hodgkinson)  was  placed  in  a  difficulty,  but  this  was  a 
course  that  had  been  followed  in  previous  cases.  The  Bench 
would  hear  the  defendant's  statement  not  upon  oath,  and 
then  they  could  decide  upon  the  case.  Mr.  Porter  com- 
plained that  in  any  statement  he  made  he  should  not  have 
an  opportunity  of  cross-examining.  The  Clerk :  He  has  a 
right  to  make  the  statement. 

The  defendant  then  stated  that  the  complainant  entered 
the  shop  and  asked  for  a  pennyworth  of  soft  soap,  and  also 
for  a  pennyworth  of  rotten-stone.  He  next  requested  to  be 
served  with  a  pennyworth  of  oxalic  acid,  when  he  (defendant  ) 
replied  that  he  only  sold  it  wholesale.  He  said,  "  Give  me 
a  pennyworth,"  to  which  he  again  replied,  "  I  only  sell  it 
wholesale."  He  was  in  a  hurry  to  catch  the  train.  Ulti- 
mately he  put  some  in  a  piece  of  paper,  and  put  a  "  poison  " 
label  on,  and  told  him  that  he  must  be  careful  with  it.  He 
next  asked  for  sixpennyworth  of  laudanum,  but  he  (defen- 
dant) replied  that  he  did  not  sell  it.  Mr.  Lees  :  But  you  did 
sell  this  ?  Defendant:  Yes,  I  did  sell  it  to  oblige  him;  but 
I  only  sell  it  wholesale,  which  I  have  a  right  to  do. 

Mr.  Lees  said  that  a  penalty  of  11.  and  the  ordinary  Court 
costs  would  be  imposed.  Mr.  Porter  asked  for  more  than 
Court  costs,  saying  that  there  had  been  a  couple  of  journeys 
for  the  assistant  secretary,  who  had  come  down  specially  to 
Oldham.  They  heard  that  in  Oldham  there  were  a  lot  of 
these  illegal  sales.  Mr.  Hodgkinson :  I  think  you  have 
already  done  that  which  justifies  these  proceedings,  and  I 
think  that  11.  and  costs  is  sufficient  for  selling  a  penny- 
worth of  oxalic  acid.  I  think  it  is  sufficient  for  getting 
poison  under  false  pretences.  Mr.  Porter  :  I  must  protest 
against  the  words  of  my  friend.  Mr.  Chadwick :  For  the 
purpose  of  a  prosecution.  Mr.  Hodgkinson :  My  friend  says 
there  are  many  such  cases.  This  is  the  only  one  he  has  found 
out.  Mr.  Porter :  I  only  ask  him  to  read  the  correspondence 
in  the  Oldham  newspapers  and  see  how  the  case  stands.  The 
Bench  adhered  to  their  determination  to  allow  ordinary  costs 
only. 


SALE  OF  MILK  OF  SULPHUR. 

At  the  Altrincham  Petty  Sessions,  on  March  3,  Mr.  Henry 
Edward  Goodwin,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  Sale,  was  charged 
before  Mr.  John  Allen  (chairman),  and  Messrs.  Edward 
Collins,  H.  T.  Gaddum,  R.  P.  Gill,  and  Jesse  Haworth,  with 
having  sold  lac  sulphuris  as  milk  of  sulphur. 

The  prosecution  was  conducted  by  Mr.  Harris,  Magistrates' 
Clerk,  on  behalf  of  the  authorities,  and  Mr.  Goodwin  was 
defended  by  Mr.  Henry  Glaisyer,  LL.B.,  Solicitor  to  the 
Chemists  and  Druggists'  Trade  Association  of  Great  Britain, 
instructed  by  the  secretary  of  that  society. 

Mr.  Harris  :  You  are  charged,  Mr.  Goodwin,  with  having 
sold,  on  February  6  last,  to  the  prejudice  of  one  Nathan  Large, 
the  purchaser  of  a  certain  drug,  to  wit  milk  of  sulphur, 
which  was  adulterated  with  50  per  cent,  of  sulphate  of  lime, 
and  was  not  of  the  nature,  substance,  and  quality  demanded 
by  the  purchaser,  contrary  to  section  6  of  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  1875. 

Mr.  Glaisyer  :  I  appear  for  the  defendant,  and  on  his  behalf 
I  plead  "  Not  guilty." 

Mr.  Nathan  Large,  examined  by  Mr.  Harris,  deposed  that 
he  was  Inspector  of  Police  at  Sale.  That  on  February  last 
he  went  to  the  defendant's  shop  and  purchased  J  lb.  of  milk 
of  sulphur,  for  which  he  paid  bd.  After  he  had  paid  for  it, 
and  it  had  been  handed  to  him,  he  told  the  defendant  he  had 
purchased  it  for  analysis  by  the  county  analyst,  and  offered  to 
divide  the  sample  into  three  parts,  which  offer  the  defendant 
declined.  He  then  sealed  it  up  in  defendant's  presence  and 
numbered  the  packet  169.  After  he  had  told  the  defendant 
that  he  had  purchased  the  article  for  analysis  the  defendant 
said  it  was  not  precipitated  sulphur,  but  milk  of  sulphur 
containing  lime.  If  the  defendant  had  made  that  statement 
before  the  purchase  had  been  completed  he  would  not  have 
brought  it  away,  because  he  would  have  known  that  he  was 
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being  supplied  with  a  mixed  preparation.  He  afterwards 
handed  the  sample  to  Superintendent  Leighton. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Glaisyer  :  He  asked  the  defendant 
for  milk  of  sulphur,  and  not  for  precipitated  sulphur.  He 
was  served  by  Mr.  Goodwin's  assistant,  but  Mr.  Goodwin  was 
himself  present  at  the  time  the  purchase  was  made.  The 
sample  of  sulphur  purchased  was  labelled  when  supplied  to 
him.  There  was  a  label  put  on,  but  he  did  not  know  what 
became  of  it.  He  did  not  see  it  afterwards.  He  did  not 
tear  it  off.  He  did  not  see  anyone  else  tear  it  off.  He  did 
not  know  at  all  what  became  of  the  label. 

Francis  Hinley,  a  constable,  corroborated  the  evidence  of 
last  witness.  Inspector  Leighton  proved  having  conveyed  the 
sample  to  Mr.  Carter  Bell,  whose  certificate  he  held. 

Mr.  Glaisyer  said  he  had  given  notice  on  behalf  of  the 
defendant  that  he  should  require  the  presence  of  the  analyst, 
and  as  Mr.  Bell  was  present  it  would,  he  thought,  be  better 
that  the  analyst  should  put  in  his  own  certificate. 

Mr.  Joseph  Carter  Bell,  examined  by  Mr.  Harrison,  deposed 
that  he  was  public  analyst  for  the  county  of  Chester.  He 
received  a  sample  of  sulphur  from  inspector  Leighton  on 
February  6  last,  numbered  169.  On  analysis  he  found  the  said 
sample  to  contain  50  per  cent,  of  sulphate  of  lime.  Milk  of 
sulphur  should  be  pure. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Glaisyer :  Milk  of  sulphur  should 
be  pure,  and  he  should  say  it  should  contain  no  lime.  He 
knew  an  article  called  sulphur  precipitatum,  B.P.  He  believed 
that  article  was  not  called  milk  of  sulphur.  He  believed  the 
preparation  was  not  called  milk  of  sulphur  in  any  Pharmaco- 
poeia. That  preparation  did  not  contain  any  lime.  Neither  lac 
sulphuris  nor  milk  of  sulphur  was  mentioned  in  any  part  of 
the  British  Pharmacopoeia.  The  terms  lac  sulphuris  and  milk 
of  sulphur  were,  however,  both  mentioned  in  one  Pharma- 
copoeia of  more  than  100  years  ago,  and  the  preparations 
ordered  in  those  old  Pharmacopoeias  did  contain  sulphate  of 
Time,  consequently  there  were  two  preparations  known,  the 
one  as  lac  sulphuris,  or  milk  of  sulphur,  containing  lime,  and 
the  other  as  sulphur  precipitatum,  or  precipitated  sulphur, 
without  lime.  These  were  two  distinct  preparations,  the  one 
containing  lime  was  mentioned  in  a  Pharmacopoeia  published 
as  long  ago  as  1711.  There  were  certainly  two  articles,  and  the 
one  made  according  to  the  formula  given  in  the  1721  Phar- 
macopoeia, and  known  as  milk  of  sulphur,  or  lac  sulphuris, 
would  necessarily  contain  sulphate  of  lime ;  and  the  other, 
made  according  to  the  recent  Pharmacopoeia,  and  known  as 
sulphur  precipitatum,  or  precipitated  sulphur,  would  not  con- 
tain lime.  He  recollected  the  case  of  Mr.  Marshall,  of 
Euncorn,  who  was  prosecuted  in  1876  for  selling  a  similar 
article  to  this  supplied  by  the  defendant  in  the  case  under 
the  consideration  of  the  Bench.  The  quantity  of  sulphate  of 
lime  contained  in  the  article  supplied  by  Mr.  Marshall  was 
about  the  same,  or  rather  greater  than  that  contained  in  that 
sample  supplied  by  the  defendant  Mr.  Goodwin.  The  Bench 
at  Runcorn  convicted  Mr.  Marshall.  He  knew  the  case  was 
appealed  to  the  Knutsford  Quarter  Sessions. 

Mr.  Glaisyer :  At  Knutsford  in  April,  1877,  the  case  having 
been  very  fully  gone  into,  did  the  chairman,  Mr.  Horatio 
Lloyd,  in  giving  judgment,  make  use  of  the  words,  "  We  have 
been  considering  this  matter  since  we  left  the  court,  and  I  am 
speaking  now  for  all  the  magistrates  who  have  heard  the 
case.  We  think,  although  the  absence  of  this  substance  (milk 
of  sulphur)  from  the  Pharmacopoeia  would  justify  the  county 
analyst  in  taking  these  proceedings,  we  cannot  for  one 
moment  doubt  after  the  evidence  of  Mr.  Pemberton  and  others, 
that  in  the  trade  and  in  the  profession  there  are  two  distinct 
things,  known  by  the  names,  respectively,  of  '  milk  of  sulphur  ' 
and  '  precipitated  sulphur,'  and  that  they  are  supplied  to  the 
trade  and  to  the  public  by  these  names  as  two  distinct  things. 
We  cannot  doubt  that  after  the  evidence  of  Mr.  Pemberton, 
who  has  been  prescribing  this  thing  under  the  very  name  it 
was  asked  for  on  this  occasion.  This  being  a  peace  action,  we 
cannot  say  otherwise  than  it  has  not  been  made  out,  and  that 
the  appellant  committed  no  offence  within  the  meaning  of 
this  Act." 

Witness :  Yes  ;  but  there  was  no  evidence  at  the  hearing  of 
that  appeal  to  support  mine  :  it  was  a  one-sided  decision. 

Mr.  Glaisyer :  At  all  events,  one  sided  or  no,  it  was  the 
decision  of  the  Court.  Now,  Mr.  Bell,  do  you  recognise  the 
Lancet  as  a  medical  authority. 

Witness :  Yes.  1 

Mr.  Glaisyer:  Then  in  the  Lancet  of  January  6,  1877, 


appeared  this  article,  "  Milk  of  Sulphur  "  : — "When  shall  we 
hear  the  last  of  the  wrangles  about  milk  of  sulphur  1  Every- 
one knows  that  the  article  commonly  sold  as  milk  of  sulphur 
always  contains,  and  must,  from  the  way  in  which  it  is  pre- 
pared, contain  sulphate  of  lime.  It  appears  to  be  commonly 
preferred  to  the  pure  precipitated  sulphur,  and  we  confess  we 
do  not  see  any  reason  why  it  should  not  be  sold  if  not  misie- 
presented.  Milk  of  sulphur  does  not  mean  pure  sulphur,  but 
a  particular  preparation  ;  and  we  think  the  Runcorn  magis- 
trates were  in  error  in  deciding  that  a  purchaser  who  went 
to  a  certain  shop  for  milk  of  sulphur  did  not  get  what  he 
asked  for.  If  he  wanted  pure  sulphur  he  asked  for  the 
wrong  article,  which  was  not  the  fault  of  the  tradesman.  The 
man  who  wants  bread,  and  asks  for  cake,-cannot  reasonably 
abuse  his  baker.  Notice  of  appeal  has  been  given  in  the 
Runcorn  case,  and  we  trust  that  a  final  decision  in  this  not 
very  important  question  will  ere  long  be  obtained." 

In  continuation,  Mr.  Glaisyer  said  it  had  been  admitted  by 
the  witness  that  Mr.  Marshall,  of  Runcorn,  was  convicted  by 
the  magistrates  there  for  selling  milk  of  sulphur,  an  article 
similar  to  that  supplied  by  the  defendant  in  this  case,  that 
the  conviction  was  quashed  by  the  decision  of  the  Quarter 
Sessions  Bench  at  Knutsford.  If  you  think  it  necessary  I  am 
prepared  to  go  further  into  the  matter,  but  if  the  case  is  to 
go  to  Knutsford  again,  I  think  the  responsibility  of  taking  it 
there  should  rest  with  the  prosecution,  and  that  the  decision 
of  the  Bench  should  be  in  my  favour. 

The  magistrates  conferred. 

The  Chairman :   Is  milk  '  of  sulphur  ever  prescribed  by 
medical  men  at  the  present  time,  Mr.  Bell  1 
Mr.  Bell :  No,  sir. 

Mr.  Glaisyer :  I  must  emphatically  contradict  that  state- 
ment. I  know  of  my  own  knowledge  that  it  is  still  prescribed 
by  medical  men  eminent  in  their  profession. 

The  Chairman :  The  Bench  have  decided  to  take  Mr. 
Horatio  Lloyd's  view  of  the  case  and  dismiss  the  summons. 

Mr.  Bell,  addressing  Mr.  Glaisyer:  My  costs,  if  you  please. 

Mr.  Glaisyer :  No,  Mr.  Bell ;  we  shall  most  certainly  not 
pay  you  any  costs.  The  words  of  the  statute  are  quite  clear 
upon  that  point  by  section  21.  "  At  the  hearing  of  the 
information  in  such  proceedings  the  production  of  the  certi- 
ficate of  the  analyst  shall  be  sufficient  evidence  of  the  facts 
therein  stated  unless  the  defendant  shall  require  that  the 
analyst  shall  be  called  as  a  witness."  I,  on  behalf  of  the 
defendant,  required  that  you  should  be  called  as  a  witness 
for  the  prosecution,  and  their  case  was  incomplete  without 
your  being  so  called  as  their  witness. 

Mr.  Harris  :  That  is  so ;  the  other  side  required  us  to  call 
the  analyst  as  a  witness,  and  we  could  not  complete  the  case 
without  doing  so. 


Theft  of  Chemicals  fkom  Messrs.  May  &  Bakee. 

On  March  1,  at  the  Central  Criminal  Court,  before  the 
Common  Serjeant,  James  Clark,  62,  agent,  was  indicted  for 
conspiring  in  the  year  1879  to  steal  a  quantity  of  chemicals, 
namely,  calomel,  red  precipitate,  levigated  red  precipitate, 
corrosive  sublimate,  and  bismuth,  the  property  of  Thomas 
Tyrer  and  others.  Mr.  Poland,  Mr.  Montagu  Williams,  and 
Mr.  Warburton  appeared  for  the  Public  Prosecutor,  instructed 
by  Mr.  St.  John  Wontner.    The  prisoner  was  undefended. 

From  the  evidence  of  the  detectives  it  appeared  that  in 
1879  two  men,  H.  Harbord  and  Wm.  Stephens,  were  taken 
into  custody  on  a  charge  of  unlawful  possession  of  a  white 
powder.  No  owner  could  be  found,  and  they  were  discharged. 
Soon  afterwards  Stephens  asked  a  man  named  Carpenter  if 
he  could  dispose  of  some  calomel.  The  police  were  commu- 
nicated with,  the  two  men  were  taken  into  custody  on  the 
charge  of  stealing  from  May  &  Baker,  and  were  convicted. 
From  information  given  by  Stephens,  several  other  men  were 
arrested,  and  all  but  one  were  convicted  of  robberies  from 
Messrs.  May  &  Baker,  and  some  from  Messrs.  Morson  &  Sons. 
The  prisoner's  name  was  often  mentioned  at  the  trial,  and, 
a  warrant  was  issued  for  his  apprehension,  but  he  had 
absconded,  and  was  not  heard  of  till  late  last  year.  An! 
inquest  was  held  at  the  Wandsworth  Gaol  on  a  man  in  whom 
Clark  was  interested.  A  detective  watched  the  gaol  with 
Harbord,  saw  the  jjrisoner  come  out,  and  took  him  into  cus- 
tody. He  afterwards  visited  the  prisoner's  lodgings  at 
68  Walnut  Tree  Walk,  Kennington  Road,  and  found  the 
prisoner's  wife  taking  a  parcel  of  virgin  scammony  upstairs. 
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T.  Tyrer,  of  the  firm  of  May  &  Baker,  said  that  Tom  King 
had  been  in  the  service  of  the  firm  as  watchman  until  his 
arrest.  H.  Harbord  had  been  in  their  service,  also  Smith 
the  carman.  Smith  was  sent  out  to  bring  home  ten  bottles 
of  quicksilver  in  1874  or  1875,  and  reported  the  loss  of  his 
van  and  the  quicksilver.  The  van  was  afterwards  found  in  a 
distant  part  of  London  without  the  quicksilver.  [The 
Common  Serjeant  stopped  the  examination  in  this  direction, 
as  the  charge  related  only  to  conspiracy  in  1879.]  He  iden- 
tified the  calomel  found  in  the  possession  of  Harbord  and 
.Stephens;  it  was  in  an  unfinished  and  unsaleable  condition. 
Had  seen  the  prisoner  loitering  near  their  works  from  time  to 
time.  The  scammony  produced  was  worth  42*.  6d.  a  pound  ; 
it  would  not  be  found  in  the  hands  of  ordinary  people.  [The 
scammony  was  handed  to  the  jury  and  examined  with  much 
interest.] 

H.  Harbord,  who  had  been  sentenced  to  five  years'  penal 
servitude  for  stealing  these  chemicals,  said  they  were  all  sold 
to  Clark,  even  the  lot  found  on  them  when  first  arrested, 
which  was  returned  to  them.  The  price  paid  was  lOd.  a  lb. 
for  calomel  and  Is.  for  red  precipitate.  The  selling  price 
would  be  about  4s.  A  great  portion  of  the  chemicals  was  in 
lump,  and  they  were  powdered  by  rolling  in  Stephens'  room. 
When  no  crushing  was  needed  they  were  taken  straight  to 
Clark's  place  on  Tower  Hill.  Clark  sometimes  provided  a 
cart ;  at  other  times  Stephens  helped  him  to  carry  the  goods 
away,  and  returned  with  the  money.  During  1879  they  stole 
as  much  as  5  cwt.  a  week,  which  was  all  sold  to  Clark. 

Wm.  Stephens,  who  had  been  sentenced  to  penal  servitude 
for  the  same  offence,  confirmed  the  evidence  of  the  last 
witness.  Clark  had  been  told  that  the  property  was  stolen, 
-and  said  he  could  get  rid  of  tons  of  it  at  a  low  price.  In 
.answer  to  a  juror,  he  said  that  Harbord,  King,  and  himself 
.shared  as  much  as  51.  a  week  each.  Prisoner  did  not  say 
where  he  sold  the  goods. 

Further  evidence  was  given  by  Harbord's  wife  and  the 
people  with  whom  the  prisoner  had  lodged. 

The  prisoner  had  nothing  to  say,  and  was  found  guilty  by 
the  jury. 

Mr.  Tyrer,  recalled,  said  that  during  1879  they  were  robbed 
of  at  least  a  ton  and  a  half  of  stuff,  worth  from  3s.  to  4s.  a  lb. 

The  Deputy-Serjeant  said  the  receiver  should  be  punished 
more  severely  than  the  thieves,  but  the  other  offenders  were 
not  so  old  as  prisoner,  so  he  would  be  sentenced  to  the  same 
penalty — five  years'  penal  servitude. 


A  Trade-mark  Case— Valvoline. 

The  claim  respecting  the  right  to  the  use  of  the  term  "  valvo- 
line "  as  a  trade-mark,  which  we  reported  last  month,  has 
since  been  carried  to  the  Court  of  Appeal.  An  American  firm 
had  registered  this  word  in  this  country  as  a  trade-mark  for 
a  certain  oil,  and  they  proceeded  against  an  English  firm  for 
infringement  of  their  trade-mark.  The  English  firm,  on  the 
other  hand,  claimed  that  the  word  was  descriptive  of  an  oil 
to  be  used  for  valves,  and  could  not  therefore  be  used 
as  a  trade-mark.  They  therefore  applied  that  it  should 
be  expunged.  Mr.  Justice  Pearson  adopted  this  latter  view. 
In  the  Court  of  Appeal  the  Lord  Chancellor,  with  the  con- 
currence of  Lords  Justices  Cotton  and  Fry,  supported  Mr 
Justice  Pearson's  decision,  on  the  ground  that  the  use  of  the 
word  as  a  trade-mark  in  this  country  previous  to  the  registra- 
had  not  been  proved. 


Kobbery  of  Drugs. 

On  February  15,  at  the  Central  Criminal  Court,  George 
Farrah,  15,  porter  to  Messrs.  Burgoyne,  Burbidges,  Cyriax  & 
Farries,  was  indicted  for  stealing  from  his  employers  a  quan- 
tity of  Beecham's  pills  and  other  patent  medicines  ;  William 
Toomey,  alias  Thompson,  general  dealer,  3  Underwood  Street, 
Mile  End,  and  Walter  Barter,  commission  agent,  of  23  Stock 
Orchard  Crescent,  Holloway,  were  indicted  for  receiving  the 
property,  well  knowing  it  to  be  stolen.  Farrah  and  Toomey 
pleaded  "Guilty."  Mr.  Grain  prosecuted,  Mr.  Montagu 
Williams  and  Mr.  Forrest  Fulton  defended  Barter. 

Between  January  16  and  January  30  the  three  prisoners 
were  watched  by  detective  officers.  The  plan  of  operations, 
according  to  the  evidence  of  the  detectives,  was  as  follows  : — 
Farrah  went  to  a  urinal  at  Pitfield  Street,  about  ten  minutes 
walk  from  Messrs.  Burgoyne's.     There   he  was  met  by 


Toomey.  They  entered  the  urinal,  which  only  accommo- 
dated two  persons ;  Toomey  came  out  with  his  pockets 
bulging.  On  the  other  hand,  Barter  went  from  his  house,  in 
Holloway,  to  Toomey's,  at  Mile  End,  about  four  miles.  He 
would  knock  at  the  door,  be  answered  from  the  first-floor 
window,  and  walk  to  a  little  distance.  Toomey  would  soon 
come  out  with  a  brown-paper  parcel,  and  both  would  go  to 
Shoreditch  Station,  one  walking  a  little  in  advance  of  the 
other.  At  the  station  both  would  get  into  the  same  com- 
partment ;  Toomey  would  lay  the  parcel  on  the  seat.  Some- 
times he  got  out  at  the  Old  Kent  Boad  Station,  leaving  the 
parcel  behind  him,  when  Barber  went  to  New  Cross ;  at 
other  times,  both  got  out  at  New  Cross,  Toomey  waiting  in 
the  station,  or  Toomey  got  out  at  New  Cross,  Barter  going 
to  Queen's  Road,  Peckham.  Barter  took  the  parcel  from  the 
seat,  and  went  on  alone  to  a  private  house,  207  Queen's  Road, 
Peckham,  where  there  was  a  name-plate  on  the  door, 
"  Akhurst  &  Co.,  Manufacturing  Chemists,''  where  he  left  the 
parcel.  Barter  would  afterwards  meet  Toomey  at  some 
public-house,  and  they  would  afterwards  separate. 

Mr.  William  Edward  Akhurst  said  he  had  known  the 
prisoner  about  four  years,  first  as  a  traveller  for  a  London 
druggists'-sundries  house,  and,  since  May  last,  as  a  commis- 
sion agent.  In  the  meanwhile,  he  had  lost  sight  of  him  for  a 
long  period.  During  the  last  nine  months  he  had  made  con- 
siderable purchases  of  him  (afterwards  said  to  amount  to 
230/.),  but  was  not  sure  he  had  ever  received  a  printed 
invoice,  or  anything  more  than  a  memorandum  of  quantities. 
He  had  bought  Is.  l^d.  patent  medicines  at  7s.  3d.  a  dozen ; 
2s.  9d.  at  17s.  6d.  a  dozen.  He  could  not  fix  the  market 
price,  as  there  were  manufacturers',  wholesale,  and  job-lot 
prices.  On  January  19  he  paid  Barter  31. 19s. ;  on  January  23, 
9Z. ;  and  on  January  26,  121.  4s.  He  did  not  consider  that 
the  goods  were  particularly  cheap. 

Cross-examined  he  said  that- all  sorts  of  drugs  were  sold  by 
auction  as  a  result  of  failures,  and  fifty-two  wholesale  houses 
failed  last  year.  He  had  attended  sales  at  the  Victoria 
Docks,  but  not  recently,  where,  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge. 
Cockle's  pills  were  sold  by  auction.  He  had  also  attended  a 
sale  at  the  Seven  Sisters  Road. 

William  Toomey  said  he  had  pleaded  guilty  to  the  charge 
of  receiving  goods  from  Messrs.  Burgoynes  well  knowing- 
them  to  be  stolen.  Barter  came  to  him  about  twelve  months 
ago  and  told  him  that  he  was  not  satisfied  with  the  man  who 
was  doing  for  him  then,  and  asked  Toomey  to  see  Farrah, 
telling  him  where  to  go.  After  three  or  four  days'  considera- 
tion he  consented,  saw  Farrah  sometimes  two  or  three  times 
a  week,  and  got  pills  from  him  which  he  handed  to  Barter. 
Barter  paid  for  them  5s.  a  dozen  all  round,  the  same  for 
2s.  9d.  or  Is.  1|<Z.  He  did  not  then  know  where  they  were 
disposed  of,  as  he  was  never  allowed  to  go  further  than  New 
Cross.  He  had  received  from  Barter  various  sums,  from  30s. 
to  50s.,  whenever  a  sale  was  made.  He  never  gave  an  invoice 
and  never  was  asked  for  a  receipt.  In  July  Barter  came  to 
him  and  said  he  had  got  into  a  little  bother,  but  it  was  all 
blown  over,  and  asked  if  he  were  going  to  commence  again. 
Toomey  talked  it  over  with  Farrah,  and  thought  they  had 
better  drop  it,  but  Barter  talked  him  over  again.  Toomey 
was  afterwards  convicted  of  an  assault  and  came  out  of 
prison  on  November  26.  Barter  visited  him  the  day  he  came 
out,  was  sorry  he  had  got  into  trouble ;  was  he  going  to  com- 
mence again  ?  He  thought  not,  but  was  very  hard-up,  and 
Barter  showed  money  and  at  last  talked  him  over.  Farrah 
again  objected,  and  Toomey  was  told  to  threaten  him. 

Farrah  stated  in  evidence  that  lie  had  seen  prisoner  only 
twice. 

John  Gibbs,  manager  in  the  sundries  department  at  Messrs. 
Burgoynes,  gave  evidence  as  to  the  wholesale  prices  of  the 
pills.  Parr's  life  pills,  22s.  a  dozen,  less  5  per  cent,  for  2s.  9d. 
size ;  Cockle's  pills,  22s.  a  doz.  for  2s.  9d.  size  ;  8s.  6d.  doz. 
for  Is.  l^d.  size,  no  smaller  order  than  1001.  being  taken. 
Other  patents  range  about  the  same  price. 

Mr.  Julius  Cyriax,  of  the  firm  of  Burgoyne,  Burbidges, 
Cyriax  &  Farries,  corroborated  the  last  witness.  Such  articles 
were  not  sold  at  auction  sales  in  any  quantity. 

No  witnesses  were  called  for  the  defence.  The  jury  found 
the  prisoner  guilty,  when  a  number  of  witnesses  were  called 
as  to  character. 

There  was  another  charge  against  the  prisoner  of  receiving 
a  bottle  of  quicksilver,  well  knowing  it  to  be  stolen  from 
Messrs.  Hearon,  Squire  &  Co.    This  was  also  sold  to  Akhurst. 
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Detective-sergeant  Lightbold  said  he  had  known  prisoner 
for  some  time  as  a  constant  associate  of  a  man  named  John 
Hunter,  who  was  convicted  in  1882  of  a  similar  offence.  The 
actual  thieves  in  all  these  cases  were  almost  always  lads 
under  twenty. 

Farrah  was  recommended  to  mercy,  as  his  employers 
believed  that  he  had  been  tempted. 

The  Recorder  sentenced  Farrah  to  four  months' imprison- 
ment in  the  House  of  Correction  and  Barter  to  five  years'  penal 
servitude.  The  sentence  on  Toomey  was  deferred,  as  he  had 
offered  to  give  information  with  reference  to  other  drug 
robberies. 


Trade-marks. — J.  G.  Monson  &  Co.  V.  GUSTAV  BOEHM. 
This  case  was  heard  in  the  Chancery  Division  of  the  High 
Court  of  Justice,  before  Mr.  Justice  Chitty,  on  March  10. 
Both  parties  are  large  manufacturers  and  exporters  of  soaps 
at  Frankfort,  with  agencies  in  this  country.  Monson  &  Co. 
now  sought  to  restrain  Boehm  from  infringing  a  trade-mark 
under  the  following  circumstances. 

On  Aug.  4,  1880,  the  plaintiffs  registered  as  a  trade-mark 
the  figure  of  a  kangaroo  with  a  legend  "  The  Colonial,"  to  be 
used  especially  for  marking  soaps  to  be  shipped  to  the  English 
colonies.  In  June,  1882,  they  brought  the  present  action  for 
infringement.  In  July,  1882,  the  defendant  applied  for  the 
registration  of  a  trade-mark  similar ,  to  the  plaintiffs',  and 
alleged  that  he' had  used  it  since  1874,  and  that  the  plaintiffs' 
mark  was  an  imitation.  The  answer  to  this  was  that  the 
defendant  had  abandoned  the  mark. 

The  mark  had  been  used  by  Boehm  in  1874,  but  the  sales  of 
the  special  brand  of  soap  had  fallen  off  so  much  in  1876  that 
the  mark  was  forgotten.  The  moulds  were  not  broken  up, 
the  trade-mark  was  not  erased,  but  was  always  comprised  in 
the  firm's  price-lists,  and  the  business  had  been  carried  on  as 
usual  throughout  the  whole  period.  The  mere  fact  of  non- 
registration of  a  trade-mark  or  of  non-user  did  not  show  any 
intention  to  abandon.  Nor  could  Mr.  Boehm  be  said  to  have 
acquiesced  in  the  use  of  the  mark  by  Messrs.  Monson  &  Co.,  for 
it  had  not  been  proved  that  he  had  knowledge  of  its  being 
used  by  Messrs.  Monson  &  Co.  If,  however,  such  knowledge 
had  been  proved,  it  would  have  been  a  complete  answer  to 
Mr.  Boehm's  claim  to  registration.  Mr.  Boehm,  in  his  Lord- 
ship's opinion,  was  entitled  to  register  the  mark  as  his.  How- 
ever, he  was  not  entitled  after  this  interval  of  time  to  have 
Messrs.  Monson  &  Co's.  mark  expunged  from  the  register.  In 
accordance  with  the  authorities  there  was  nothing  to  prevent 
two  precisely  identical  marks  from  being  registered  by  differ- 
ent persons  in  respect  of  the  same  class  of  article  ;  therefore 
no  difficulty  existed  in  this  respect.  As  neither  party  had 
been  completely  successful  they  would  each  bear  their  own 
costs. 


Suggestions. 


To  Keep  Butter  Feesh. — According  to  a  note  by  Carlo 
Pavesci,  in  the  Annali  di  Chimica,  butter  may  be  kept  fresh 
for  months  by  placing  it  in  wooden  or  stone  vessels  filled 
with  water,  acidulated  with  0'2  per  cent,  of  sulphuric  acid. 

An  Emulsion  of  Camphoe,  in  which  the  gum  is  in  a 
very  fine  state  of  division,  is,  according  to  the  PMla.  Med. 
and  Surg.  Reporter,  readily  produced  by  using  1  part  of 
camphor,  2  of  powdered  acacia,  the  yolk  of  1  egg,  and 
250  parts  of  decoction  of  linseed. 

To  Improve  Lemonade. — In  Nice  an  ounce  and  a-half 
of  orange-flower  water  to  the  gallon  of  syrup  is  found  to  be 
a  great  improvement  to  lemonade,  giving  more  bouquet,  and 
a  more  delicate  flavour.  It  does  not  affect  the  keeping 
qualities  if  selected  from  the  distillery  of  first-class  houses, 
as  Chiris,  Bruno  Court,  Lautier  Fils,  &c. 

Orange-leaves. — F.  Stearns  &  Co.,  Detroit,  say : — "  The 
dried  leaves  of  the  bitter-orange  tree  are  largely  used  in  South 
America  as  a  household  remedy.  An  infusion  of  them  made 
as  we  make  tea  is  considered  in  Brazil  a  specific  for  sick- 
headache,  flatulence,  indigestion,  hysteria,  spasm,  recent 
colds,  and  chills  and  fever.  Its  free  use  promotes  abundant 
perspiration.  Such  an  agreeable  tea  is  well  worth  testing  in 
this  country,  and  we  offer  carefully-selected  leaves,  in  \-\b. 
canisters,  50c.  each,  and  invite  orders." 


Cement  foe  Indiaeubp.ee. — The  best  and  simplest 
cement  for  mending  indiarubber  is  probably  a  solution  of" 
virgin  caoutchouc  in  bisulphide  of  carbon.  The  varnish,  it 
any,  should  first  be  removed  from  the  surface,  near  the  place- 
to  be  mended.  Then  a  piece  of  cloth  of  suitable  shape  and 
colour  is  smeared  on  both  sides  with  the  cement,  and  applied 
-with  gentle  pressure  while  the  sides  of  the  rent  are  kept  close- 
together.  The  rubber  solution  has  the  consistence  of  a  stiff' 
jelly,  and  owing  to  the  volatility  of  the  menstruum  dries  in 
a  very  short  time. 

How  to  Use  Insect  Powdee. — The  Handels  Reric/its- 
der  Wiener  Altadevvle  contains  a  note  by  A.  Haas  as  to  the 
proper  way  of  using  insect  powder.  Haas  states  that  many 
persons  waste  large  quantities  without  attaining  any  equiva- 
lent results.  Thick  layers  of  the  powder  at  considerable 
distances  from  one  another  only  protect  those  places  where 
the  powder  lies,  since  it  is  not  the  smell  which  kills.  To  be 
really  efficacious,  insect  powder  must  be  in  a  most  minute 
state  of  division,  and  then  the  entire  object  to  be  protected 
completely  covered  with  a  very  fine  layer  over  its  entire 
surface. 

Vinegae  feom  Cidee. — A  French  method  for  converting 
cider  into  vinegar  is  as  follows  : — Scald  three  barrels  or  casks 
with  hot  water,  rinse  thoroughly,  and  empty.  Then  scald 
with  boiling  vinegar,  rolling  the  barrels  and  allowing  them 
to  stand  on  their  sides  two  or  three  days,  until  they  become 
thoroughly  saturated^with  the  vinegar.  The  barrels  are  then 
filled  about  one-third  full  with  strong  pure  cider  vinegar  and 
two  gallons  of  cider  added.  Every  eighth  day  thereafter, 
two  gallons  of  cider  are  added  until  the  barrels  are  two-thirds 
full.  The  whole  is  allowed  to  stand  fourteen  clays  longer, 
when  it  will  be  found  to  be  good  vinegar,  and  one-half  of  it 
may  be  drawn  and  the  process  of  filling  with  cider  be  begun 
again.  In  summer  the  barrels  are  allowed  to  stand  exposed 
to  the  sun,  and  in  cold  weather  kept  where  the  temperature 
is  80°. 


HJjebical  (gleanings. 


Bismuth  Subniteate  as  a  Wound-deessing.  —  Dr. 
A.  C.  Post  has  found  {New  York  Medical  Journal)  Koehler's 
bismuth  treatment  of  wounds  yields  excellent  results.  He 
used  it  in  the  case  of  granulating  surfaces  following  burns, 
and  found  that  it  diminished  the  amount  of  granulations,  the 
contraction  of  which,  when  they  were  allowed  to  develop, 
was  the  chief  source  of  deformity.  In  neither  children  nor 
adults  had  the  dressing  caused  the  slightest  toxical  effect. 

A  Caution  about  Belladonna  Plastees. — One  would 
hardly  suppose  that  serious  results  could  ensue  from  the 
application  of  a  belladonna  plaster,  yet  Dr.  Martin  J.  Fleming 
reports  a  case  of  well-marked  belladonna  poisoning,  relieved 
by  opium  treatment,  in  the  Medical  Record,  January  19, 1884, 
caused  by  the  application  of  a  plaster  to  a  back  that  had 
been  somewhat  denuded  by  the  use  of  an  irritating  liniment. 
The  case  suggests  the  advisability  of  cautioning  patients 
against  applying  such  plasters  over  an  abraded  skin  surface. — 
Phil.  Med.  Surg.  Rep. 

Iodofoem  Plastees. — Where  iodoform  is  employed  topi- 
cally as  a  resolvent  on  the  intact  skin,  Pape  and  Fischer 
{Medical  and  Surgical  Reporter)  recommend  the  employment 
of  plasters  composed  as  follows  : — Iodoformi  pulv.,  100  parts ; 
emplastr.  adhesiv.,  200  parts  ;  empl.  plumbi  oxid.,  200  parts. 
M.  Or  one  containing  a  smaller  proportion  of  iodoform : — 
Iodoformi  pulv.,  50  parts ;  emplastr.  adhesiv.,  500  parts ; 
empl.  plumbi  oxid.,  300  parts.  M.  The  absorption  of  the 
iodoform  is  favoured  by  softening  of  the  epidermis  through 
prolonged  contact  with  an  impermeable  covering. 

A  Case  of  Kerosene-poisoning  is  reported  by  Dr.  C.  S. 
Wheeler,  of  Williamsburg,  Mass.,  in  the  Medical  Record.  He 
says  : — "  I  was  called  October  29  to  see  a  child  eighteen 
months  old,  who  had  swallowed  an  unknown  quantity  of 
kerosene,  though  the  amount  probably  did-  not  exceed  2  oz. 
The  little  patient,  seen  one  hour  subsequent  to  the  swallow- 
ing, was  vomiting,  purging,  cyanotic ;  a  tendency  to  coma 
existed,  the  pulse  was  130,  weak,  and  somewhat  irregular; 
respiration  was  also  irregular.  Treatment :  Ordinary  emetics 
were  given  before  my  arrival,  hence  only  stimulants  and 
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alkalies  were  ordered.  After  a  few  days  of  gastro-enteric 
febrile  movement  the  child  recovered.  I  have  heard  of 
several  ounces  of  kerosene  having  been  taken  by  adults  with- 
out perceptible  results,  but  the  above  case  compels  me  to 
■doubt  the  statement.'' 

Saxifrage  for  an  Injection. — In  the  Lancet  of  March  8 
Dr.  Mortimer  Granville  recommends  the  following  formula 
rfor  an  injection  to  be  used  in  cases  of  urethral  trouble,  known 
by  the  several  terms  ending  in  "  rhoea."  These  affections,  he 
says,  are  common  underlying  causes  of  "  mind  worry  "  and 
-"  nervousness."  He  recommends  the  injection  to  be  employed 
"  with  one  of  Squire's  convenient  and  safe  syringes."  There 
is  some  difficulty  in  getting  the  injection  well  prepared.  He 
therefore  writes  : — "  Infusi  foliorum  recentium  saxifragie,  yij. 
,[Faciat, ex aquacalida,  xcviii.0 Fahr.,per  boras  sex ;  foliorum  j., 
.aquas  x.]  Glycerini,  Misce.  Fiat  injectionem,  ut  bis  die 
Mtendum." 

The  Therapeutics  of  Simple  and  Eectified  Oil  of 
Turpentine. — In  the  April  issue  of  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist,  1883,  page  163,  will  be  found  a  note  on  the  use  of 
oleum  terebinthinfe  rectificatum  in  diphtheria.  H.  Hager  is, 
however,  of  opinion  that  simple  oil  of  turpentine  is  a  far 
better  therapeutic  agent.  He  points  out  in  the  Pharmaceu- 
tische  Centralhalle,  January  24,  1884,  that  rectified  oil  of 
turpentine  is  a  pure  hydrocarbon,  and  possessed  of  but  slight 
antiseptic  properties,  whereas  the  non-rectified,  or  simple,  oil 
of  turpentine  contains  a  highly  antiseptic  substance,  terpin 
oxyhydrate,  C10H160  H20,  to  which  alone  the  therapeutic 
action  of  oil  of  turpentine  in  diphtheria  and  cases  of  the 
kind  is  due,  and  in  point  of  fact  the  simple  oil  has  been 
found  to  act  better  than  the  oleum  rectificatum. 

The  Cholera  Bacillus. — Dr.  Koch,  who,  it  will  be 
remembered,  has  been  at  the  head  of  a  commission  investi- 
gating cholera,  first  in  Egypt  and  subsequently  in  Calcutta, 
reports  progress  from  the  latter  place  on  January  7.  The 
Commission  have  had  the  opportunity  of  collecting  material 
from  nine  post-mortem  examinations  and  from  eight  living 
cases.  Microscopic  examination  in  all  cases  confirmed  the 
■existence  of  the  same  bacilli  in  the  cholera  intestine  which 
had  been  found  in  Egypt.  However,  in  Egypt  it  had  been 
undetermined  whether  these  bacilli  belonged,  like  so  many 
other  bacteria,  to  the  regular  parasites  of  the  human  intestine, 
which,  under  the  influence  of  the  choleraic  process,  are 
enabled  to  penetrate  within  the  mucous  membrane,  or  whether 
they  were  special  to  cholera.  A  minute  observation  of  the 
bacilli  cultured  in  gelatine  has  led  to  the  discovery  of 
some  very  characteristic  peculiarities  as  to  their  shape  and 
mode  of  growth,  by  which  to  distinguish  them  with 
certainty  from  other  bacilli.  The  Commission  conclude  that 
their  experiments  have  demonstrated  the  bacilli  in  the 
choleraic  discharges  and  in  the  intestinal  contents  after  death 
from  cholera,  while  a  similar  examination  of  the  intestinal 
contents  in  other  diseases  gave  evidence  that  the  bacilli  met 
with  in  cases  of  cholera  were  invariably  absent.  Research 
had  been  carried  out  on  the  bodies  of  six  cases  of  pneumonia, 
dysentery,  phthisis,  and  kidney  disease.  Nor  had  it  been 
possible  to  find  bacilli  similar  to  the  cholera  bacilli  anywhere 
in  the  intestinal  contents  of  animals  and  in  other  substances 
abounding  with  bacteria.  If  these  observations  should  be 
confirmed  on  further  investigation,  a  very  important  result 
will  have  bees  gained.  Indeed,  if  these  bacilli,  endowed  with 
specific  properties,  belong  quite  exclusively  to  the  cholera 
process,  the  etiological  connection  between  the  prevalence  of 
the  same  and  the  cholera  would  barely  admit  of  doubt,  even 
if  the  reproduction  of  the  disease  in  living  animals  should 
fail.  But  in  this  respect  the  Commission  expect  success, 
since  several  experiments  recently  made  on  animals  have 
given  results  which  suggest  hope  of  future  success. 
In  Calcutta  cholera  has  decreased  in  a  striking  manner  since 
1870.  Before  that  year  the  annual  average  mortality  was 
10-1  per  1,000  inhabitants.  Since  1870  it  has  fallen  to  "3  per 
1,000.  The  physicians  of  this  city  nearly  all  agree  in  the 
opinion  that  the  decrease  of  the  cholera  is  solely  owing  to 
the  introduction  of  a  drinking-water  supply.  It  will  be  an 
important  business  for  the  Commissioners,  by  personal  study 
and  inspection,  to  arrive  at  an  unbiassed  judgment  on  this 
point. 

Since  the  publication  of  the  above,  a  telegram  from  Calcutta 
announces  that  Drs.  Koch,  Fischer,  and  Gaffky  have  discovered 
the  cholera  bacillus  in  a  water-tank.

— A  good  face  paint,  free  from 
injurious  properties,  may  be  made,  says  the  Independent  Oil 
and  Drug  Journal,  in  the  following  manner : — Oxychloride 
of  bismuth,  10  oz. ;  French  chalk,  5  oz. ;  chalk,  2  oz. ; 
glycerine,  2  oz. ;  water,  24  oz.  The  powder  should  be  care- 
fully bolted,  and  then  triturated  with  the  mixture  of 
glycerine  and  water.  Oil  of  rose  or  orange  makes  a  pleasant 
perfume.  To  produce  a  pink  tint  add  a  little  solution  of 
Eosin  or  half  a  grain  of  carmine,  well  rubbed  up  with  the 
powders.

—  Dr.  X.  hit  the  mark  neatly  when,  in  answer  to  the  ques- 
tion, Do  you  believe  in  the  efficacy  of  "  taking  the  waters  "  1 
he  said,  "  For  a  rich  patient,  yes,  for  it  gives  him  hope ;  for  a 
poor  patient,  no — it  discourages  him." 

—  A  recent  prosecution  has  shown  that  the  system  of  dis- 
pensing in  the  French  hospitals  is  capable  of  improvement. 
A  woman  took  her  child,  aged  2£  years,  to  the  Laennec 
Hospital,  where  Dr.  Damaschino  prescribed  for  her,  among 
other  medicines,  some  powder  of  phosphate  of  lime.  The 
moth  er  obtained  the  powders  from  the  pharmacy  of  the  hospital, 
where,  it  would  seem,  they  were  dispensed  by  two  young 
girls  aged  18  and  21,  who,  it  was  stated,  had  been  put  in  the 
position  they  occupied  without  any  previous  experience  with 
medicines,  and  who  distributed  medicines  which  were  kept 
in  boxes  for  the  most  part  unlabelled.  In  this  case  the 
charge  was  that  they  had  given  chlorate  of  potash  in  place 
of  phosphate  of  lime.  For  the  present  the  case  stands 
adjourned ;  but  it  is  fair  to  say  that  this  disclosure  is  not 
representative  of  French  hospital  dispensing  generally.

To  continually  have  to  report  upon  dull  trade  is  perhaps  a 
thankless  task,  and  one  which  we  feel  lays  us  open  to  be 
charged  as  pessimists,  and  we  only  wish  that  we  were  able 
to  record  otherwise. 

Business  in  our  markets  has  beyond  a  doubt  fallen  back 
into  a  very  depressed  state,  and  the  depression  appears, 
unfortunately,  to  have  become  more  general  of  late.  Prices 
of  most  articles  are  low,  in  some  instances  remarkably  so, 
and  yet  no  increased  demand  appears  to  result  from  the  same. 
Perhaps  the  worst  feature  in  the  prevailing  commercial 
depression  is  its  widespread  nature,  which  appears,  accord- 
ing to  advices,  to  be  general  all  over  Europe  ;  and,  moreover, 
reports  from  America  do  not  show  the  state  of  affairs  there 
to  be  much  better. 

Over-production  may  to  a  great  extent  be  looked  upon  as 
the  cause,  but  the  low  prices  resulting  from  the  same  do  not, 
it  would  seem,  attract  the  increased  consumption  that  might 
be  justly  anticipated. 

Many  articles  we  have  to  quote  at  lower  figures  than  last 
month,  especially  gums,  Arabic  and  Turkey,  which  have  given 
way  considerably  from  the  abnormal  prices  to  which  specula- 
tion, more  or  less  successfully,  had  driven  them. 

Quicksilver  is  about  the  only  article  which  has  improved 
since  our  last  report.  Quinine  has  experienced  a  little 
excitement,  but  closes  not  actually  lower  for  English  make 
than  a  month  since. 

The  drug  sales  held  the  6th  inst.,  like  the  previous  ones, 
passed  off  with  a  dull,  heavy  tone  throughout. 

Acids. — Citric :  although  further  reduced  to  Is.  5^d.  per  lb., 
there  is  no  improvement  in  the  demand.  Tartaric  meets 
with  a  steady  small  trade,  at  Is.  6d.  per  lb.  for  foreign, 
Is.  Id.  to  Is.  l\d.  English. 

Aloes. — Hepatic  and  socotrine  are  difficult  of  sale,  while 
Cape  are  in  slightly  better  demand,  good  quality  making 
48s.  to  50s.  per  cwt.  in  last  drug  sales. 

Alum. — Unchanged  in  price,  with  perhaps  a  little  more 
demand  at  6/.  per  ton,  loose,  6/.  10s.  per  ton,  ground,  in  bags. 

Antimony. — -There  being  fewer  sellers  of  crude,  the  article- 
is  in  a  much  steadier  position,  at  23/.  per  ton  for  finest  Japan 
quality.  Begulus  remains  at  44/.  to  46/.  per  ton,  and  no  dis- 
position to  give  way  is  shown  on  the  part  of  manufacturers. 

Balsams  are  entirely  without  demand.  Peru  and  Cajrivi 
at  unchanged  prices,  with  Tolu  cheaper  at  2s.  to  2s.  2d.  per  lb. 

Bark  is  slightly  dearer  than  at  date  of  our  last  report, 
although  the  sales  held  the  11th  inst.  showed  no  improvement 
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on  the  then  existing  rates.  Notwithstanding  recent  events,  a 
very  large  quantity  of  South  American  was  offered,  over 
6,000  packages,  of  which  only  500  met  with  purchasers.  Con- 
siderably less  Ceylon  was  offered,  and  nearly  all  sold.  It  is 
stated  that  shippers  have  become  so  discouraged  by  the 
prices  realised  here  of  late  that  the  shipments  of  South 
American  and  East  Indian  barks  during  February  did  not 
amount  to  more  than  one  tenth  of  what  was  despatched 
during  the  same  month  of  last  year.  At  the  same  time  it  is 
possible  that  the  improved  prices  recently  obtained  here  may 
now  induce  more  extensive  consignments  again  ;  and  mean- 
while stocks  are  still  considerable,  there  being,  we  believe, 
sufficient  Cinchona  bark  to  produce  one  year's  consumption 
of  quinine  were  not  another  twig  to  arrive  meanwhile,  and, 
moreover,  up  to  January  30,  Ceylon  had  exported  to  all 
parts  260,000  lbs.  more  bark  this  season  than  last,  and  Java 
shipments  are  continually  growing  more  important. 

Bleaching  Powder  does  not  go  off  at  the  high  price  as 
well  as  it  did,  and  business  is  restricted,  although  price  is 
still  10Z.  10*.  per  ton. 

Borax  keeps  steady  at  40s.  to  42s.  per  cwt.  net,  according 
to  make. 

Calumba  Boot  continues  in  a  very  neglected  state,  and 
190  bags  were  offered  in  last  sales,  of  which  only  46  of  poor 
quality  sold  at  13s.  Qd.  to  15s.  per  cwt. 

Camomiles.— Very  little  demand.  Fine  white  flowers  oc- 
casionally asked  for  at  50s.  to  52s.  Qd.  per  cwt.  Brown  and 
old  qualities,  nothing  doing. 

Camphor  is  steady ;  199  tubs  Japan  were  offered  in  last 
sales,  but  bought  in  at  59s.  per  cwt.  Befined  English  bells, 
Hid.  per  lb. ;  best  foreign  makes,  10|rf. 

Cantharides. — Bussian  are  much  easier.  In  last  sales 
one  case  sold  without  reserve  at  6s.  5d.  per  lb. 

Cardamoms  are  cheaper.  Long  Ceylon,  Is.  lid.  to  2s.  2d. 
per  lb. ;  good  Malabar,  6s.  Qd. ;  and  brown  to  good,  3s.  Id.  to 
6s.  per  lb.,  according  to  quality.

2d., 
although  some  of  inferior  quality  sold  recently  at  consider- 
ably less. 

Essence  op  Lemon  moves  off  slowly,  although  recent 
prices  are  maintained. 

Galls  are  very  quiet ;  China  at  52s.  to  53s.,  and  Turkey, 
55s.  to  56s.  per  cwt. 

Gentian  Boot  in  fair  demand  at  30s.  to  32s.  Qd.  per  cwt. 

Gums  are  generally  lower,  and  it  is  difficult  to  say  what 
prices  really  are,  for,  as  is  usually  the  case  after  speculative 
runs,  there  is  absolutely  nothing  to  control  them.  Turkey 
sorts,  for  which  a  short  time  since  100s.  to  120s.  per  cwt.  was 
asked,  we  should  expect  to  buy  to-day  at  80s.  or  90s.  per 
cwt.,  and  other  qualities  at  a  similar  reduction.

Iodine,  dry,  Qd.  per  oz. :  resublimed  Qd.,  with  very  little 
inquiry. 

Ipecacuanha  is  a  little  firmer,  at  prices  ranging  from 
2s.  9d.  to  3s.  Id.  per  lb.  for  ordinary  public  sale  qualities. 

Isinglass. — At  the  sales  on  the  26th  ult.  the  total  quantity 
of  East  India  isinglass  offered  amounted  to  571  packages, 
being  an  increase  of  248  over  last  sales,  and  nearly  300 
packages  were  sold.  Saigon,  leaf  being  in  good  supply  sold 
at  about  3d.  decline.  Tongue  irregular,  with  inferior  kinds 
cheaper.  Purse  steady.  Penang  leaf  was  firmly  held,  and 
only  a  few  cases  sold.  Tongue  also  steady,  but  other  kinds 
easier.  Bombay  pipe  a  trifle  lower.  Tongue  steady.  Next 
sales  are  fixed  for  25th  inst.

Oils. — Aniseed  without  demand  at  7s.  3d.  per  lb.  Cassia, 
from  4s.  3d.  to  4s.  Qd.  per  lb.  is  now  asked.  American  pepper- 
mint oils  are  steady :  H.  G.  Hotchkiss  at  13s.  Qd.,  and  Hale 
&  Parshall's  at  12s.  Qd.  per  lb. 

Otto  op  Boses. — With  a  steady  market,  prices  of  all 
qualities  remain  nnchanged. 

Petroleum. —  Owing  to  the  extraordinarily  poor  de- 
mand for  export  in  the  United  States,  petroleum  has  given 
way  considerably  here,  5%d.  to  G%d.  per  gallon,  being  present 
spot  price.  At  the  moment  it  is  impossible  to  form  any  idea 
of  the  outlook  of  the  article.  On  the  one  hand  we  have  to 
consider  the  independent  attitude  recently  assumed  by  the 
refiners,  and  on  the  other  we  have  the  reported  discovery  of 
several  new  wells,  so  that  until  further  information  is  obtain- 
able there  is,  in  fact,  nothing  reliable  to  base  opinion  upon. 
Petroleum  Spirit  is  firm  at  Q\d. ;  refined,  Q^d.  to  Id.  per 
gall. 

Pimento  is  better ;  recent  sales  have  been  far  more  ex- 
tensive, at  prices  ranging  from  2\d.  to  2\d.  per  lb. 

Potash. — Bichromate  meets  with  business  at  3§d.  per  lb., 
and  chlorate  is  held  for  Q\d.  per  lb. 

Potassium. — Iodide,  an  exceedingly  quiet  market  at  4s.  lid. 
per  lb.    Bromide  Is.  Qd.  per  lb. 

Quassia  Wood. — One  ton  sold  in  last  sales  at  45s.  per  ton, 
showing  an  improvement  on  the  very  low  prices  of  late. 

Quicksilver  has  been  advanced  by  stages  since  our  last 
report,  and  is  now  steady  at  51.  12s.  Qd.  per  bottle. 

Quinine. — Foreign  makes,  after  having  been  temporarily 
excited  by  the  fire  at  the  American  factory  of  Messrs.  Powers 
&  Weightman,  are  now  in  a  steady  position  again,  at  prices  of 
about  5s.  Qd.  per  ounce  in  bulk. 

The  first  telegrams  announcing  the  destruction  of  the 
American  worKs  on  February  29  were  of  a  somewhat  exciting 
character,  and  the  foreign  makes  were  at  once  influenced  by 
them  ;  in  fact,  after  raising  prices  rather  considerably,  some 
of  them  were  withdrawn  altogether  from  the  market,  and 
matters  had  almost  assumed  the  character  of  a  scare,  when 
the  following  remarkably  well-timed  notice  was  issued  by 
Messrs.  Howards  &  Sons  on  the  4th  inst. : — 

"  We  beg  to  advise  that  sulphate  of  quinine  remains 
without  change.  The  reports  of  the  American  disaster  prove, 
as  was  to  be  expected,  exaggerated ; " 

which  had  the  effect  of  immediately  quieting  the  market  and 
restoring  it  to  its  former  condition. 

Quinine  consumers  would  do  well  to  bear  in  mind  that 
there  exist  eighteen  factories  in  Europe  and  America  con- 
tinually producing  the  article,  under  which  circumstances  a 
temporary  mishap  at  one  of  them  is  not  likely  to  denude  any 
one  market  for  long  together,  the  more  so  as  under  ordinary 
circumstances  a  considerable  quantity  of  manufactured 
quinine  is  also  generally  lying  in  second  hands.  During  the 
excited  reports  of  an  accident  such  as  that  at  Messrs.  Powers 
&  Weightman's,  consumers  and  speculators  are  easily  led 
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into  making  purchases  only  to  be  regretted  a  clay  or  two 
later. 

Rhubarb  is  steady,  fair  to  good  round  Shenshi  2s.  9c/.  to 
3s.  per  lb. 

Saffron  continues  firm,  with  a  moderate  demand;  good 
Valentia  sorts  selling  at  from  39s.  6c/.  to  41s.  6c/.  per  lb.; 
inferior,  33s.  6c/.  to  37s.,  and  Alicante  qualities  25s.  to  30s. 
per  lb. 

Sarsaparilla  is  in  fair  request,  Honduras  at  Is.  9c/., 
Jamaica  Is.  3d.  to  Is.  6d.  per  lb.  Of  39  bales  Mexican 
offered  in  last  sales,  36  sold  at  4c/.  per  lb. 

Saltpetre. — British  refined  continues  quiet,  at  23s.  9d.  to 
24s.  per  cwt. 

Soda. —  Crystals  are  lower  and  in  a  depressed  state,  at 
3/.  7s.  6c/.  per  ton,  ex  ship.  Bicarbonate  unaltered,  at  11.  15s. 
to  8/.  per  ton. 

Sulphate  of  Copper. — The  demand  is  considerably  less 
of  late,  but  prices  remain  at  22?.  5s.  to  22/.  10s.  per  ton. 

Turpentine.-- American  spirits,  25s.  9c/.  to  26s.  per  cwt. 
on  the  spot,  with  26s.  6d.  asked  for  July  to  December 
delivery. 

Yanilloes  are  altogether  in  better  demand,  and  out  of 
the  somewhat  large  quantity  of  85  tins  offered  in  last  sales 
the  fair  proportion  of  49  sold  at  slightly  dearer  rates,  ranging 
from  lis.  6c/.  to  23s.  6c/.  per  lb.  for  sound  qualities,  according 
to  lengths. 

"Wax;. — Carnauba,  for  which  but  recently  extreme  rates 
were  paid,  is  now  considerably  lower.  Of  146  bags  offered 
in  last  sales  but  10  sold,  at  66s.  per  cwt. 


AMERICAN  DRUGS. 

New  York,  March  1. 

The  low  figures  which  have  ruled  on  this  market  for  the 
past  twelve  months  have  at  last,  in  the  opinion  of  dealers  in 
drugs  here,  arrived  at  the  actual  bottom,  and  there  are  not 
wanting  indications  that  the  end  of  the  declining  scale  has 
been  reached.  When  this  fact  gets  fully  recognised,  both  by 
the  trade  and  speculators,  it  is  expected  that  a  considerable 
improvement  in  values  will  take  place  ;  and,  indeed,  already 
a  firmer  tone  prevails.  Just  now  there  is  not  much  doing, 
and  in  the  belief  that  better  prices  are  to  be  had  later  on, 
holders  of  the  drugs  usually  exported  are  not  particularly 
anxious  to  operate.  When  the  demand  which  the  approach 
of  spring  generally  brings  about  has  fairly  set  in,  it  will  be 
found  that  higher  prices  all  round  will  be  demanded. 

Cod-liver  Oil.  -Pure  clean-tasting  oil  is  scarce,  while 
inferior  grades  are  plentiful.  A  few  shipments  were  made 
during  last  month,  and  purchasers  from  London  continue  to 
make  inquiry  for  good  oil ;  in  fact,  should  the  parcels  now 
being  negotiated  for  cross  the  Atlantic,  this  market  will  be 
left  almost  bare  of  prime  quality.  No  doubt  this  demand  is 
stimulated  by  the  reported  poor  result  of  the  fishing  in 
Norway.  Holders  ask  $1.75  per  American  gallon,  or  about 
8s.  6c/.  per  imperial  gallon,  c.i.f.  London.  Yellow  strong- 
flavoured  oil  can  be  had  as  low  as  $1.25  American  gallon,  or 
6s.  2c/.  imperial  gallon,  c.i.f.  London.  Some  of  this  is  hardly 
fit  for  medicinal  purposes,  while  a  great  deal  of  doubtful  and 
mixed  oils  is  also  being  offered. 

Essential  Oils.— The  scale  of  prices  for  these  is  now 
very  low,  chiefly  caused  by  lack  of  demand.  Sassafras  is 
quoted  at  45c.  to  48c.  per  lb.,  or  Is.  lie/,  to  2s.  in  London, 
and  as  the  small  makers  do  not,  as  a  rule,  distil  during  the 
spring  and  summer  months,  it  may  be  safely  predicted  that 
it  will  not  be  cheaper.  Peppermint  is  firmly  held  by  the 
speculators  here,  who  are  confident  of  seeingit  higher.  At 
present  the  prices  asked  for  tin  oil  varies  with  the  quality 
from  #2.50  to  #2.75  per  lb.,  or  10s.  6c/.  to  lis.  6cZ.  in  London"; 
a  small  shipment  was  made  to  Glasgow  during  the  month. 
H.  G.  Hotchkiss  is  selling  at  #2.90,  or  12s.,  but  only  in  small 
lots.  There  is  nothing  in  the  appearance  of  the  market  to 
indicate  any  immediate  change.  Wintergreen  is  not  coming 
from  the  producing  districts  in  any  quantity,  and  stock  being 
small  any  large  orders  would  send  the  price  up.  The  price  now 
ranges  from  #1.90  to  #2,  or  8s.  to  8s.  6c/.  in  London. 

Roots.— Senega. — Prime  Western  is  pretty  well  concen- 
trated in  the  hands  of  one  house,  and  as  no  fresh  supplies  can 


come  on  the  market  before  autumn,  there  is  no  probability  of 
its  being  cheaper.  The  price  asked  is  50c,  equal  to  2s.  Id. 
laid  down  in  London.  Mexican  SarsapariUaha.s  been  arriving 
rather  freely,  and  prime  quality  can  be  had  at  8c.  to  8jc. 
per  lb.  (4c/.).  At  this  figure  it  appears  to  be  cheap.  Honduras 
Stirxaparilla.-  —Stock  just  now  of  best  brands  is  small,  being 
a  total  of  about  100  bales ;  it  is  held  for  48c.  (2s.).  Snahr  Root 
is  entirely  wanting. 

Spermaceti. — The  refiners  have  advanced  their  prices 
during  the  month,  and  now  ask  20c,  or  IQd.  lb. 

Balsams. — Copaiba  at  present  is  neglected  ;  Para  can  be 
had  at  46c.  (Is.  ll^d.  in  London)  ;  Angostura,  45c  (Is.  lis.). 
Tola  is  selling  freely  for  home  consumption,  but  meets  with 
no  export  demand,  although  quoted  as  low  as  44c,  or 
Is.  10^cA  in  London. 

Beeswax.-  -There  are  very  small  stocks,  and  orders  have 
to  be  declined. 


COD-LIVER  OIL. 

Messrs.  W.  Graham  Carr  &  Son,  cod-liver  oil  manufac- 
turers, of  Berwick-on-Tweed,  write  us  on  March  10  as 
follows  :— 

"  The  yield  in  Norway  up  to  the  present  time  has  not  been 
up  to  the  average,  as  during  the  first  four  weeks  of  the  fishing 
the  weather  was  rather  stormy ;  the  fish  also,  it  seems,  are 
not  to  be  found  so  abundantly  on  the  banks  as  in  previous 
years.  The  cod-livers  of  this  season,  however,  are  much 
larger  and  richer  than  those  of  last  year.  In  1883  the  livers 
of  900  to  1,000  cods  would  scarcely  suffice  to  produce  a 
single  barrel  of  oil,  while  this  year  the  livers  of  600  to  700  cods 
seem  to  be  sufficient.  We  may  remark  at  the  same  time  that 
the  fishing  on  our  own  coast  has  been  extremely  good.  Our 
boats,  which  number  9  trawlers,  74  deep-sea  boats,  with  about 
an  equal  number  of  coast  cobbes,  having  been  to  sea  71  times 
during  the  season  up  to  the  present  time,  as  against  18  times 
last  year.  The  catches  have  also  been  much  larger ;  during 
December,  when  the  livers  are  at  their  best  the  takes  were 
very  large  indeed,  so  that  there  has  been  a  large  quantity  of 
oil  made  on  this  part  of  the  coast.  From  reports  we  have 
received  we  compute  that  up  to  the  present  date  there  have 
been  upwards  of  20,000  gallons  of  Scotch  oil  made,  therefore 
we  think  that  oil  will  be  much  cheaper  this  season,  Norwegian 
bringing  from  lis.  to  14s.  6d.,  Scotch  from  7s.  6c/.  to  12s.

Raising  the  Wind — A  Caution. 

To  the  Chemist  and  Druggist — 

Sir,— Chemists  should  be  on  their  guard  against  a  man  dressed  as  a 
mechanic,  with  his  apron  rolled  round  him,  who  gives  an  order  for  an 
expensive  double  truss,  generally  Coles's,  to  be  obtained  as  soon  as  possible, 
and  states  he  has  been  recommended  to  yon  by  the  builder  employing  him, 
and  asks  for  a  note  to  give  his  master,  saying  that  you  will  supply  the  man 
Johnson  with  the  truss  required  (for  so  much)  and  signed  by  you.  The 
modus  operandi  is  then  to  call  on  all  well-to-do  people  in  the  neighbour- 
hood, and  to  show  them  your  note,  asking  for  their  assistance  to  raise  the 
amount,  pleading  poverty  and  great  suffering  through  being  unable  to 
obtain  the  truss.  I  had  heard  of  the  trick  being  very  successful  at  Wool- 
wich, and  had  a  visit  here  from  the  individual  this  morning,  but  of  course 
I  refused  to  give  him  the  note/or  the  builder,  on  whom  I  at  once  called,  and 
found  he  knew  nothing  of  the  man.

The  Patent  Medicine  Stamp.— It  is  surprising  how  difficult  it  is  to 
explain  the  requirements  of  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue.  It  cannot  be 
much  less  than  a  hundred  times  that  we  have  pointed  out  that  a  medicine 
is  liable  to  stamp  duty  if  it  is  recommended  for  the  cure  or  relief  of  any 
disease  or  complaint  incident  to  the  human  frame,  on  if  a  proprietary  right 
in  such  a  medicine  be  claimed,  Messrs.  Christy  &  Co.  have  sent  us  a  cor- 
respondence between  themselves  and  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  in 
reference  to  certain  "menthol  cones,"  consisting  of  a  combination  of 
menthol  with  wax,  which  had  been  sold  and  recommended  by  them  for  the 
■cure  or  relief  or  neuralgia.  Messrs.  Christy  &  Co.  seem  to  have  been  sur- 
prised to  find  that  such  articles  ought  to  have  been  stamped.  The  follow- 
ing letter  from  the  Board  to  Messrs.  Christy  &  Co.  will  explain  the 
matter  : — 

R  1363  Stamps.  Inland  Revenue,  Somerset  House, 

18784.  -  February  21, 1884. 

Gentlemen, — The  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  have  had  before  them  your 
letters  of  the  13th,  15th,  and  16th  inst.  to  their  solicitor  in  regard  to  the 
penalties  incurred  by  your  having  sold  unstamped  "  menthol  cones,"  a  pre- 
paration composed  of  menthol  and  wax,  advertised  for  the  relief  of  head- 
ache, toothache,  and  neuralgia ;  and  I  am  to  acquaint  you  that  upon  the 
understanding  that  you  will  in  future  conform  strictly  to  the  provisions  of 
the  law,  they  have  ordered  that  no  further  proceedings  be  taken  in  the 
matter. 

In  reply  to  the  inquiries  contained  in  your  letter  I  am  directed  to 
state  : — 

1.  That  if  pure  menthol  only  be  used,  without  any  mixture  with  any  other 
ingredient  whatsoever,  labels  and  advertisements  recommending  it  as  a 
remedy  may  be  used  without  any  liability  to  stamp  duty  being  incurred. 

2.  That  should  wax  or  other  substance  be  added  to  the  menthol,  it  will, 
as  recommended,  be  liable  to  stamp  duty. 

3.  That  advertisements,  handbills,  or  circulars  recommending  any  "  mix- 
ture of  menthol "  would  render  the  preparation  chargeable. 

4.  That  a  declaration  on  the  label  that  the  preparation  consisted  of  : 

Menthol  90  per  cent. 

Wax  10  „ 

•Would  not  avoid  liability. 

I  enclose  for  your  information  extracts  from  the  Acts  of  Parliament  regu- 
lating and  imposing  the  stamp  duty  on  medicines.

Another  correspondent  ("  A.  E.  I.  63/153  ")  sends  a  label  headed  "  Pepsine 
Wine,  prepared  from  Pure  Pepsine ;  an  exceedingly  Powerful  Digestive 
Remedy."  Then  follows  the  dose,  and  the  name  and  address  of  the  maker 
is  added,  without,  however,  any  exclusive  right  of  manufacture  being 
claimed.  "  A.  E.  I."  says  : — "  The  enclosed  label  has  been  declared  by 
Board  of  Inland  Revenue  to  render  the  preparation  liable  to  stamp  duty. 
You  will  observe  that  I  claim  no  special  right  to  this  .article,  neither  do  I 
conceal  its  constitution  ;  and,  although  it  is  called  a  "  Digestive  Remedy,"  if 
this  single  point  is  to  render  it  liable,  what  medicines  are  exempt  ?  Can 
sal-volatile  for  flatulence,  spts.  nitre  for  colds,  ipecac,  wine  et  hoc  genus 
omne,  escape  ?   May  I  ask  you  to  give  your  opinion  in  your  next  issue." 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  medicine  labelled  as  quoted  was  liable,  but 
"  A.  E.  I.'s  "  extension  of  the  decision  raised  one  or  two  questions  which 
we  thought  it  would  be  well  to  have  clearer.  In  medicine-chests,  and  on 
many  labels  of  pharmacopoeia  preparations,  it  is  frequent  to  name  the  com- 
plaints for  which  the  medicines  are  suitable.  We  therefore  asked  the 
'Board  whether  such  were  understood  to  come  within  the  liability.  The 
following  answer  will  be  of  interest.    It  leaves  the  question  a  little 


doubtful,  but  we  judge  that  the  Board  have  no  wish  to  push  their  claim  to 
any  unreasonable  length  : —

Sin, — I  have  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  your  letter  of 
the  29th  ultimo,  and,  in  reply  to  your  inquiry  whether  a  bottle  containing 
sal-volatile,  and  labelled  "  Sal-volatile,  for  Flatulence,"  with  the  name  and 
address  of  the  vendor,  would  be  chargeable  with  medicine  stamp  duty,  I 
am  to  enclose  for  your  information  extracts  from  the  Acts  of  Parliament 
by  which  the  duty  is  imposed  and  regulated,  and  to  observe  that  the  words 
"  for  flatulence  "  should  be  omitted  if  your  correspondent  wishes  to  avoid 
liability  and  trouble,  which  might  arise  from  an  information  being  laid 
against  him. 

With  reference  to  your  other  question,  I  am  to  acquaint  you  that 
medicines  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  would 
be  liable  to  stamp  duty  if  held  out  or  recommended,  by  label  or  otherwise, 
for  particular  disorders,  though  the  words  "prepared  in  accordance  with 
the  British  Pharmacopoeia  "  would,  as  a  rule,  be  regarded  as  a  repudiation 
of  any  claim  to  a  proprietary  right  or  secret'  art  in  the  preparation.

34/153.  Coating  Pills. — J.  asks  whether  it  is  the  rule  in  first-class 
pharmacies  to  coat  or  varnish  pills  ordered  in  prescriptions,  or  simply  to 
send  them  out  rolled  in  some  powder,  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

We  believe  there  is  no  rule  recognised,  but  the  plan  of  coating  prescrip- 
tion pills  where  practicable  is  now  very  generally  adopted. 


Aniline  Colours. — We  are  informed  that  the  series  of  lectures  on 
"  The  Aniline  or  Coal-tar  Colours,"  by  Mr.  W.  H.  Perkin,  F.R.S.,  which  we 
recommended  to  a  correspondent  last  month,  are  published  by  the  Society 
of  Art's,  Adelphi,  in  separate  form,  price  Is. 


22/153.  Essences  for  Aerated  Waters.— Omicron  wants  a  form  for 
dissolving  essence  of  lemon,  orange,  and  other  essential  oils,  so  as  to  make 
them  miscible  with  water,  and  clear  (without  using  spirits  of  wine)  for 
flavouring  aerated  waters.  > 

Various  plans  are  pursued  for  dissolving  the  essential  oils,  but  the  one 
which  is  more  frequently  adopted,  and  which  we  know  gives  very  good 
results,  is  to  rub  up  the  essential  oil  with  lump  sugar  and  carbonate  of 
magnesia,  in  proportions  sufficient  to  take  up  the  whole  of  the  oil,  then  add 
to  the  remainder  of  the  sugar,  and  convert  into  a  syrup  with  the  aid  of  a 
gentle  heat,  and  filter. 


36/153.  Dispensing  Permanganate  of  Potash  in  Pills.— A 

chemist  recollects  some  correspondence  in  our  columns  on  this  subject,  but 
now  cannot  find  any  trace  of  it.  He  has  had  lately  to  dispense  these  pills, 
but  all  the  excipients  he  has  tried  decompose  the  permanganate.  He  thinks 
glycerine  was  recommended  [it  was  not],  but  he  finds  that  takes  fire  imme- 
diately. Some  other  excipients  only  caused  the  permanganate  to  swell. 
After  the  chemical  action  has  taken  place  there  is  no  difficulty  in  makii.  g 
up  the  pills,  but  they  are  then  only  pills  of  oxide  of  manganese. 

The  references  in  our  last  volume  occurred  in  January,  February,  and 
April.  It  may  be  usefulto  other  readers  as  well  to  sum  up  the  references 
briefly.  First,  we  quoted  from  Dr.  Whitla,  that  cacao  butter  could  be  used, 
and  we  also  quoted  from  Mr.  Martindale's  letter  to  the  Lancet.  Mr.  Martin, 
dale's  process  was  as  follows  : — Vaseline,  2  parts ;  paraffin  wax,  1  part ; 
melt,  and  stir  till  cold,  and  add  kaolin  3  parts  ;  mix  well.  In  the  "  Extra 
Pharmacopoeia  "  he  recommends  equal  parts  of  these  ingredients.  The  mass 
binds  the  powdered  permanganate  together ;  and,  with  a  little  dexterity,  the 
pills  may  be  rolled  out,  and  dusted  with  kaolin  or  coated  with  sandarach 
dissolved  in  absolute  alcohol.  Cacao  butter,  Mr.  Martindale  said,  might  be 
used,  but  in  time  it  reduces  the  permanganate. 

Mr.  Proctor,  referring  to  Mr.  Martindale's  proposal,  did  "  not  know  why 
anyone  should  add  grease  to  clay  when  water  is  all  that  is  required."  To 
every  2  grains  of  china  clay  Mr.  Proctor  recommends  1  drop  of  water,  and 
this  makes  th;  mass  quite  plastic.  This  answers  well  if  the  pills  are  rolled 
immediately ;  but  if  left  for  a  very  short  time,  even  while  another  lot  is 
being  rolled,  the  mass  crumbles.  After  rolling  the  pills  keep  their  shape 
well  and  become  very  hard.  Mr.  Snell,  writing  to  the  Lancet,  said  he 
made  the  pills  easily  by  moistening  the  powdered  permanganate  with  a  drop 
of  water,  rubbing  up  with  starch  or  compound  tragacanth  powder,  and 
making  up  with  extract  of  gentian.  Mr.  T.  Fox,  Malvern,  writing  to  us, 
said  he  found  nng.  resinae,  one  quarter  the  weight  of  the  permanganate,  an 
excellent  exeipient.  Subsequently,  Mr.  T.  H.  Dodd,  Sunderland,  writing  to 
us,  said  that  18  grains  of  powdered  fuller's  earth,  added  to  12  grains  of  per- 
manganate, with  a  little  water,  made  an  excellent  mass.  It  is  recognised 
that  if  any  organic  substance  be  employed  in  making  the  mass,  oxidation 
will  certainly  take  place  sooner  or  later.

tion  to  decayed  teeth. 


154/58.  //.  S.— Mr.  W.  Hay,  of  Hull,  has  made  a  specialty  of  horehound 
T}eer,  and  may  be  able  to  supply  a  satisfactory  essence.  Last  month 
page  102,  we  gave  a  formula  for  botanic  beer  containing  horehound,  which 
might  perhaps  aiaswer.  The  problem  is  to  retain  the  aromatic  flavour  of 
the  horehound  and  extract  a  large  proportion  of  its  bitterness. 


151/64.  Litmus  should  have  given  his  name  and  address.  Our  rule  is  not 
to  answer  inquiries  where  this  information  is  withheld,  although  we  do  not 
object  to  publish  our  replies  under  a  pseudonym. 

Before  mentioning  some  good  books  for  home  study  for  the  Minor 
■examination  we  must  caution  "  Litmus  "  not  to  rely  on  books.  What  he 
needs  is  an  acquaintance  with  the  facts  of  chemistry,  botany,  materia 
medica,  and  pharmacy,  rather  than  a  knowledge  of  what  is  written  about 
the  facts.  He  must  make  experiment  after  experiment  in  chemistry ; 
must  make  the  acquaintance  of  hosts  of  plants,  and  know  the  characteristic 
features  that  distinguish  them  from  each  other ;  he  must  be  familiar  with 
the  appearance  and  distinctive  marks  of  drugs,  and  must  be  able  to  make 
and  recognise  pharmaceutical  preparations.  Books  will  help  him  if  he 
uses  them  simply  as  guides.  If  he  uses  them  as  crutches  he  will  always 
limp. 

For  chemistry,  one  of  the  best  books  is  Attfield's  "  Chemistry,"  published 
"by  Van  Voorst.  If  the  experiments  described  are  carefully  carried  out,  the 
•student  will  acquire  a  sound  knowledge  of  chemistry.  For  botany,  the 
student  had  better  commence  with  Oliver's  "Elementary  Botany,"  pub- 
lished by  Macmillan  &  Co.  This  gives  directions  for  collecting  and  pre- 
serving plants.  He  will  afterwards  need  some  more  advanced  work, , as 
Thome,  or  Prantl  and  Vine,  or  Bentley.  For  materia  medica,  the  Pharma- 
copoeia, supplemented  by  Boyle  and  Headland  (Churchill)  or  the  Pharma- 
cographia  (Macmillan). 


B.  C.  is  a  student  who  wishes  to  know  which  are  the  "best 
botany  books  to  study  for  the  Minor."  He  "prefers  one  much  smaller 
than  Bentiey's."  He  must  remember  that  his  object  must  be  to  get  a  fail- 
knowledge  of  botany,  not  to  do  as  little  work  as  possible.

Needle.— Hypodermic  Injection  of  Ergotine.— Ergotine, 
1  grain  in  distilled  water  to  2  minims.  Dose  2  to  6  minims.  Should  be 
freshly  prepared,  or,  if  required  to  be  kept,  1  per  cen*.  of  carbolic  acid 
•should  be  added  to  the  solution. — Martindale's  Retro,  Pharmacopoeia.

158/14.  F.  C. ,' Belfast,  writes  : — "  Kindly  let  me  know  if  the  following  is  a 
-correct  recipe  for  graph  composition  :  -8  oz.  gelatine,  i  pint  water,  J  pint 
glycerine,  1  oz.  oxalic  acid,  1  oz.  indiarubber.  If  so,  how  is  the  indiarubber 
to  be  divided  so  as'to  mix  with  the  other  ingredients  ?  I  have  melted  the 
indiarubber  with  petroline,  but  I  find  that  it  will  not  mix  with  the  gelatine 
and  glycerine,  and  having  a  large  pan  full  I  do  not  like  to  lose  it."  We 
•give  the  particulars  in  full  to  elicit  information.  The  formula  seems  quite 
•unscientific.  It  is  impossible  to  dissolve  the  indiarubber  in  aqueous 
fluids.  The  object  of  the  oxalic  acid  is  not  apparent.  The  gelatine,  water, 
and  glycerine  would  make  a  good  graph  without  the  other  ingredients, 
unless  the  proportion  of  water  is  too  large ;  it  should  be  no  more  than  will 
•dissolve  the  gelatine  smoothly  when  heated.

157/28.  Prelim. — You  can  get  an  education  for  the  profession  of  analyst  at 
any  of  the  pharmaceutical  schools,  or  at  Owens  College,  Manchester,  or  at 
King's  College,  London.  Many  intending  analysts  go  to  the  great  chemical 
schools  in  Germany.  The  Minor  and  Major  Examinations  are  a  good  pre- 
paration for  the  profession  of  public  analyst,  which  implies  much  more 
than  mere  skill  in  analysis.  The  profession  is  not  a  profitable  one  except 
to  those  at  the  head  of  it.  There  are  but  few  openings,  it  takes  long  to 
build  up  a  connection  that  will  afford  a  reasonable  livelihood,  and  assist- 
ants get  very  poorly  paid.  It  is  certainly  advisable  to  have  some  business 
which  will  provide  support  till  the  analytical  returns  enable  you  to  dis- 
card the  others.  The  time  required  would  be  some  two  or  three  years  as  a 
student,  and  several  years  as  assistant  to  an  established  man  for  the  sake 
of  acquiring  experience. 


166/8.  T.  H.  W. — We  have  made  inquiries,  but  have  been  unable  to  find 
who  is  the  present  maker  of  Lindley's  "  Gout  and  Rheumatic  Pills."  The 
original  maker  seems  to  have  given  up  his  business.  T.  H.  W.  would  be 
glad  of  a  formula  for  Coghill's  Fluid  or  Dr.  Coghill's  inhalation,  used 
with  Coghill's  respirator. 


154/40.  Cockerbridge. — The  Belatee  Bungalow  (Indian  Condiment  Depot) 
late  of  Cannon  Street,  London,  seems  to  have  disappeared,  and  the  special- 
ties are  unknown  to  the  best  house  in  the  trade.  Possibly  some  reader  may- 
be able  to  throw  light  on  it. 


156/67.  Lime-juice.—./.  T.,  Carlisle,  asks  for  "instructions  for  clarifying 
lime-juice.  It  is  very  muddy  and  of  a  milky  appearance  when  imported.'' 
The  milkiness  is  due  to  suspended  essential  oil,  and  the  juice  may  be 
clarified  by  shaking  with  kaolin,  or  china  clay,  and  filtering.  Magnesia 
must  on  no  account  be  used  in  place  of  the  kaolin,  as  it  would  be  speedily 
acted  on.  On  the  very  large  scale,  we  are  told  some  secret  process  is  used. 


T.  W.,  Rochester.— Foaming  Liquid  Dentifrice.— The  Liquid 
Quillai  Dentifrice,  published  in  June,  1882,  page  251,  will  probably

156,68.  I/.,SOt. — It  is  said  that  agitation  with  a  little  turpentine  will  com- 
pletely deodorise  iodoform.  This  may  perhaps  answer  for  cleaning  mortars 
soiled  with  it.  Liquor  potassa?  would  probably  decompose  it  and  remove  it 
entirely. 


157/1.  Onward  will  find  formula;  for  veterinary  remedies  in  Beasley's 
'•  Druggists' Receipt-book."  Blaine's  "Outlines  of  the  Veterinary  Art,"  a 
well-known  old  book,  has,  we  believe,  been  recently  republished.  Cassell's 
''Family  Physician"  is  an  excellent  work  on  the  treatment  of  simple 
ailments. 


157/33.  Apprentice  We  never  heard  of  oleic  acid  being  given  ink  really. 

Probably  the  dose  might  be  something  like  that  of  olive  oil, 
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157/3.  B.&C,  Patricrofu  Glycerine  Cream  for  the  Hands.— We 

have  no  formula  with  the  name  glycerine  cream,  hut  we  think  the  formula 
subjoined  for  opaque  glycerine  jelly  may  answer  the  purpose  with  or  with- 
out modification.  Mix  4  oz.  of  white  soft  soap  in  a  mortar  with  6  oz.  of 
glycerine ;  mix  4  drachms  of  oil  of  thyme  with  4  lbs.  of  almond  oil,  and  add 
this  gradually  to  the  glycerine  and  soap,  taking  care  to  incorporate  each 
portion  thoroughly  before  adding  more  oil.  Care  must  be  taken  to  select  a 
soap  free  from  uncombined  alkali. 


165/12.  Lambing  Oils.  Fidelio  wishes  for  "a  good  reliable  formula 
for  lambing  oils  for  internal  and  external  use.  Most  of  the  proprietary- 
articles  put  up  under  this  name  are  for  both  purposes."  Mr.  Henry  Woods, 
of  Merton,  Thetford,  the  great  authority  on  Southdown  sheep,  in  a  recent 
lecture,  recommended  carbolisedoil  for  the  fatal  disease,  "straining  in 
ewes  after  lambing."  The  Merton  shepherd  saved  every  one  of  the  ewes 
thus  afflicted  when  the  treatment  was  first  adopted,  and  the  flock  in  the 
last  few  years  has  been  entirely  free  from  the  disease,  which  Mr.  Woods 
attributes  to  the  free  application  of  the  carbolised  oil,  whenever  a  case  of 
difficult  lambing  has  arisen.  We  shall  be  glad  of  further  information  from 
any  reader  who  knows  what  is  asked  for. 


147/63.  C.  R.— From  the  description  of  the  Argentine  we  imagine  that  it 
is  a  mercurial  silvering-fluid.  Try  the  effect  of  heating  a  penny  silvered 
with  it.  If  it  is  mercurial  the  silvery  coat  will  disappear  at  a  compara- 
tively low  temperature,  and  a  solution  of  mercuric  nitrate  will  be  found  a 
good  imitation. 


152/27.  Acetic  Acid  in  Aerated  Beverages.-  Mr.  W.  Bush,  jun., 
of  the  firm  of  W.  J.  Bush  &  Co.,  w'rites  to  us  on  this  subject.  He  says 
acetic  acid  cannot  be  recommended  to  replace  citric  and  tartaric  acids  in 
the  manufacture  of  lemonade  or  other  aerated  drinks  ;  firstly,  because  it 
produces  a  peculiar  mawkish  and'insipid  taste,  instead  of  a  brisk,  sharp, 
and  pleasant  one.  It  also  greatly  tends  to  destroy  the  bouquet  of  the 
essence  by  reason  of  the  density  of  its  own  characteristic  odour,  whilst 
citric  and  tartaric  acids  strongly  tend  to  develop  the  flavour. 


155/67.  J.  D.  //.—Leaden  Pipes  and  Vessels  for  Petroleum.— In 

1877  or  1878  Dr.  S.  Macadam  made  a  series  of  experiments  on  the  action  of 
paraffin  oil  on  various  metals.  He  found  that  paraffin  acts  very  rapidly  on 
bright  lead,  while  even  tarnished  lead  is  attacked  so  that  paraffin  left  in 
contact  with  it  for  a  week  becomes  impregnated  with  a  lead  compound 
andis  unsuitable  for  burning.  Exposure  to  the  air,  as  it  helps  to  tarnish  the 
lead,  is  to  a  certain  extent  a  preventive.  It  is  unwise  to  use  leaden  vessels 
of  any  kind  in  connection  with  paraffin  or  petroleum.  Zinc,  galvanised 
iron,  tin  soldered  with  tin  solder,  are  equally  bad.  Petroleum  gradually 
attacks  the  lead  in  the  solder.  Iron  or  copper,  either  alone  or  tinned,  are 
only  slightly  acted  upon ;  enamelled  iron  is  still  better.  . 


156/39.  Chemist,  Ayrshire,  N.B.,  will  probably  find  that  the  addition  of  a 
little  finely-powdered  indigo  or  Prussian  blue  will  improve  the  colour  of  his 
harness-polish.  Eight  parts  of  ivory  black  with  1  part  of  indigo  or  Prus- 
sian blue  seems  to  be  the  pigment  generally  used.  Chemist  has  found  ivory- 
black  too  gritty,. and  lamp  black  too  bulky  and  of  a  bad  colour.  He  would 
also  like  to  know  the  best  ingredients  for  putting  on  a  splendid  polish. 


157/29.  C.  T.  P. — The  name  you  mention  does  not  appear  in  the  Register 
of  Chemists  and  Druggists.  If  he  is  using  the  title  of  "Chemist,"  or 
"Chemist  and  Druggist,"  or  "Druggist,"  send  particulars,  and  any  printed 
handbills  or  invoices  bearing  the  title,  to  the  Registrar  of  the  Pharma- 
maceutical  Society,  17  Bloomsbury  Square.  If  he  does  not  call  himself 
"  Druggist "  or  "  Chemist,"  but  simply  has  a  shop  fitted  like  an  ordinary- 
chemist's,  try  to  discover  if  he  sells  poisons.  If  you  are  prepared  to  enter 
the  witness-box,  purchase  poison  yourself  and  communicate  with  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  and  the  Chemists  and  Druggists'  Trade  Associa- 
tion, Birmingham.  If  you  do  not  wish  to  appear  publicly  in  the  matter, 
communicate  with  the  latter  association  and  give  full  particulars.

— The  Druggist,  of  Chicago,  tells  a 
good  story  about  a  Washington  physician  who,  being  baffled 
by  a  peculiar  case,  called  in  two  consulting  doctors,  and  the 
three  resolved  on  trying  phenic  acid,  which  they  had  read  had 
been  employed  with  remarkable  success  by  a  French  prac-* 
titioner  in  similar  cases.  Going  to  the  best  druggist  in  the- 
town,  the  physician  was  surprised  at  his  prescription  being 
unhesitatingly  filled.  On  inquiry,  however,  he  found  this 
mysterious  medicine  was  nothing  but  carbolic  acid,  the  very 
thing  he  had  been  using  in  the  case  for  two  weeks  ;  but  it  was 
too  good  a  joke  to  keep,  and  the  next  time  he  tries  a  new 
remedy  he  will  look  it  up  before  asking  questions  of  his. 
druggist. 

Sewage  as  an  Evangelising  Agent. — The  Sanitary- 
Engineer  of  New  York  is  responsible  for  the  following 
amusing  mixture : — A  reporter  had  to  attend  two  meetings, 
one  for  the  conversion  of  the  Jews  to  Christianity,  and  the 
other,  which  followed  immediately  after,  was  on  the  subject 
of  conversion  of  sewage  into  lime  and  cement.  In  the  ;J- 
printer's  hands  the  folios  got  mixed  up,  and  the  report  read  :  f 
— "  The  chairman,  after  the  meeting  had  been  opened  with, 
prayer,  explained  that  the  conversion  of  the  Jews  was  one- 
of  the  greatest  works  that  could  engage  the  attention  of  our 
sanitary  authorities.

There  was  a  popular  notion  that  the  sewage  con- 
tained a  vast  amount  Of  wealth,  but  the  sludge  must  be 
taken  out  of  it  for  purposes  of  irrigation,  as  it  otherwise 
choked  the  pores  of  the  land,  and  they  were  a  wandering 
race  spread  over  the  whole  face  of  the  habitable  globe.  They 
were  denied  the  •inimitable;  blessings  of  Christianity,  which 
might  be  counted  by  thousands  of  tons  per  annum  allowed  to- 
run  to  waste,  when  by  a  judicious  admixture  of  lime  and 
clay,  the  benighted  Hebrews  who  sat  in  darkness  might 
easily  be  converted  into  lime  and  cement  for  building  purposes, 
and  if  thus  deodorised,  after  being  first  dried  and  burned  in 
a  kiln,  this  ancient  race  would  once  more  take  its  . proud  posi- 
sion  among  the  nations  of  the  world.  Subscriptions  were 
earnestly  solicited  for  the  purpose,  though  he  (the  speaker}* 
disclaimed  any  idea  of  making  a  profit  out  of  the  process,,  j 
and,  in  conclusion,  he  urged  increased  efforts  in  the  good 
work,  showing  that,  thus  deodorised  by  a  very  novel  process 
of  evangelisation  in  large  tanks  constructed  for  the  purpose, 
the  grateful  Hebrews  might  flow  over  the  land  without  injury 
to  vegetation,  while  the  expense  of  conversion,  which  was 
progressing  as  rapidly  as  the  best  friends  of  Christianity 
could  wish,  would  be  more  than  repaid  by  the  sale  of  the 
phosphate  of  lime  and  valuable  cement  for  building  purposes."*
